l.-THE CAEKATIC. 

ARMiGOtr, between Nellore end Pulicetf wu tbe first itntioaoojtipiedbf tbe 
Engl lah on tAe Coromendel Co&st. la 16S 9 tbe etetion wie cbenged to b(edru« 
tbe Hioda governor ofi which district offered to boild % fott et bis own cost, sad 
to ezem;pt the trade froca cnetoras datiee, provided tbe English woald settle 
there. Ihe new settlemeot received tbe name o£ Fort SL George, end m 
16SS wM made a aeparete Preeideooy. When war broke ont in Europe in l?4iO, 
the English poeseeriona on tbe Coromandel Coast ooaseted of Fort St. David 
and a tract o{ territory aronnd Port St. George, ezteodbg abont fivo mile* 
along tbe coast and one taile inland. Daring the boatilitiee between Eaglaad 
and France, which extended to their reepeefcire poesasrions ia India, Madru 
was captured by Laboordonoais in 174d, bat was restored after the peae* 
of Aix*la*Chape)le. It is onoeoeseaTy here to ootaee in detail tbe BiEtet7 
and political operations of the English and Freoob in India dsiing ihia 
war, or the war which broke oat two yean after tbe proelamcrioB of peeca. 
Tbe struggle was for tbe Newabsbip of tbe Carnatic. 

The Carnatic was one of the enh'divisioiM of tiie great Snhadari of tbe 
Deccan, Kisam*u]*Malk, Snbadar of tbe Deceaa, bad appointed Saadat> 
ulla to be Nawah of the Carnatic. Be died in 17S2, and was saceeeded by 
his nephew, Dcst AU, whose daogbter otarried Chanda Sahib, bia finance 
minister. Abont this time the Raja of Trichinopoly, who was rabordinate to 
the Nawab, refoeed to pay his dnes, and Cbanda Sabib aarobed to ptuusb hiv» 
upon which the Hindn Raja invited tbeaaBisiaace of the Mahnttaa. In (he 
contest which eosoed Dost Ali was killed, aod Chanda Sahib was earriad 
prisoner to Poona. Bisam^aUMnlk then appointed one of his own officon^ 
Anwac'ud-din Khan, to tbe vacant Kawabship. In tbe Beanthna Cbaeda 
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Sahib was relssHd from captivity, aod bli dvms to beNawab wera eap- 
portad bj Frcocb. ADwar-Qd<^D Ebao was killed io battle at Ambar 
]Q 1749; and the s«o&d son, Mubanmad AU, was supported by tbeEo^Hab. 
In the war tlmt followed ClxTe ds&nded AroQt against the army of Cbauda ^bib’ 
The French were reduced to great straits, and Cbaoda Sahib was compelled 
to take refuge with the Eaja of Tanjor«, by whom he waa murdered, Event* 
nelly the struggle resulted in the coaclusion of a Treaty (No. I.) betweeu 
the Eoglishand Prenoh mi Oeoembar I'fbd, subject to oonfiimatiou in Europe, 
by which Muhammad Ali was practically left Nawab of the Carnatic, and the 
SngHsb and French ^re^ to restore ail the territoHes they had respe«tdvdy 
acquired, except certain speoifed places, to the Kative ralen, and to put thdr 
est^liabmente on an sqnal footing. 

HostiliUtf, whioh in the interval bad osTer entirely ceased, were carried 
on with redoubled vigonr after tbe declaration of war between England and 
France in 1766. The French, throngh their influence at the Court of tbe Seba* 
dwr of the l^eccan, had obtained poseessioo of the Northern Circars. 
They eaptared Fort St. David and laid siege to Madras; and the siege was 
rmsed in Pebmsry 1769 only by the arrival of an EogUsb fleet. Tbs tide of 
war, however, soon toreed iofavonrof tbe English. Tbe French were driven 
from their settlements, and in January 1761 Pondicherry surrendered. The 
French Settlements were restored to France under tbe treaty of Paris in 17661 
and article 11 of the treaty recognised Salabat Jang as Snbadar of the Deocan* 
and Muhaiumad Ali as Nawab of the Carnatic. 

By the overthrow of the Frenob Muhammad Ali was established as 
Nawab of tbe Caroatic without a rival. He bad however contracted large 
debts to tbeBoglish, on whom the expenses of tbe war had chiefly fallen. Id 
oovsideratioQ of these debts, and of tbe assistance rendeivd him by the English, 
the Nawab conferred (Ko. U.) on them in 1763 districts yielding an annual 
revsene of upwards of four and a half lakhs of pagodae, for which they had 
obt^ed a Farmau from the Emperor of Delhi. 

Io conseqxieQee of the war whioh subsequently broke out with Haidar Ali 
of Mysore, tbe Madras Government wsis thrown into great pecuniary diffi¬ 
culties, and they applied for aid to the Nawab, on the gronod that the expense 
of the military defenoe of bis eonutry had fallen on them. The Nawab 
however appealed to a Treaty (No. 111.) which bad been concluded in 1781 
with tbe Bengal Goverumen^ by which he wae exempted from all pecuniary 
demande beyond the expense of ten batfaliona of troops, and was recog¬ 
nised os hereditary sovereign of th« Carnatic, besides being promised 
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raaioratTra of Taigore and cerUiB distrioCe otMt^iad hy Haidar All* 
The Madras Ooverajoeot reosonatratedagaioaitbu contentiefi, aadat 
after mcich Degotlatioa, it was agreed (No. IV.) on tbs iod Deoetobar Z7S1 t4n4 
the rereBnaa of the Carnatic sbonid bo tranafarred to the British Ooven- 
meot for fire fears, the Nsvab recsiTiDg one^istb for bis prirats expeasoa. 

No sooner teas this assigomeot made tbao tbe Nanab aat bimsalf to 
defeat it. Bf taking adranlage of mlsoaderstandipgt tbsn existiog botvsm 
*tbs OovorniDaiit of Isdia aod tbc OororoiDeat of Madras be snooeeded in obtain- 
iDg ao order frooi tbe former aoihontf in Januarj 1763 for the restoration of 
his resenaes. 

This order, hewsrar, the Madras Goveronent did not at once cariy out, as 
the arraDgementa of Deoomber 1731 had in tbe meantime been approved by tbs 
Court of Directors in England. Bat tiie Board of Control, which had joit bean 
created, took tbe management of tbs Caroatio a^ire out of tke haodaof ibs 
Coort of Dirsctora, and ordered tbe restoration of tbs reTenoee to tbs Kawab, 
and tbs assignment of twelve lakba a year for tbe payment of bis debts to tbe 
Company and to private oreditors. It was therefore arranged by the preluni* 
nary Treaty of 1785 (No. V) that tbe Nawab sboold pay twelve lakba d 
Pagodas a year towards the payment of bis debts, and four lalcbs to aseb 
earrsnt cbargsa, terntorial seonrity being given for pnoctoal payment. Tbe 
expense of the peace estsbllabment was estimated at twenty^ne lakhs, ssd it 
was proposed that tbia shonid be met by tbe Madras Oovenunaa^ tbe Navab 
and the Raja of Tanjore, in proportion to tbeir respective revennea. At tkii 
rate tbe NawaVs contribution would have been ton and a half lakba. It was 
fixed at nine lakbs, aod by the Treaty of 1787 (No, VL) U was agreed 
that tbe Nawab should pay this sum for protection in time of peace besides 
the twelve Itkbe for hie debts; that in time of war tbe ooottaetiag parties 
should each pay fonr-fiftbs of tbeir revenues, the Nawab being first allowed to 
dednot tbe valne of certain jagirs; and that in case of f^ure of payment by 
the Nawab certain districts should be assigned as secarity. By this treaty 
also tbe Nawab lelinqnisbed dirsoC politieal relations with other Native Stotes. 
The Conrt of Directors however were of opinion that tbe abatement of one and a 
half lakba, which was allowed to the Niwab, ebonld have been madeiatbsr 
from the easigoment of twelve lakbs for liquidation of tbe debts then from the 
subsidy, and therefore directed that the contingent should be eetabliritsd 
at eleven lakhs, being ten and a half lakbs as tbe contribntion proportioned to 
the revenues, and 5 0,000 Pagodas paid aa tribe to by the Raja of Taejon, la 
this airafigement the Nawab acquiesced after some demsr. 
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Whan tha war vitb Mys&ra broke oot rn 1700, it 'was found tHat do ood« 
tribntiosfl coold ba raaliaed thiongb tba affioare of tbe Navab of tbe Caraatio; 
and it was resoWed to take tka direct maoagemont of bia oonntij wbila boatili' 
tied eontiDoed. On tbo ooociaaion of paaco iq 1702 tbia temporary arrant- 
meat came to an end, and, a all partiea «era diasatUfied with tbatrAiy of 17S7> 
Boma other anaDgemeDt wm cwesaary. A nav Treaty (No. TIL) was tbero* 
iora oofi^oded m 1702. Tbis treaty Btipolitad that tbe^Britiab OoternmeDt 
ebonld naUtuQ a foroe, for tbe payment of wbicb the Namb sboold eon> 
tdbnte nine labba of Pagodas yearly; (bat tbe oouotry sboold be garneooed 
by Britiab troops; ^at In tbeeveot of war tbe British Government shonid 
take tbe entire meoagement ot tbe oosotry, paying to tbe Mawab one*fifth 
«i tbe ravenuee; that the aseigomeat for tbe debts of tbe Kawab .should be 
reduced to 6,21,105 Pegodas; that tbe British Government should oolleot 
tiietribnte of tbe palegare (polygan) io tbe Kawab's name, and give him credit 
for it in bis ooniributioQi that on failure of payment 'the liritish Goverument 
sbonld assume tbe maoagemeot of certain speoifed diatriota; that, if tbe 
l^awab retpitjcd additional troops, they should be separately paid for; and 
that the ICawab sboold renounce politacal iuterooarse with other States and be 
ii ylwrfftd in treaties relating to the Carnal 

Idcbammad Ah was sneoeeded by bis son Umdat-uUUmra on the 16^ 
October 1796. Tbe treaty of 1792 was found to have bad the most iujorioae 
effects. Tbe subsidy indeed ftae regularly paid, bat to meat bis liabilities the 
^Bweb contraoted heavy loans, aad to liquidate them aesigued to bis creditors tbe 
nvenuee of bis country,—a system which resulted in cruel oppression. Several 
attempts, including tbe Agreemeot of Aagust ISOO (No. Till.), were made to 
remedy this state of things, bot without much ancceea. On tbe fall of 
Seongapateu a treasonable correspondenee was discovered, which bad been 
begun by Mubammed AH and hie sou with Tipu Snltau shortly after the 
ooncloaion of the treaty of 1792. Tbe object of this secret correspondence 
was hoetile to ibe interests of tbe British Government. It had been 
oontinued by Umdat*ul-Umra as late as the year 1796, aud was in direct 
violation of bis 'fcrea^ obligatiooe. Enquiry was instituted and folly proved 
tbe guilt of the Kawab. The firitleh Government therefore declared itself 
released from the obligations of tbe treaty of 1792, which had been thus 
flagrantly violated, end resolved to assome the government of the Carsatio, 
making provision for the family of tbe Nawab. 

Umdat-ol-Umra died oo tbe 16th July ISOI before the cosolnsion of tho 
proposed arrsogemente. Terms framed on the above basis were offered to his 
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rapoted boo Ali Hn$aio, Tbo had beao nomioatad bj UmdatF'^Uran aa his 
aoocosaoT, boi ware rejecUd by him. NagotiatioBS wera then opaoad 
with Azim^ad-DaoU, oepbaw of tbe Nafrab Umd&t>uUUmra. If tba light oC 
anccaBsioB bad pot beao forfoitad, AsitQ'Ud*Daula would parbapa have hid 
atrongar cliimB than A): Hoaain. Ha woa tbe greodsop of Mabacoioid AU» 
and great-grandaon by both parents of Anwaisod^dio, tbe foonder of the 
family of tha Caruatic. Ad EogagecDeDt (No. IX.) was mad a with bim op 
tbe Slat July ISOI, by which ba ranouDced tbe olvilaud mlUtaiygoverDmeDt 
of the Caioatio aud aooepted a etipendiary proTiaion. Thie treaty waa 
raided by the Oovarnor Geoeral iti CoQOoil. The Madras GoTarpmaot were 
directed to add carUin explapatory articles, If tbia ooald conveoiently ba 
dona, 80 aa clearly to aet forth that Azim>Dd*DaulB waa achDowledgad by 
tha free grace and f&voor of tbe Britiah OoversioanC, aod not by naaon of 
any hereditary rights, as tbase bad been autirely forfeited. It wta oIbo dacid> 
ed to regulate tha disposal of jagir lands and the ealculatioa of the Nawab’s 
share of ^o reTaonsa. The Nawab williogly agreed to tbe modificatioos pro* 


Oa the Srd Aognai 1S19 Aziro«ad*Dau1a died. Aaim lab, bia aoo, was 
informed that as tba treaty of ISO 1 did Dotstlpolate that tbe rank and dignity 
of Nawab of tba Carnatic should be haraditary in the family of Aaim.nd* 
Daula, hie succession depended on tha pleasure of tbe Supreme Oovenixuant. 
Asim Jah was, bowaTer, recogulsad ; but it was not ccosldared uecessuy t» 
conclude aoy new engagaiaent with him. 

Amm lah died OD tha l^th November 1$S0. His io fast eos, Mohittibad 
Ohans, waa recognised as his auccesaor 'onder the gosrdiaosbip bis iwala, 
Asim Jab. He died without issue on tbeltli Ootobsr ISfb ;atidihasaeeeaeiQn 
was clairoad by ^euacle Aaiu Jah. But as the trea^ of 1601 bad reccguised 
no beraditary right, and was sparely personal tietty with Afim-nd'Baula, 
tha eaccassions in 1819 and 18&fi had besQ by express peraission of tbe British 
Govecnmeat, and convey ad no kind of pledge. Tlieia was no obligation to oou* 
tinue tbe suooassioD to tbe titular dignity of the Nawmbsbip of tbe Carnatic, 
aud there were obvious reasona of expediuoy agvDSt it, Under these eucam* 
aiaooes ika Govaruiuent of lodia declared that tha title, pririlegesi aud 
hnmunitaea of the Caruatic family were at an end. The family was liberally 
provided for, a peusion of a lakh and a half of rnpaas aod tbe position of the 
first ostiva nobleman of Madras befog ssrigoed to Asim Jab. 

Ariffl Jah, however, was disaatiafied with this arraogament, and mds 
several appeals on tha subject. Her Majesty’s Govaromant declined to re^ftan 
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the qa€sHoD ot coQtmmn^ tiie I^a«^bab{p of the Caroatic iq tUa person ol 
A aim jab, bat tbe title of Frioee of Aroot vae granted in 1867 Cobimand hie 
heirs hy Her Majesty ander X^etten Patent. At iiio time a penuon of three 

lakne of rQpee8,«vbioh was to cover all claiinB whether hy the ptinoe, bie rela* 
tives or dependents, was aaigned to him; one^half of this amonot was 
ander like oonditiona to descend to bis enooesBOrs ; and a Urge anm was allowed 
to the prtooe to pay off bla debts after enquiry and adjnstmeat by a Bnlish 
effioer. Tbe prince and his Bncceseore in the title were exempted from tbs 
jwisdiction of the ciril courts, but the aerBption which Aaim Jab enjoyed as 
regards the criminal courts was oontiooed for bis life only. Azim Jahandhis 
fainlly were also permitted to reside at any phes which tbe Madras Govera* 
ment might think proper. A personal s^uts of fifteen gnos was grantsd to 
Azim Jab on oocaeions of special osreznony. 

It was arranged tbat tbe titles and bononrs and tbe perpetual portion of 
tbe penaiou assigned to tbe family should desosnd only to a representative 
in tise direct male line of A aim Jab. Authority was not given to adopt in case 
of failore of male issos, bat tbe prince for the time being was to choose, sub*> 
jeetto the approval and coofirmatiooof (iovernment, who should eadoeedon his 
death, tbs ohoice bsiog limited to his own sons or grandaoDS, or, on failure of 
male issue, to one of tbs descendants of Azim Jah in tbe direct male line. 
Azim Jab died in January 1874, end was sucoesded by bis bod Zabir^ud-HauU, 
wbo was made a Snigbt Clrand Commander of ^e Order of the Star of India 
in I877> He died on the 16tb June 1878 aod was succeeded by his balf*brotbep 
Ahmad'Qlla, who died in ) 689. He was the last surviving son of Azim Jab, 
ss tbe yooogest son, Muazzs 2 >ud>Daula, had died in 1884. On tbe death of 
A bosad-ulla, Muhammad Munawar, Sbaa Bab ad or, tbs eldest son of Moazzaz* 
nd'Daula, was selected as the bead of the Carnatic family, and was appointed 
to be Prioo© of Arcot. He is not styled His Highness, nor does he get aaalnte. 

AciXXZV'IIcf 1858 conferred certain personal privileges, in respect 
of liabiltty to mvil suit and other matters, upon specified members of the Cai** 
zkatio family. 

Act XX cf 1878 was passed to continue certain pnvileges and immunities 
then enjoyed Prinoe Azim Jah Bahidur, as Prince of Arcot, to bis sons on 
succeeding to the title. Tbe Act ceased to be in force on tbe death of tbe last 
son, Ahmad-nDa.

This paper ie to have all the force and validity of a Sunnnd, and no other 
inatruDMot ie neceeeary between Hie Highneea the Nawab and the Governor, 
on behalf of the Company. Hie Highneea empowers tbe Governor to appoint 
all renters or amildars to be oonSrmed by Hia Highoeas. llie Governor to 
settle with them for rent. The time of renting to be for three or five years ae 
tbe Governor shall settle with the renters. Rent not to be inferior to net 
revenue of Hie Highnees^e exobeqnei' in umilar circnmstancee. The orders 
which Hie Hi;>h&ess will give ahall not aSeot the revenue. Ordere relative 
to tbe revenue shall proceed from Lord Macartney alone. Ordera.frona His 
Highness and from His Lordebip to be cpmtaunicated to each other.

'Whereas tbe polygsrs and oaTilCiirrnhs of tbe province of Tinnevslly 
have been sabjeoted to tns exclosive autberity of the Bcnorable Company; 
and whereas tbe performsDCe of the daties and the collection of tbe fees 
attached to tbe offices of Desk C'aveily auid I'alem Cavelly within the districte 
still sabject to tbe authority of His Ujghoees the Nawab of the Camatae in 
the said province of Tlnnevelly have h«n attended with iDGonvenlence to tbe 
eseontive government of His said Highoeas in the said province; and whereas 
it is tbe earnest desire of tbe Kiuht Honorable Edward Lord Clive, (loverDoT 
of Fort 8 l Oeoige, etc.i to comply with the wishes of Els said Highness for 

? romotiog tbe welfare and trananilliCy of. bis possessions in the province of 
iiiuavelly; it is mutnally agreed i)etween His said Higbossa the Nawab of 
tbe Carnatio, elo., and tbe said Bight Honorable Edward Lord ('live, etc., 
that tbe right of collecting Dssh Cavelly and Talem Cavelly, io villages now 
subject to the governmeot of His said Highness eball be entirely relinquished 
by tbe cavilcarrahe now subject to the authority of tbe Cooipaoy, the sud 
Lord CKva taking on himself to make eompeusation to tbe said cavilcarrahs 
for the losses which they will In eoaseqnsuce suatun.

It is further mutually agreed that tbe accounts of tbe cavelly fees shall, 
with ^ cooveuisut expedition, be investigated, to the end that after deducting

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ineidsnta] to the perfonnaoce of the wstchiog: dotfes within the YUIagee 
eubieetto Hii Highoeaethe Nawab, the reeidae ®ayhe p«d by Hie Highnea 
to the CoDipaDy, being the aohnowl^ged end aDeient right of the polygart 
and caeilcarrahs traorferred by the Treaty of 1798 to the anthority of the 
Company.

TftBATX with AaEBM*OOL*DoWLAe—1801. 

Treaty for settling the stccBssiON to the soTfBA3>A«RY of the 
TBKBiTORies of Arcot, nnd for vesting the ArMiNisTEATioK 
of the CIVIL and milwart governmbkt of the Cabnaiio 
Vatbk Ghat in the tJnitbd Compaht of MEKCEAKia of 
England trading to the Bast Indies. 

VC’bereas the several Treaties which have been concluded between the 
United Company of MerchaoU ot England trading to the Enst Indies, and 
their Highnesses heretofore Nawxhs of the 08TDatio> have been intended to 
cement and identify the interests of the contracting parties; end whereas^ 
in conformity to the spirit of the alliance, the snid Company did, by the 
Treaty coooJuded on the 18(b Inly, 1792, with the late Newab Wolau Jab, 
relinquish eitonsivs pscunla^ advantagee, acqnired by the previoos Trea^ ot 
1787, mtb the tiew and on t£e ooesirUration ^ eatablisbing a more adequate 
seoority for tbe interests of tbs British Goveroment in tbe CsTDatio; and 
whereas snbseqnent experience has proved that the Inteotion of the contract¬ 
ing pnrties has not been fnldUsd by thb provisions of any of thd Treaties 
hsret^ore concladed besween theEr; and whereas tbe musbiid of the eoubndarry 
ci Arcot having heoome vacant, the Prince A eeem-ool-Doxvlab Babsdoor has 
been established by the English East India Company io the rank, property; 
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ftnd possesaioDfl of his aDcs«tora> hert^fore Nawafas of (ho Ciraaiio; and 
whereas (he said Company aod His Bisrhaeae the said Prinoo Aseem-ool- 
Dowlah Bahadoor have jad^ it expedient that addiiioDal proviaona should 
at this time be made for the purpose of supplying the defecte of ell 
former eng^ageoie&ts« aodof eetablisbin^ the eoonection between the eeid 
oontractinf parties on a permanent basis of eecurity, in all times to come ; 
wherefore the following Trenty is now eetablished and ocmclgded by the Higbt 
Honorable Edward Lord Clise, Goveroorin Council of Fort St» Qeorm, by 
and with the eanctioa and aothotity 'of His Excellency the Meat Hoble the 
Marquis Wellesley, s r., Qovemor-Oeneral in Conncil of all the British poe> 
seesiooe in the East Indies, on behalf of the said United Company, on the oae 

E rt, and hj Hie Hij^hness the Nawab Wolan Jah Ummeer*ooUI)ow1ah 
adar-ool-hfoolk Ummeer-oohHind Aseea*ooI>Dowlab Bahadoor Showknt 
J nng 8ippa Salar, Nawab Sonbadar of the Caroatio, on his own bebalf, on 
the other part, for settling the eucosseion td the soubadarry of the temtoriet 
of Arcot, end ^r vesting the adimniebration of the civil and military govern* 
ment of the Csmaticio the United Company of Merchants of England trading 
to the East Indiee. 

Abticls 3. 

The Nawab Aseem^ool-Dowlab Btbadoor is hereby formally astabliehed 
in the state and rank, with the dignit^ev dependent thcreoo, of his aoeeators, 
heretofore Naw&bs of the Camtiio^and the possession thereof is hereby gua¬ 
ranteed by the Honorable East India Company to Hie »id Highness Aaeeio- 
ool-Uowlah Bahadoor, who has accordingly succeeded to the soubadarry of (be 
ferritoriee of Arcot. 

AancLB 2. 

Such parts of the Treaties heretofore conoladed between the said E^ 
India Company and their Highnesses, heretofore Nawabs of the Carnatio, W 
are oalonUled to strengthen the alilance, to oement the frianddiip^nd to 
identify the interests of the coutractiog parties, are hereby renewed and coa- 
firmed, and accordingly the friends or enemies of either are the fneDds snd 
enemies of both parties. 

Ahiclb S. 

The Honorable Company hereby charges ittelfi with the. maintenance 
and suppOTt of the military force necessary for the defence of the Lajoai.io, 
and for Ae protection of the righte, person, and property of the said Nawab 
Azeem-ool-Dowlah Dahadooi*; and with Ibe view of reviving the fuudamen^ 
principles of the allianoe between his snoestors and the English nation, tbe 
said Nawab Azcem-ool-Dowlah slipnlstee and ^rees tbathe wll nctsn^ 
upon any negociation or eonespondence with any Europ^n or Native power, 
without tbs knowledge and consent of the said Eoglisb Company. 

AKTI0L8 4. 


It is hereby stipulated and agreed that the sole end exclnsivs adnrinisfra- 
Hon of (he civil and military goveroroentfl of all the tenitones and depeoden- 
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ciw of tlie Carnatic Payen fltat, to^ethw with the full and exclusive right 
to the reveooss thereof (with the exception of each portion of the wd reve- 
nnes as shall be appropriated for the maintenance of the earn Nawab ana for 
the support of bis olgoity) shell be for ever vesUd in the eaid English Com- 
pan?; and the said Company shall accordingly possess the sole power and 
authority of oonatituting and appointing without any interference on the 
part of the said Nawab, all ofBoere for the coUecrion of the revenues, and of 
establishing Cooits for the adininistaatiod of civil and criminal judicature. 

AxncLB 5. 

It is hereby stipnlated and agreed that one-fiftb part of the net revenuee 
ot the Camatio shall be snnnally allotted for the maintenance and support « 
the said Nawab and of bis own immediate family, inoloding the mabal of His 
Uie Highness the Ummeer-ool-Omrah, The smd fifth part shall be paid by 
the Company, in monthly instalmente of twelve thousand Star Pagodas; and 
whatever circomstance may ocenr affecting the net revenoea of the Oarnatic, 
the said instalments shall not be less than twelve tboueaod Star Pagodas. 
Whatever balance of the said fifth part may remain doe at the expiration of' 
each rear shall be lii^uidated upon the settlement of the accounts, and the 
<»difth part shall be at the free disposal of the eaid Nawab, ooDsistently 
with tbe prinmples of the said allianoe. 

Abtiou fi. 

The fifth part of tbe revenues, as stated in the preceding Article, sball 
be calculated and determined in the following manner, ms,, all cbaigesof 
every description inourred in the collection of the revenues, tbe amount of the 
jagbire lands, stated in the ninth Article in tbe Treaty of 1787 at Star P^o* 
das 8,18,481, snd the sum of Pagodas fi,8l,106, appropriable to tbe liquids, 
tiou of tbe debts of tbe late Mabomed All, sball, in tbe first instance, be 
deducted from tbe revesoss of the Carnatic; and after tbe deduction of those 
three items shall bare been made, one* fifth part of tbe remaioiog net reveune 
(indading tbe polygar pesbcusb, which aball always be oalcnUted at tbe anm 
of 2.fi4,7Ct Star Pagodas 80 Fauams 8fi Cash, according to the Treaty of 
1792) shall be allotted for tbs maintenance of the said Nawab, and for the 
support of Bis Highness's dignity. 

A&ncLS 7. 

Whereas it was stipulated by the fourth Article of tbe Treaty of 1798 
that sum of six lakbs twenty-ooe thousand one hundred and five Star 
Pagodas should annnally be applied to the discharge of certain registered 
debts due by the late Nawab Mabomed All to bis private oreditora, under 
agreemeute concloded between His Highness and the Honorable Company, 
and gusreoteed by the Parliament of Great Britain, until tbe said registered 
debt should be liquidated; the Honorable English Company accordingly 
hereby charges itself with the aunnal payment of 6,81,105 Pagodas from the 
revennes of tbe Carnatic, until the remainder of tbe said registered debt sball 
be liquidated. 
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A^ticlb 8. 

Whereas certaio debts are dae to the said Cempaaf hj the aooestore of 
ibe aaid Nawab, and whereas it ia expedient; b order that the preeeat Treaty 
may include a complete arrangemeDt of alt affaire dependiog betweec the aaid 
Company and the said Nawab, that aa adjustment ebould be made of the 
aforementioned debts> wherefore the said ^awab formally and explici^y 
achoowled^e the debt; oommenly oailed the esTalTy loan, amonntang, with 
its intereets; to 19,24,84^ Star PB|^)dae 9 PanairiB 47 Cash, and also the 
peitioa of the registered debt heretofore pwd by the wd Company to tbe 
creditora of tbe late Nawab Wolau Jab {accordiog to tbe aacex^ Sohednle), 
to be juet debts: and wbereaa, exclnsively of the aborementioned debte, 
other nnadjueted debte aleo remwn, which were referred to tbe adjuatment 
and decision of tbe (5o?erQOr General in Council of Bengal } and whereas the 
eaid naadmeted debts bave not been determined aooordiDg to that iateatioo, 
the said Nawsb hereby engages that wbeneter tbs said determination sbaJl be 
made, Hia Eigbnesa will acbnowledge to be a juet debt the acoounb « tlie 
balance whkb shall be so declared to be due to tbe said Company. It is t^t 
however tbe intentioiL of this Article to cause any diminution from tbe fifth 
part payable to the aaid Nawab, but, on the oontiary, it is Rpecified that no 
deduction shall be made from the revenue, oa any aoeoont whatever, excepting 
tbe three itoine stated in tbe sixth Article, previously to the determiDation oi 
His Highness's prepor^on. 

AnnctB 9. 

The Boglish Company eogages to take into consideration the aotnat 
situation of the families of their Highneesee tbe late Nawabs Wolao Jab and 
Omdet-Jol-Omrah Bahadoor, as well as the situation of tbe principal officers 
of Sis lete Hi gbaeas's government} and tbe British Goveroment sball cliarge 
itself with tbe expense (chargeable on the revenues of tbe Cams lie) of a 
suitable pro?ltton for their respective maiotenance. The amount of the abov^ 
neotioDod expeosee, to be defrayed by tbe Company, eball be diatribulrt, 
with the knowledge of tbe aid Nawab, b such manner as ahall be jndgeO 
proper. 

Abticlb LO. 

Tbe eaid Nawab Aseem-ool-Dowlah Bahadoor shall, in all places, on all 
occasions, and at all timee, bo treated with the respect and attontion due to 
Hie Highness's rack and situation, as mi ally of tbe British Government, 
nod a suitable guard shall be appointed from the Company’s troops for the 
protection of Hie said Highness's person and palace. 


Annctsll. 

Tbe entire defence of the Carnatio againet foreign enemies, a^ fbe 
maintenance of the internal traoqnillity and police of the country, baviag 
been hereby t?ransferred to tbe British Government, Hxs said 
engages not to enterlain or employ in hia eervice any armed men without tbe 
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consent a£ the British Goverome&t, «ho will fix, in concert with His High-' 
neee, the anmber of smed men neeeear^ tc be retained for [)i]rpos^ of state. 
Snch armed men as His Highness may^ lo conseqaence of this AtticUi engage 
ia hie eerrice^ shall be paid at the exolusiee cost and charge of the said 
Nanab. 


Abtiolb 13. 

The Honorable East lodia Company shall, in conformity to the stipnla- 
tions of this 'IVeaty, enter opoo the ezclosivs admioistration of the ciTil and 
raiiitary gOTertuDent of tho Carnatic, on tbe 81st day of Joly, 1601; and 
Bis said Higbneea the Nawah shall issoe orders to all his oivil and military 
officers, to transfer the district or districts under their respeotite charge to 
sn;eh persons as shall be appointed by the said Company to niaoage the said 
districts, and also to deliyer to tbe persons appointed records, aocoautsi 
and official papers belonging to their respectise catcherries or offices. 

This Treaty, bearing date the Slat day of Joly Aooc Domini ISOl, and 
consisting of twelve Articles, having been ezeonted by Edward Lord Clive, 
Oovemor in Coanci] aforesaid, on the one part> and His Highness Azeem>oo1* 
J^wlah Babadoor on tbe other part, is hereby mutaally interchanged, tbe 
smd Edward I<oid Clive engaging that a copy of tbe sud Treaty shall be 
tiaaeinitted to Fort William, for tbe pilose of being ratified by Hia Excel* 
lenoy the Most Noble tbe Marqais Wellesley, x.p., Governor General in 
Conncil, and as soon as the ratified Treaty ehall be recmred from Bengal, 
it shall be delivered to Hie said Highness, who will thsn rsturn to His Lord* 
ship tbe copy wbiob he now receives.

TVhereM it is itfpolated by the fifth Article of the TrAily that the eum 
to be appropriated to the support of the dignity of His Highaeaa the Nawab 
Axeem*ool-Doirlah BAbedCN)r shall be caloulated at one^fif^ part of tbe net 
revenues of the Caroado, aad wbereas tbe improvement of tbe eaid revenues 
which, under Frovideooe, may be expected to arise from tbe eSecte of tbe 
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prewot anaDgsmeDt, maj render the said fifth pert greater thao will be tieces- 
aary to the poi poses inteoded by the nootractiDg parties, ibis hereby expluiaed,

lir the time of Aurangrebj the Hindu Bajes of Taojore ^aDjarnr) were 
disi>0Mee8ed of ^eir territories hy filcoji, lulf>brother of Sbinji, the ibnnder 
of the Mahratta power, who traD&mifited the Slate to his poeteritj. Doxiog 
the eatlj wars between the Esgliah and the Branch, the power in Tan jore waa 
held hj Pratap Singh, of illegitimate birth, who had disposeessed his half- 
brother, Sa^aji, the legitimate soeceesor to the State. Tanjore had never 
been actually incorporated with the Carnatic, bat it had from time to time 
paid tribute, when hard preased by the Kavab. In 176S, in coneeqnence 
of the war witb the French, the finaocea of the Nswab of the Carnatic were 
at a low ebb. He cleioied large arrears of tribute from Tanjore and 
applied bo the English for aasietanoe to reduce the Baja. MUitaij aid was 
refused, but throagh the mediation (No. X.) of the Madras Gorcromeat 
the Raja agreed in 1762 to pay to the Nswab twenty*two Iskhe of rupees as 
arrears and a fixed tnhote of four lakhs annually for the future. 

lu 1771 the Baja of Tanjore, Tuljaji, son ofPratap Siugb, prepared an 
expedition against the Palegar of Bamnad, a dependent of the' Carnatic, to ro' 
cover some diatncts, which, he said, bad bean wrested from him in 1768. Media¬ 
tion failed and at the xe^uestof the Nawab a British force was scat to punish 
the Raja. During the hosmities, however, the son of the Nawab ooncluded a 
Treaty of peace (No. XI.) with the Rajs in 1771 without the knowledge or 
consent of the Eogllsh. By this the Baja bound himself to pay eight lakhs 
of arrears of tribute'and thirty* two and a half lakhs as the expenses of the 
expedition, and to fnroish the Nawah with troops in time of war. Tbs clan* 
destiue conolumon of this engagement was condemned by the Madras Govern* 
meat. 

The Baja of Tanjore again fell into arrears ia 1773, and was believed to 
be iutrigning with Haidar AU and the Mabrattas for a supply of troops. His 
poeitioa in the country, to the defenoce of which he contributed nothing, was 
felt to be a source of constant danger, and it was therefore determined to take 
the oppoitouity, while enforcing the Kawab’s claims, to redoes him to snb- 
missiou. Tenjors was taken on the I7tb September 1773, and tlie Bajaaud bis 
family were made prisoners in the fort. The Court of Directors disapproved 
of this expedition against Tanjore, and directed the restoration of the Baja, lu 
conaequenoe of these ordsi’s, and notwithetanding the remonstrances of the 
Nawab of the Carnatic, the Raja was reiostated on the 11th April 1773, and 
a Treaty (No. XH.) was oonolndcd with him. He bound himself by this to do 
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notbiag ooAtrary to the CompaD/a iotereete, to reeeiro BritUh troops lor tbo 
protsctioA of his ooontrj, to cootributs four lakbs of Pag^^dsa towards zciUtarj 
sxpeijees> and to grant to tbo Company two hacdrsd and seventj-se'rea 
▼iilagos. 

Tuljaji died in 1767 and was soecseded bj his half-brother, Amar Singh, 
with whom a new TreBt 7 (No. Sill.) was oonolnded in the ssms year. It wae 
baaed on Ute same pricciplea aa the one coooluded in the same year with the 
Nawab of the Camatio, that the Rajaabonld ooQtribute towards the peace 

establishment two-fiftbe of bis rerenues, with territorial secnrity for punctoal 
payment; that in time of war tbe contribation ahould be doubled } (bat he should 
pay a farther earn of three lahhs of Pagodas a year for the llt^nidation of bis 
debts to tbe Kawab and to bie pnrate creditors; and that he should pay to tbe 
British Government the tribute ceded to them by the Kawab of the Carnatic. 
After tbe close of the war with Tipu aootber I^eaty (No. XIV,) was made 
with Amar Singh on the I2th July I79f, almost ideutioal in terms with tbe 
* treaty of tbe same date concluded with the Nawab of the Carnatic. 

Before his death l^ljaji bad adopted Sarfpji or Sharabhoji as bis son^ and 
committod him to the care of Amar Singh. Tbe adoptioo waa disputed on 
three grounds—tbe imbecile state of Talja^i's mind, the age of the boy, and 
the fact that be was an only son. These oiroumstances were held to in* 
TsUdato the adoption, ao it waa cancelled and Amar Singh wae recognised 
an successor to tbe State. Sarfoji, however, appealed, and as the beat 
legal anthoHties were, on farther enquiry, found to be in favour of bie claim, 
Amsr Siogh was depceed and Sarfoji acknowledged in bis stead. On his 
aooession in 17^9 a Treaty (No. XV,) was made with him, by wbiob he 
resigned the admiaistraHOD into tbe bands of the British Government and 
received a provision of one lakh of Pagodae and ooe-fifth of the net revenues. 
A peniioQ of S6,000 Pagodas wae granted to Amar Singh. Tbe deposed Raja 
dkdiu 1802. 

Poli^oal relatione with Sarfoji continued unchanged daring bis lifetime, 

By tbe treaty of 1799 no 8overeig:ii authority was left to him, except in the 
fort of Tan jore and ita immediate vicinity, and there it was subject to tbe control 
of the Bri^sh Government. Sarfoji died in 1832, and waa succeeded by his 
only eon Sbivaji. On hie death in 1855 without male heirs, direct or coNa- 
tsral, tbe tifniar dignity became extinct. 

Besides the territory ceded nnder tbe Ueaty of 1799, and the dieWct of 
Dsvikottoi, which was ceded by Pratop Singb, there are several British districts 





which originally fora ed part of tba Tanjore Stafe. Ihe French eetiiemc&t 
of Karikal was purchased from Taojore in 17S». Negapatam and N^ar, 
which were taken from the Portugneee by the Dutch in ifido, wereanoexed to 
the Britash dominions in 17S1. Tranquebar, which was purchased by the 
Danes, was sold by tbeni to the British in 1845. 

Ohs lUja left at bis death two daughters and sixteen widows. The elder 
daughter, Rajesa Bai, died a little before the peasioDary arrangeineota for 
the pro^sioa of the family were completed. His second daughter, Mohana 
Mnhta Bai Amani Baje Sshiba, known thereafter as the Princess of Tanjore* 
receiTed a pension of Rupees 8,000 per mensem. She was granted a personal 
salute of 18 guns, and ia 1878 was appointed a member of the Imperial 
Order of the Crown of India. On her death in 1886, a moiety of her pension 
was continued to her husband, Eaja Sakbaram Sahib. There avs now niae

said Tremul Rao having obstinately refused to comply therewith, and bariog 
also in other respects bebaved himself disobediently, the said Nawab found 
himself obliged to march an snny to compel him to aeompltaocs with his 
demand, and did aocordiogly subdue sod take the forts of Araoi and Boby 
(inddy with all tbe jagbirs thereunto belosgiug, as also pecsoa of the said 
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Tremul Rbo with bis foioilj aod others. Tbe said Nawab baring thus eoa* 
Tioced the said Tremul Bao and alt the world that be oao and will enfoi'ce due 
obedience in aU who are subject to bis government, ia now equally desiroue o£ 
sbowiDg to all maahiod that compassioa is stronger in bim than reseutment;

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Wbaterat !ftz^s, money, and «fiacte I have takan from the Marawar or 
Naloota; semiodata, I will restore. 

'Whenever hoiWi eepojs, peone, &o.^ fighting people are required, I am to 
eend them, end they are not to retnrn till they hove leave from court; and 
the charge of the hatta, ko~, ie not to be required of the Ciroar. 

Shonld the merchants and people belonging to the Compact in the Tan- 
jore coQDtty have been plnndered of paddy, 1 am to answer it. 

1 am to have nothing to do with the Manwar, I^^alcotey, Tondiman, &o., 
and if they are guilty of any improper aot, theii punishment is to he from 
the Ciroar. 

With the frieode of the Circar I am to be in friendship, and with its 
enemies in enmity; and 1 am not to give place or protection in my country 
to olie eoemies an^ those lying cinder the displeasure of the Circar. 

If ] have taken anyth log from the nm-away polygare of Warriorc, 
Collsm, end Aleanoor, 1 am to restore it, and if they are in my country, I will 
deliver them to the Cimt's people. 

1 Save given a separate Treaty of friendship. 

If sny Europeans in the service of the Cimar aud Company havs desorted 
and fled to me, I will deliver them op. 

If the Company’s trade in the whole Tsnjore country shall be oontinoed, 
1 am to use their weavare well.

Tbanilation of an Engagement under the Sbal of Rajah

The Arm eogagement of Itajah Tooljajee, Eajah of Tanjore, to the Ciroar 
is, that wbereas in part of the stipulations in favor of the Circar of the Nawab 
Wolau Jab, the sum of tbirCy*two lakhs and fifty thousand Rupees is stipO' 
lated to be paid; in lieu of payment thereof in specie I have appointed the 
soubaship of Manewsnim and some districts of the soubasbip of Cumeurrum, 
the annual rsveoues of which may amount to sisteen lakhs and twenty .five 
thousand Rupees, for the‘discharge of the same; aud accordingly the same 
will be entirely discharged by two vesre* revenues of the said lauds; and after 
the receipt of the said money by tSo Oimar, I shall take back again the said 
two Boubaships which bslong to me. 
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Thakslatiok of a» Ekgaqembn^ under Jthe Seal of Kajah 
Tooljajeb, dated the 26tli October, 17 71. 

The firm eoga^meot and true acVaowJadgisent of lUjah Tooljajea, Rtjah 
of Tacjore, to the Oirear of the Nawab Woleu Jah are, that with tbe frkada 
of tbe Oiroor be wlU be in frieadehip, and with tbe eoemleeof the Oiimr id 
enmity; that he vill on do aocoQot nbatever, either seoretlj or openlj', afford 
aedataocd or eopporb io asj shape to tbe diatorbera of tbe tra&q^uilfity of tbe 
Oarp&tio ; that he will al^ajs Join and be is friendeblp with tbe Ciroar; that 
whenever his troops, horse, eepo^a, nnd peone ebafl be required, hs will send

The satisfaction I feel on oocsaion of socb a friendship and extraordinary 

i 'ostice ae the Comply hare displayed towards cae is so grea^ that weie I to 
egin to tell yon what my mind ooneeives on tbe occasion, tbe subject would 
never Lave an end: had 1 thonsand toogDos they could not ezpreee rny 
gratitude. When I bad an interview with your Lordabip I opeoed to you tbe 
sentini eats of my heart I bot ae mere verbal declarations on this aobjeot are 
DOt eufficienC, I have thought it proper to write yoo a letter. 

I shall ever consider wyielf as Dourisbed aod protected by the Conspany, 
and shall therefore never assist or succQnr their eaemiea No measure ahnll 
ever proceed from me contrary to their ioterests, nor will I ever set on foot 
any oonneotiou with other powers without tbe Company's consent. This 
1 have written as means of Inoreasing tbe friendship that ie between ue. 

Id tbe present condition of ny conntry, tbe placing a garrison of Euglisb 
troops in the fort and city of Taojore is exceedingly necessary j but besides 
this gerrisoD, if the Company will allow some more troops alM for the pro¬ 
tection of my whole country, this also will be highly proper. If by the favonr 
of Heaven this be put in execution, neitber I nor aoy of my family will need 
to fear that tbe oalamitiee of war will fall upon tbie country again; and if 
tbe Company will only favour me thns far, 1 will with pleaeue assign them

Geobob, on 
behalf of the United Comfakt of Mercdants of Bkqlahd 
trading to the Bast Indies, and His Exoellbnct Am as a 
Rajah of Tanjoed. 

The Court of Directors of the East India Compaoj haviag taken into 
their serione consideretioo the great adTsntages which may be attained by im« 
proving the blessings o! peace now happily re-estehliBkiod on tbs coast of Coro* 
naedel, in the C&matic, and the coos try of Tanjoro, and ooneidering the 
present hour best salted for ssttliog and arranging, by a jnet and eqoitable 
Treaty, a plan for the future defence and protco^on of the Carnahc, the Teo- 
jovs country, and the Northern Oircare, on a solid and lasting foundation, have 
commanioated these their sentiments to His Exochency the^jsh of Tanjore, 
who being folly impressed with the propriety and wisdom of bdob an arrange¬ 
ment, has, for birnself, his heirs and saec^ssore, adjusted and conoloded a solid 
and pennaoent Treaty with the Honorable East India Company upon the 
principles and conditions bereinafter mcutioned. Is consequence wJiercof it 
is stipolated and agreed that due provUios ehall be made for tha military peace 
esubliahmeot; and also that, for discharging the expense of war, in the event 
of war breaking onfe in the Tanjors eoontry, or in the Carnage, or any part of 
the coast of Coromandel, certaio contribations or proportions of the revenues 
of the oontracting parties shall be united into one common etcck, to be applied 
for tbsir mutual seenrity and defence. And as it is necessary tbat the appli*

Id case of failure in the punctual payment of the fotu lakhs of Pagodas

The private debts of Hia Excellenoy oot being aa ^et accurately ascer¬ 
tained, it ia hereby agreed that the debts doe to the British subjects sbali be 
forthwi^ examined, adjusted, and aettled; for which purpose the creditors

Wbaraas tbe stipidatieDS and cooditjons of the Treaty of 1792 ooncloded 
between tbe Honorable Sir ChsrUs Oakelef t Baronet, Crovemor in Council 
of Port Si. Geor^, and His Excelleaoy Ameer Sing, late Rajah of Taojore, 
have been found inadequate to the intec^one of the contraotiog parties; and 
whereas Hia Escellenoj Maharajah Serfojee, Rajah of Tanjore, bas, by a certain 
iostzument under bis signatnre previous to bis elevation to the rnusnud of bis 
ftjiftf atow, engaged to consent to such arraugemeute as moy be deemed expedient 
for tbe bettor management of the conntry of Tasjore, particularly for the due 
administration of justice, and also for secunng to the Honorable English 
East India Company a regular discharge of their existing and future demands 
on Tanjore; wherefore the present Treaty is concluded between His Excellency 
Serfojee, Bajah of Taimre, on his own part, and Benjamin Torin, Esquire, 
Resident at Tanjore, on beh^f of the Company, being invested with full powers 
by the Right Honorable the Earl of Momington Bahadoor, Governor General 
of Bengal^ accordixkg to the following Articles 

AUTLOLS 1. 

Such parts of all fonner'Treaties with the fonner lUjab of l^n jore as 
are inteudM to eaUblish the friendship and alliance between (he Honorable 
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Compa&r and Hia Escellenoj tlie Bajah o£ Tanjore are hereby etran^baned 
aud confirmed, and tbe ccntractiag mataallj agree that the friends 
and enemies of either aball be considered to be tbe and eoemiee of both. 

Akticli 2. 

Tbe several pTorisioDe heretofore established for enabling the oontracting 
parties to carrj the spirit and intention of tbe preceding Ai'ticle into execution 
bavinr proved defactiTe, and the result of so enqnirj instituted by tbo subho* 
ritjot tbe Kight Hosorsble tbe Governor Oeneral iu Council, with tbe pre* 
vions written coneent of His Excellency Maharajah Serfojee, fox tbe purpose 
of ascertaining the actual state and condition of the eouotry of Tsojore, 
having proved that it Is become indispensably necessary to establish a n^lar 
and permaoent system for the better administration of tbe revences of tbe 
said country, it is stipnlated and agreed that all former provisione for seesring 
a partial or temporary interference on the part of tbs Honorable Company 
in tbe government or in the administration of tbe revennss of the conn try of 
Tanjore shall be entirely annolled, and that in lien thereof a permanent system 
for tbe Qollection of the revenne and for tbe adoinistratioo of juetioa aball be 
ostablisbed la the manner hereafter deeeribed. 

AnTiona S. 

The Honorable Company shall be at* liberty as soon as possible to asce> 
tain, determine, and establish rights of property, and to fix a reasonable assess* 
meut upon tlie several soubabs, pergonoahe, and villages of the country of 
Tanjoi's, end to aecure n fixed and permanent revenne, and tbe said aseessmerit 
os asoertained and fixed aball not be liable to change, but shall be collected 
according to fixed rest*rolle by such officers as shall be appointed for that 
purpose. 

AKTlCt.E 4. 

A coort or conrts shall be established for tbe das adminietratioiL of civil 
and criminal justice under the sole antbority of the Eoglish Hast India 
Cempaoy. Tbe said court* shall be compoaed of officers to be appointed by

It is stipulated and agreed that tbe sum of twenty-five thousand Star 
Pagodas sh^ in all cases be sppropnated to the support of tbe late Hajah 
Ameer Blog, and shall be couddered as a chi^ge on the revenue to be deducted 
previous to the calculation of the proportion of one-fifth above-mentioned. 
The residue of the reveoneS] after tbe foregging deductiop, aball be at tbe dis¬ 
posal of the said Company. 

Article 9. 

It is stipnlatt'd and agreed that the Rajab shall be treated on all occasions, 
in hie owo territories as well as m those of the Company, with all the atteu- 
tioD, respect, and honor which is due to a friend and ally of tbe British nation. 

Articlb 10. 

T^bereas His Excellency the Bajab has had oocasioo to complain of In* 
coDveoieDoe to His Excellency and hie servant, from the present mode of

Hie ISxeelleDcy tbe Bejnh acipolates and agrees that tbe said fort aball in 
no case whatever become an asylum for public offenders or for persona desir¬ 
ous of escaping from tbe jnriidicticn of the conrU of civil and crimihal juetioe, 
or from tbeautbority of the revenue officers, or of aity other branch of tbe 
nuthority of the Houorable Company; nod His Excellei\c? tbe Rajah further 
agrees to deliver up all such persons without delay on ap]>licalioD from snob 
officer or officers as tbe Governor in Council of Fort St. George shall appoint 
for ibe purpose.

to dispense it. Any complaint again at the Raiab’s relations} iminediate eer* 
vants, or otbera, residiug in tbe fort of Taojore, by peraone of a different 
descriptiun shall, in tbe tirst ID Stan ce> be made to tbe Company’s represrota* 
live ao Tanjore, who shall refer it to Hie Excellenoy.

TEsPudukola (Pudakottai) State is Bjri'OQnded hy the Britzeh dietriols 
of Tanjoi'q, Trichinopoiy &ad Madura. The British Oovcroment has oo b«aty 
with Fodokota, aod the Kaja is exempt from tribute. The affairs of the 
State are uador the general ooetrol, sabjeet to the Madrae GoTeromeat, of 
the Collector of the Tricbiaopoly District, :nboi8 ^o Politioal Ageat fo^ 
Podakota. 

The first eonQecttOD of the British Oovermneot with this Chief, theo 
ns daily called Tondiman, appears to have heec formed at the dege of Trichi. 
nopoly in 1758, when the British army greatly depended on his fidelity and 
zertioDS for obtaining sappUes. Subsequently be was eery servioeableinthe 
wars with R&idar Ali^ and in the operations against the rebellious usurpers of 
the large uoindari of ShiesgaDga, in the Madnra district, after the cession of 
the Carnatic. In 180A the Chief solicited, as a reward forhisserricee, favour* 
able consideration Co a claim preferred by him to the fort and distriot of 
Eilaoelli, situated in the southern part of Tanjore. He based his claim on a 
grant by Pratap Singh,Baja of Tasjore, and engagements which were aftorwarda 
entered into by Colonel Braitbwaite, General Coote and lord Macartney, on 
the faith of which he had retaken the fort from Haidar AIL After a very 
complimentary review of Tondiman's services, the Government of Madras 
ceded (Mo. XVI.) to him the fort and district of Xilanelli in 1808. The cession 
was afterwards confirmed by the Conrt of Directors, subject to tbs condition 
that the diatrict should not be alienated, and that it should revert to the British 
Government upon satisfactory proof being given that the inhabitants were 
subjected to any oppressive system of management. EilansIIi yields a revenue 
of about Bupeea 30,000 a year. The grant was also made subject to the yearly 
tribute of an elephant; bat this was never insisted upon, and in ISdS was 
formally remitted. 

Raja Vijaya Raghunatba Tondiman died on the 1st Febmary 1807, 
leaving two sons, the elder of whom, aged eleven, succeeded. Daring the 
minority of the yonbg Chief the Resident at Taojoie exercised atrlcb super* 
vimon over the affairs of the State, and efEeoted important reforms in the 
revenne, police and judicial departments. As the Baja grew older, this saper* 
vision was gradually lessened, till the Baja was placed in charge oi the wbolt 
administration in aboot the year 1617. 

Raja Vijaya Ragbnnatba Eai Tondlmau Bahadur died in I6Sb, and was 
succeeded by hia yonoger brother, R&ja Eagbnnatba Tondimae, who died on 
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tb« ISth J 11 I 7 1S39, ftod wu succeeded hy bis wo, Raja Rnmohandra Tondiman 
Bahadur. Until 1341 tha admioistratioD wm coadnotad tbe widow, ne 8 iBt> 
edb^ two miniaten; but in tbai year, in ooosequeace of raproeostatioDS of in* 
justice made hj relations of tbe Baja, the Reaideut at Tanjore was directed to 
reside at Padnkota se mucb ae poesible doriiig the mi&otify of the Chief 
sod to supehotend aod control tbe admioistration, thecondnct of wbiob was 
to be entrusted, as before, to the ministers of the Baja. 

Tbe BesideDt thsrenpon framed roles for the goidanoe of the mioistera, 
proTidini:, inUr alia, that ail expesditare beyond oertain limits, ^nts of land, 
assignments of produce, creation of offices, and increase or decrease of emolu¬ 
ments sbould be submitted for his saaotion, and preseribiog tbe mode in 
which publio businsBS sbooM be carried on. 

In tbe same year the Resideocy at Tanjore was abolished, and the Poli¬ 
tical charge of Pudnkota was entrusted to the Colleotorof Modura, one of the 
adjoining British districts. The administration of tbe State was prosperously 
Qooduotsd uoder hts snperintendence during the remainder of the mioonty. 
All debts were paid oS, and a surplns was invested in the funds of tbs British 
Government. 

After Rajs Rsmehandra Tondimsn bad attained bis m^onty, the Got> 
emmeat of Madras were obliged more than once to interpose and oheck the 
Raja's expenditure. The Court of Directors in 1806 bad made ib a condi¬ 
tion, as shown above, that the grant to the Chief of the district of Kilanslli 
sLoald be liable to resumption upon satisfactory proof that the inhabitants 
soflered from epprossion. The Raja was thsrefors warned that, should be 
continue his reckless course of liviog, tbe British Government would be 
compelled either to withdraw the Political Agent from all connection with 
him, or to take tbe Pndukota State under tbeir own control andmauagement 
assigning the Raja a 6 xed personal allowance. Notwithstanding all warnings, 
the Chief persisted in bis extravagant career aod contracted fresh debts as 
fast as his previous liabilitlss were discharged with the aid of the Political 
Agent. Accordingly, as a mark of tbe displeasure of Government, he 
was temporarUy deprived of seme of his titles- These boaoura were restored 
provisionally iu 1$70 on his ameading the administration of his State. 

Baja Ramohandra Toudiman died on the 16th April 1886, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by hie infant grandson, Martanda Bhairava Tondiman, the pressnt 
Chief. Dnnng tbe minority the State is administered by a Diwan, eaUed for 
tbe time the Diwan-Regent, under the control of tiia Political Agent. 
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Iq ] the Diwaa*IUgaot of Padukota agreed to oertam arraDgements 
f«r the BDppreuioD of the aanufactare of eartb-salt in that territoiy, the 
British Government pajisg an ononal eum of Eupeea 36,OOD as compeDaation 
to the State, and referring to themeelTes the option of caacelling the arrange- 
isents, after suficient ootioe, if they found it to he to their interest to 
disoontinne them. 

The political charge of Pudukota was held by the Collector of Madura; 
from 1S4L till 1865, when it was entrusted to the Collector of Taojore; 
since 1874 the Political Agent has been the Collector of Trichinopoly, who 
ezeroieea a general siiperTieioo over the fioaocea of the State and the appobt> 
meat and diamisaal of pnhlio o£cere. 

In 1862 an Adoption Sanad (Ko. XVXl.) waa granted to the Padukota 
Chief. Nssarana ie sot taken on aucceesion to this State. 

The area of the Slate ia 1,380 square miles; the populatios, according 
to the census of 1891, is 373,010; and the revenne from all sources a little 
under seveu lakhs of rupees, iadepeodent of alienations. According to the 
returns for 1691, the military force coneUtedof 188 infantry, 16 cavalry, 6 
guoB classed as serviceable, and 5 gnoners. The Chief receives a salute of 11 
gobs.

Captam Blaekbacae, tbe Il««id«Dt at Tanjore, bavin^ oommunioatad ba 
me ao explaoatioo of tha natal's of tbe olaicoa wbiob tou stated by my desire 
to that offioer, I have in oonse^^aence caused particular enquiry to be made 
respecting tbe greuads of yonr right to tbe district of Eeelanelly, and tbe 
RBujtof tbe information which I baye received, combioed with tbe testU 
monies which have been brought to my attention of tbe fidelity and attach* 
ment to the iutercets of tbe Honomble Cotnpony’s Government which have 
marked tbe cozidnct of yonrsslf and year ancestore, have determined me to 
cede tcyou tbe poasessioo of that territo^, for the purpose of recompensiog 
tbe services of youi> family, and of affoiding a dislinguie)»ed example of the 
diepoeition of the ('ompsny's Government to reward witii libernlity those per-

I shall io consequence direct measures to be takeo for defining tbe limits 
of the district of'Keelsnelly according to its extent when formerly in your 
possession, in order that it may be separated from the territory of the province 
of Taojore aud tranaferred bo you. 

It is my iotontioQ that you and yonr descendants shnll bold the district 
in perpetual lease, subject to the tribute of an elephant to be prfeented anna- 
ally to tbe Eritfsh iTovemment. Bat as tbe orders which lam about to issue 
oil this subject must be dependent on the confirmatioo of tbe Honorable 
Court of Directors, yon will not consider tbe nrrangemeut to be permnnent 
until it shall have been ratified by the Honorable Couit of Directors. In the 
meantime, however, I sliall direct that you shall bs jdaced id possession of tbe 
fort of KeeUnelly, and that you shall vnjoy the revenuee of the district until 
tbe final decision of the Cou^ of Directors on your claim shall have been 
CDide knowD to this Govern meet. 

With reepcct to the honorary marks of distinction wliick Captain 
Black bo me baa ioformed me tbot you ere desiious of posseesing, I have deter* 
mined that yon aud VO or descendants shall be permitted to assume the dis* 
tinguisbing marks of two gold cbobdar sticks coriforoiably to the wish winch 
you have expressed on that eubjrot; and ae a token of my approbation I have 
deeired that two gold sticka of that descriptioo shell be prepared and presented 
to you in my name.

disc and confirm aoy adoption of a soccessor made by yourself or by any 
fnture Chief of yonr State that may be in accordance with Hindoo law and 
the customs of jonr race. 

Be aesored that nothing shall disturb the engagement tbns made to you 
so long as yonr House is loyal to the Crown andlaithful to the condikious of 
the l^aties, grants, or eitgagemente, which record iu obligations to the 
British Government.

BinGiifi^AUB WM famcjly held as a ja^r under saoeessiTe ^nfce fiom 
Mysore and Hyderabad by Mubomoad Beg. eon o£ Anrangseb'e Grand W«ir, 
and bis deecendacte. It formed part of tbe territoriee ceded to the Britiah 
GoTernmeatby the Njaam under the eobedole appended to the treaty of Goto, 
her 1800. It was then conferred on Muiaffar-oI-Muk and Lis beirs in 
perpetuity. The family oontinued in onintemipted poseueion of the jagir till 
1828, when, in ooneequenoe of tbe dieordere frbicb prevailed and tbe freqnent 
complaiute which were made against tbe jagirdar, it was proposed to annex 
tbe jagir and mahe an aUowanoe to tbe memben of the family for their 
auateoance. 

This ofier of a peneion was rejeoted by the jagirdsr. who proterted aiminst 
tbe right of the British Government to resume bis jagir. Acoordiogto the 
8 th and 6tb articles of the treaty of 1800, referred to above, tbe )a^ bad 
been ceded to the Britieb GoTernment in perpetuity. Bnt it was diecovered 
from a oorreepondence wbiob bad taken place between tbe Reeident at 
Hyderabad and the l^izam^s Minister, previons to tbe signing tbe treaty, 
that it bad been expressly stipnlated on the Nieam's part that this jagir should 
be Qontir^ued to Muzaftar^oUHulk and hie family, subject to the paramount 
aiithori^ and control of tbe Hon’ble Company ae Soverdgns of the whole of 
the Kiam's late poesse^ns eonth of the Tungabbadra. The Court of Diiecton 
consideivd that this stipulation entitled the holder of the BanganapaUe sstete 
to be treated in all respeots as an hereditary jagiidnr. The intention of resum* 
ing the jagir was therefore given up, and the CoUector of the Coddapab Ois^ 
trict was inetmcted to sxaioine the accoonts of tbe jagirdar and settle the claiios 
of his creditors, to^hom three^foortbs of tbe net revenue were allotted. 

In 1848 the accounts were closed, and the jagir was restored to Husain 
Ali Ehan, the eldest sarviving hdr. Hasain AJ: Eban died before a 
conBnmng the giant could be issued. He was succeeded by bis nephew, 
Qbolam hUEhan, to whom a Sanad (Ko. SVlII.) was issued in 1849. This 
renewed to him and bis h^'rs their former rights and piiril^es, and conferred 
power to administer civil and criminal jnstice, except in mass involving oapilnl 
punishment. It was f orther provided that no giants should be made without 
a written document, <^stinotly spedfying that wh alienation should bold 
good daring snob period only as tbe land alieoated aba aid remain h tbe en* 
joyment of the grantee. At tbe aamo time all frontier duties were aholisbed. 
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In 1862 a Saaad (No. XIX.) was gmated to the jagirdar gcBTantesio? 
that tl]e Eriiish GoTerninetit wonld percoit and conSrcn any sncces^o to the 
cetffte wbjcii ml^ht be legitimate acoording to Mubammadan law. Obulam 
Ali Xban, wbo bad been appointed to be a CompaaioD of tbe Ordarcf tb» 
Star of India, died ui October 186S, and bis nephew and eonns*law, Sai^id 
Path Ail Xbas, tbe present jagirdar, wae reeognieed ae bie eaccessor. The 
estate bss been exempted from the payment of nasarana on pncceeaioD. 

Tbe title of Kawab was granted to the jagird&r in 1870 ae an hereditary 
distinction. He ie not entitled to a aalnte. Tbe present Nawab was appoint^ 
ed to be a Cominnlon of the Order of tbe Star of India in 1878. He bae 
three eons, the eldeet of whom is reoeiTing ae Dnglisb edncation. 

Tbe fflanniactore of eartb^lt in Bangaoapalle wae stopped ie the years 
1880 and 1681; end the British GoTeramcnt pays the jagirdar Bupees 8,000 
annually as eompensation on this account. 

The area of Banganapalle is about 268 square mlleB i the population (by 
the censDs of 1891) amounts to 88,608. The rerenne is Bupees 2,72,260 per 
anonm, of whioh Bupeee 2 , 22,266 are derieed from land} but considerably 
more than of tbe land rerenne is alienated in jagire to members of tbe 
family. 

In 1891 tbe ja^ar bad a force of 103 irregular footmen or police, 
and 2 namonnted gans of an obsolete pattern. Tbe aSairs of Bangaoa^ 
palle are under tbe general control (1892) of tbe ColIect4tf of the British Pia» 
trict of Xnrnool, in which the jagir is eitaated.

The Jaghire of Bnngaopall^, oonferred as aforesaid apoa Hossain All 
Khan and his heira for ever free of peehcueh and pecnaiar/ demand, is herebj 
confirmed to ron, Gholam AU Khan, as the rspreedotative of the e^ grantee, 
Hoesain Ali Aban, now deceased.

Sandto u a email valley lying betveeo two obuoa lofty hi He os the 
west ol tlie tows of BellAiy. It cootuse a fort which waa built by Haidar 
All and Tipa Sultan at great expea$e, bot which is sot now kept up. 

The Mehratta State of Sandnr waa fonsded by Sjdd<gi> the gnndaonof 
Malloji Rao Oborpade^ an officer in the eerviee of the Snltan of Bijapnr, and 
formed a part of the poeseesiona of bie third eooj Morari Bao, the Mabratta 
Chief of Ontti, who was deprived of bU dominions by Haidar Ali. Mcrari Rao’a 
nephew and adopted eonj Shiva Rao Bapa> fell is battle, leaviog a son, Siddoji 
only two years old, nnder the goardianship of his noole, Venkat Rao. In 1790 
Venkat Bao and bis nephew, Siddojii with a party of their own adberenta 
and the aaeiatanoe of the inbabltante of Sandor, expelled the GoveiDor of I^pu* 
Saltan's fort and got posseeeion of tbe place. They were allowed to retain it 
after the peace in 1792 as part of the ancient inberitance of their family. 

Siddoji died witbont isane in 1796, on which hie nnole Venkat Eao asked 
Danlat Bao, tbe baU*brotber of Morari Rao, to allow one of his sons to be 
adopted by Siddoji’i widow, but tbe request was refueed. Veohat Rao then 
made the same request of Yeah want Rao, who also refased, but said that one 
of the sous of his younger brother, Rhandi Bao, might be adopted. Rbandi Kao 
consented and gave hisson, Sbiva Bao,who sooceeded to the jagir in 1799. 
I^one of tbe descendants of Morari Rao ventured to rsdde in Sandur dnriog 
tbe life of 'Hpu, because they were completely snrronnded by bis dominiooe, 
and were afraid of belug seized by treachery. But on tbe death of Tipn, at 
the fall of Seringapatam in 1799, Venkat Eao and Sbiva Rao went to Sandur, 
and Shiva Rao was jagirdar when tbe districts of Bellary aod Cuddapah were 
ceded to tbe Bri^sU Government. 

Tbe Feshwa abont the same time iesued a aanad, graoting Saodur as a 
jagir to Teshwant Rao menlioned above. No promioenoe was given to this 
sanad nntU some years after, when Yeshwant Rao eent a copy of it with a 
letter to Venkat Bao, saying at tbe same time that be wished to avoid 
dissensions in their families. Venkat Rao, therefore, sent for Narsingha Rao, 
the second son of Yeehwant Rao, In 1804, and gave him an allowance of 
100 Pagodas monthly. Bnt as Narsingba Eao attempted to intrigue in bis 
own interests he was dismissed in 1808, aod Shiva Rao contionsd to bold ths 
estate as an independent jagirdar until thsMahratta war. TheFeshwaindeed 
always regarded him as a rebelUoos vassal, and endeavonred by fraud and 
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jtratagem in 131B, on pretence of ojaHng a pilgrimage to the temple of 
Komartswami, to get poweBeion of the place. 

On the ootbreah of the Mabratta war Sbira Rao was summoned by 
BrigadiefGeaenaMuaroto«w«dder Sandur, and was promiBed a jagir of 
t,iM thonsand lupees in any part of British territory which he might select 
Aooerdmgly ShWe Bw earreadered hie fort and ealley on the 2rth October 

1817. It was at first intended that the territory of Sandnr ehould be 
wne^ to the British domimonej that Shirs Bao ehonld hare other 
terntory assigned him, subject to the laws end regulations of the British 
Gtoremmentj and that his authority over the inhabitante of bis future 
3 'agir should be that only of an ordioary aamiadar. But after the lapse 
of a few months tie Madras Qorerament determined to restore the jagw of 
Saadur to Sbira Bao; and the OoHeotor of BelJary was directed, io June 

1818, to deUrex orer both the fort and district of Sander to him without 
delay. This order was iiainediately carried into effect; but the terms on 
which the jsgir was to be held were not finally settled for some years. 
In 1826 a formal Saoad (No. XX.> was girea to Shim Rao. It conferred 
npon him and bis beira for ever the jagir of Sandnr free of all pecuniary 
demands; and delegated to the jagirdar the entire management of revenns, 
police and civil justice, subject to the condition of his mainUining allegiaaw 
to the Britiah Government. He wae also bound to heep a strict watch over 
the public peace of the jagir, nob to affoi'd an asylum to offenderafrom British 
territory, hot to deliver them np and aseist the officers of Government sent 
in pursuit of them, and to cause justice to be done to the inhabitante of the 
British territory and others who might have pecuniary claims on any of the 
iobabitente of Sandnr. It was further stipulated tbat the jagirdar should be 

answerable for the good government of his jagir, to enenre which the inter¬ 
position of the Madras Government, when necessary, was provided for. 

Shiva Rao remained in undisturbed possession till his death, which 
ocootred on the 2ad May 1840. Be left no son of his own, but had adopted 
Veakat Bao, the son of bis brother, Bnjsnga Bao, as his heir. 

The title of Venkat Rao Hindu Bao Ghorpade to succeed was acknow- 
ledged by Govemmeot, and a Ssnad (No. XXI.) was granted to him in 
1841. The terms of the sanad are the same as those granted to Shiva Rao, 
with the exception tbat a provision was entered prohibiting punishment by 
mutilation, and that the jagirdar was restricted from passing capital eeu- 
4 «nce 8 or executing persons capiUlly convicted, without the previooe sanction 
of Government, 
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In 1847 6be ja^niar agreed (Na. XXII.) to tbe ^etabliebzarat of a flaQitft> 
riam for Brit»b troops oo the table! and of fiamandn^ a&d to cede police aod 
magisterial JorisdictioD orer tbe biU. The Jorisdiotion of tbe orimi&al coorts 
of the Bellary district was thereupon extended to Ihte tract. An aDODal 
qnit^rent is paid to the jagiidar for the gronod occopied for public and private 
parposee. 

Venbat Bao died in 1861 end vns succeeded hj his eldest soo^ Sbira 
Sbenmukha Hao. He was a minor, uid was not entrasted with the manage 
mentof the jagir natil 1869, when the San ad of 1841 was renewed (No. 
XSni.) in hie favoor. In 1876 be received tbe title c£ *^Saja’' as an 
hereditary distinction, and it was at the same time ruled that the title night 
be assumed by his snoceesore on tbsir saccession to the jagir being formally 
recognised by tbe British (doTeroment. 

Shiva Sbanmnkba Rao was sneceeded by bis brother Raja Bamchaodra 
Vital Bao Sahib; and on bis taking over tbe adnioistrationm 1879 Ibe aaoad 
was again renewed. He has a brother named Bala Sahib. Tbejsgicbas 
been ssempted from the paymsut of nazarana on suoceseion. 

In 1868 a Sanad, conferring tbe privilege of adoption, wsa granted to 
tbe Jagirdar of Sandnr (ess Kote to No. ZIX.) 

The area of Sandur is about 161 square miles; tbe population in 1991 
amounted to 11,390; the groes tsvenoe ia Rupees 46,000, of which about 
cnO'balf is realised from land. The political charge of Sandor is in the bands 
of the Collector of the British distriot of Bellary. 

Tbe jagirdar has two guns for ceremonial purposes. Be is not entitled 
to a salute.

At the coiDraancemeat ot the aighteeoth ceotar^ the territory of Travan- 
core was ditided into a Donbar of smalt Chiafehips, which were coDatootly 
OD^aged in atrtigglet with one aootlier. Donog the cooiae of the oeotury 
these Chiefs were gradually brought UDder the authority of the Bajee of 
TraTaocore. Vacji Bala Peranal, whose rule ezteoded from 175Sto I79d; 
having a stroog body of troops dieoiplined aod directed by a Plemisli adveo* 
turer, wae specially successful in reducing these priDCipaUties under hie potrer* 
and trom the close of his sdministrstion may be dated the entire esticcUoc 
of the authority of the petty Obieftaics in Traveocoie. 

The English first settled in Travaocore at Anjengo in 1684, when a com¬ 
mercial Resident, whose fonetions soon after beoacne also poUlioal, wasap* 
pointed. In tlieMsdursand Tianevelly csapaigna, in 1756, the Tiavancore 
State gave, though indirectly, cODsideraMe aesistsDce to the Britiah anthori* 
tiiw. 

It is nuneoeseary to describe hers tbe early relutione* between tlie East 
India Company and the Rulers of Tnvancore before tbe complicatione with 
Mysore arose. But doring the wars with Haidar Ali and his eon, Tipu 
Sultan, the British invariably found Baja Van]! Bala Pernmal a ateadfast 
ally; and he was accordingly included In tbe treaty framed in 1784 between 
the Bast India Ccmpany and the Sultsn of Mysore. In 1788, wheo threat¬ 
ened by Tipn Saltan, tbe Baja entered into an Agreement (No. XXJV.) 
to allow two battalions of sepoys to be stationed on his frontier. In 1789 Tipu 
SulUn attached the Raja, forcing tbe lines wLicb had been erected for the 
defence of the country on ile northern frontier towards Cochin, atid croelly 
devastating the Travancore State. In conseqQence of Ibis stfack on one of its 
allies, chs Britieb GovemraeDt declared war with Tipo; and on the conclosica 
of peace in 179^ Tipo waa compelled to restore all that he had wrested from 


tbe iUja of Travancore. 

Pepper of tbe hind which is produced in larger quantities on the Malabar 
Coast bed, from the earliest times of the Company's trade, formed one of tbe 
chief articles of eapoit from Travaocore. On the i8th J anoary 1798 the Rajs 
entered ioio au Agreement (No. XXV.), known as the Pepper Contract, 
Hipply a Urge quantity of pepper to the Bombay GorernmeDt for ten 
years, iu retnm for arms and Enropeso goods. _

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la 1795 the Baja concluded a Treaty (No. XXVI.) by which be eugoged 
to pay an annual eubsldy adequate to maintoiD three battalions of sepoys, 
together with a cocnpaLy of European artillery and two oompanieeof lascors, 
to be always stationed, if the Raja desired it, in hie country or on the 
frontiers near it, or in any other district within the Company's poeaessions 
that he should prerer. 

By a subsequent Treaty (No. XXVII.), coo eluded in 1806, his successor, 
Baja RsmaTsima Perunal, agreed to pay annually, in addition to tbs anb- 
sidy, a aum sufficient to maintain one more regiment of the East India Com¬ 
pany's naliw infantry; and, in case an additional force should be required 
lor the defence of bie territory against attack or inyasion, to contribute 
snch a sum as should appear to bear a just and reasonobls! proportion to bis 
net reyenues. It was further agreed that, in eaeo the Governor-General 
in Council should consider that there were grounds for apprehending failure 
of funds to defray the expense of the permanent military force, or the 
extraordinary ebargea that might arise under tbs teams of the treaty, tho 
Bri^sh Goysrnment should have power either to introduce at their discretion 
such regulations and erdinances as might be deemed eipedionl for the 
internal management of the country, cr to assume the direct management of 
such part or parts of the Raja's terriloriee as might appear neeswary to 
render such funds efficisot end available in time of either war or peace. It 
was, however, stipulated that the Baja’s actual receipts from his territorial 
rsvcuues sboold not be less than two lakhsof rupees, together with ooe-hftbof 
the net raven use of the whole of his territoiies. Tb© Raja at the same time 
pronuBsd to always pay the utmost attentioo to the advice of the British 
Ooteiiiment, to bold no communication with any foreign State, and to 
allow DO Europeau foreigner to join his service, or to remain within bis tern- 
tories, without the previous sanction of the British Govemmeat. Eveutually 
the subsidy payable by the Travancore State was fixed definitely at Rupees 
8,00,000 per anDom. 

A sum of Rupees Id,$19*8 a year is also paid by the Travancore State to 
the British Government, being the equivalent of the pesbkaeb and oezarana* 
which the Raja agreed to pay to the Nawah of the Carnatic in )764i.

inMrreoticD broke oat, wbicb was put down b; a British force. Tbe State woe 
required to defray the expense incurred by tbe British GoTerocoeat in this 
expedition, and a brigade was left at Quilon as a snbeidiary force, agreeably 
to tbe treaty cooeladsd in November 1796. Tbe debts thus incurred were 
but tardily disobarged, and tbe British Gorernmeot were about to assume tbe 
internal adcainistration of the country as tbe only means of ensorlng their 
satisfactory settlement, when tbe Raja died in 1811. 

Tbe Baja was sncceeded by Xfacbhmi Rani, who, according to the pecu¬ 
liar custom of tbe family of Travanc^^re, assumed charge cf the govern, 
ment until a male beir was born. Sbs held it until ISl^, during which time 
the British Resident, Colonel Munro, acted also as minieter, and by hie jucU* 
cions measures completely retrieved the condition of tbe country. Lachbmi 
Rani was succeeded by her eldeet son, and the country was during his 
minority saocesefully managed by her sister as Regent, under tbe advice of 
ebs Resident. 

The young B«j& on attaining his majority in I82d was formally iostallsd. 
He died in 18i6, and was succeeded by bis brother, Marta n da Varcna, whose 
death occurred in 1880. The State then passed to bis second nephew, Kama

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Yarms, first nsphatr, elder brother o£ Rama Varna, hario^beeci sat aside 
on acooQot of imbseility. BajaEamaYanna was in 1866 appoiatad a Eu^bt 
Gronil Commander of tJu Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, aodin the 
same year tbe OoTernmeDl of India decided that, ae a pereonal dietlnctioD ia 
recognition of his ezoallent admiziistration, he akoold be addressed bj tbe 
title ol ‘'Maharaja” in all commuDioations from tbe British Goveroment 
(No- XXVIII.). In 1862 the Ocreroment of Indio granted a sansd of 
adoption to the finlers of T/nvanoore (No- XXIX.). 

The laws which goyern the succession to tbe State of TroTancore are 
very peealief. The deecent, according to the usages of the Nadars of the 
western coast, is in the female line. Thus, on the death of a Baja, the 
sovereignty pssses, net to bis eons, who can in no case inherit, hut to his 
uterine brothers, if he has any. Failing these, or on their demise, it 
passes to his eistera’ sons, or to hie sisters’ daugbtere’ sons, and so on. 
Hence the only ndoptwne which ate performed by the Rajas of TVavanoore 
are, not of males to supply tbe place of sons of their own body, bat 
of females through whom tbe lioe must l>d coo tinned. Any failore 
in tbe direct female deecent requires the selection and adoption of two or 
more females from the immediate reUtiTes of the family who reside at certain 


places in Travancore. The females so adopted are designated the Tambu- 
rattis Of Banis of Attinga,* and by the laws and nssges of Trarancore are 
assigned a diaringuished rank as alone entitled to give heiis to the State, 
and enjoy many important priyileges. 

Socli an adoption occurred in 1788, when two sisters were selected and 
adopted 88 Baris of Attinga. The yonoger aietrr died after giving birth to a 
female child, which also died. Tbe present family of Travaneore is descended 
from the elder lister, tbe late Baja being her great-grandson (danghter’e 
dangbteris eon), and the present Chief her great-great-grandion (daughter’s 
daogbter'e daughter’s eon). 

In 1867 the line of Travanoore was again threatened with extiac* 
tion. The mother of the law Baja (graod-daughtor, daoghtei-’s daughter, 
of the elder of the two sisters adopted in 1788) left five children, vw., four sons 
and one daughter- This daughter died suddenly, leaving only two eons, 
tbe second of whom is the present Maharaja (1892). The Tambnrattis of 
Attioga thoa heoame extinct, and although the Sute after the death of tbs 
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then IU 3 & would dsTolre 9 Uoe«MiTe)y on his four nephows and two grand- 
Bephaws, the line, unices recroited by the adoption of Tanaburettis as before, 
would baee expired with them. Under these circameUncee, t])e R^*a inti¬ 
mated to the Keeident that, in etrict conformity with former neage and 
precedento, he proposed to bring in t«o of the most eligible female mem here 
from among his relations as senior and junior Ran is. Two ladies were accord¬ 
ingly adopted with the sanction of the British GorcrDroent. 

In 1871 A question arose relative to jurisdiction orerEoropean British 
subjects in Travaocore, which was claimed by the Travancore Uarhar both as 
an inherent right of sovereigniy and also as having been admitted by the 
Biitieh Qovernmeut in 1837, when Europeans living in Travancore and not 
beiog servants of the British Government, were declared to be subject to the laws 
of that State. The Darbsr was informed that, having regard both to the position 
of the British Governcnent as the paramount power in India and to its treaty 
>vith Traveocore, the position assumed by that State could not be 
recognised. 'When the jurisdiction of Travonoore was mcognised in I3S7> 
there were difficaUies in the way of trying in British courts Enropean British 
eobjects other than servants of Ooverntoent for oSenees committed in Native 
States. These difficulties had sabseqoently been removed by legislation, and 
the alteration of the law required some alteration in the hitherto prevailing 
piaoCice. 

The Darbar however further argued that any modification of British laws 
coold not affect its sovereign jurisdiction, and urged other considerations in sup¬ 
port of its position. Finally, in consideration of special circucn stances affecti ng 
Travaoeore and Cochin, and mors particularly of the eSorie made by 
those States to conduct their judicial administration on enlightened principles, 
the Government of India oonseofed to allow the magistrates of Tiavancore 
and Coohio, who cn^ht be European British sobjeota and Christians, to 
exercias over European British subjeets in those States, subject to snch con¬ 
trol os the Reside at bad hitherto exercised and soob odvice as he was em* 
powered by treaty to offer, the same jurisdiction oe mi^t be ezeroised over 
them in Btitieh temlcry by magUtratea of the first class and justices of the 
peace. Under the same couditions the necessary powers were conferred on 
magistrates of Traranoore and Cochin to enable them to commit to the 
High Coart at Madras such ceees aa In British territory are beyond the 
juriadiction of European British subjects who ave magistrates of the first 
olaas and justices of the peace. These arraagenents were declared to 
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Le aubjecb to revision if at any time the Kuwpeao mogtetrales of Tia- 
vanoore and CoeUm failed to give satiefaotioa to tbe BnCieh Govern¬ 
ment, It woa sJso provided that oerCaiu magutrates apeciiied by oaroe 
should try cases which may be deaJc with entirely by magietratee, and 
that ap]>eals should lie from tbetr decisioos to ceidoin appellate judges apeci- 
t^ed by name. Offences which are too grave to be dealt with by magistiatee 
are committed by justicce of the peace ia Travoncore and Coobia to the Re¬ 
sident for trial, aud the Keeideot’a decisions are subject to appeal to the High 
Court ot Madras. The gravest class of oSenoes, «witb which a Ccnrt of Seseiou 
cannot deal, are committed bo tbe High Court at Madras. Tbe Resident hae 
also discretion to commit to the High Court cases wliioh are committed to him, 
or which cone before him as a justice of the peace. 

Ih 1801 the Madras Government proposed the removal o£ certain fiscal 
reatrictious iu Tinvancore.' By Act VI of 184$ tbe ecKuting trade of British 
India was freed from all duties, bat Travancore as a Native Stale did net come 
within tbe scope of tbe eaacCGtent, and conse^aeotly the produce of Tiavau> 
core when landed at British ports was charged with im])ort duty as being 
foreign goods. Similarly the produce of British India, when exported to tbe 
poite of Travancore, was ebaiged with export duty. The same rules hampered 
the trade in goods passing tbe land frontier, though on some lines the duties 
had been mutually abandoned. Tbe Maharaja on his part levied oustoma duties 
on imports from und ex^iorta to British ports. 

After some negotiation the Travancore State agreed in 1S65 to give up 
nil import dntles on British Indian produce, with tbe exception of tobacco, 
opium, sultaod spirits, but claimed, in the form of a ganraiitee or drawback, 
the lavennee realised iu British ladiun ports oa foreign produce re-expoi led to 
Tiavaooore. This was estimated to amount to about Kupees 40,000, but it 
wse understood that It might be gradually rednead as the direct trade of Tra- 
van core increased, Tbe Darl>ar also agreed to reduce its export daty to 5 per* 
cent, ad on nil articles except pepper, dried betebnutund timber, 'ilie 

duty on pepper and dried beteUnut was retulned at Aupees 16 per candy, and 
on timber at 10 per cent, ad The Darbar also consented to reduce 

the duty on tobacco to tbe extent of Rupees 1,00,000 a year. 

Travancore is soppHed with salt from Borobny on the same terms se 
the Madras Goverumsut. There has been no formal agieement ou this sub¬ 
ject. 

In J3S0 Maharaja Rama Vartna, who had succeeded in 1880, died. 
Ho was succeeded by bis brother, also called Kama Varma, who died iu 
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1S85. He wu apjomted io I88i to be a Knight Orond Commander of tlie 
Order of tie Star of India. He was sacoecded by hie uepbew Bala Bama 
Varma, who « about $6 yean old {\m)y aiad who also, in 18b», received tbe 
decoration of a Knight Grand Commander of the Order o£ the Star of 
India. 

The area of TraTancore ie 6,730 equate miles; the population, accordjnif 
totbe ceneoBof 1391, ie 556,074, excluding the Ouilon Cantonment, the 
returns for which were included in these for the Madras Presidency; and the 
groea revenue ie about Rupeee 78,48,000. The military force of the country 
consieted, in 1891. of 1,444 infantry, 61 cavalry, and 30 artillerymen with 
6 guns need for saluting purposes only. The Chief has offered tc place the 
whole of his forces at the dispoeal of the Government of India for Imperial 
service.

Your having acquleeced in the 
proposition 1 made of having some 
battalions of the CtemiKiuy’e troops 
stetioned on the frontier nf Tiovan- 
core is a wise and jndiuious mea¬ 
sure; itwllleosQie tbe safety of 
yonr country against the ambitiuug 
views of any persons who may bo 
ill disposed towards you, and cansfit 
fail to convioce them of the danger 
they would be exposed to iu attiiek* 
ing a Prince soppoite*! and protected 
as you are by the English, whose 
arms, by the blessing of God, are 
too powerful for them to combat 
with. 

At the gnrfiA time that I om 
anxious to see your conniry in a 
complete state of seciirity, I am not 
less so in effecting it in snch a man¬ 
ner as will I'ender your expeiksea 
easy: for this purpose 1 would re- 
oommeod that, in time of peace, two 
battelioDS of tbe Company's native 
infs 0 try should be stationed on your 
froniiers at yonr ex penes, and that 
the amount may he either paid by 
you to the Company, in cash or 
pepper, as may best suit your eon- 
veoience. That if an add i tion al force

my coikvenieuce. whscerer an additional force is regnired by ineasa 

defence agaiok^t tbe designs of an enemy, you will send a body of Eoropeana 
nikd sepoys which will be tounUined at the Compauy's expense; and that! 
am to supply them with provisions aod the necessary aitides for erecting 
buildings, on tbcic paying for the same at tlie usual rates of my coaotry." 
Yon moreover say, "thattbe confidence! repose io the fneodshtp of the Com¬ 
pany will not he lost, and that they regard me ae their faithfol oll^, and oon- 
eider my interest the soiree as their own." You have also transmitted to me 
an estimate aocouatof the monthly expeose of a Cotn^ny'a battalion of 
sepoys in time of peace and war for my io formation, all which I onderstand. 

The measure which Las occurred to Your Excellency*e enlightcoed mind 
for stationinirtwo battalions of sepoys for the defeaoe of my country ie highly 
proper, acd I oooaider my gevernmeot and territories perlectly sale and 
scoured against Che macbjnatioDe of my enemies. The Almighty Cod knows 
the aincerity of my lu&g friendship with the English, whose power I cenaider 
. as the means of my preservation ; may He, of His infinite goodoess, grant 
the oootin nance of their prosperity andsuacces. 

Your Excellency will be pleeeed, in consequence of what yon have written, 
to lend me two battalions of sepoys for tbe dcicnoe of my country, for which 
favenv I shall be highly grateful to Yoor Excellency. 

The accennt sent me states ae the monthly expense of oae battalion of 
sepoys the sum of one tboaeimd eeven hundred and fifty Star Pegodae forty 
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Faoame and forty Cash, and th« additional cbarga to be fewettv-aix Pagoda* 
eaves Panama; I therefore inform yon that 1 aball pay in ready money into 
the hand* of whatever person you are pleased to order the anonal nmoniit of 
two batbnliona of eepoye, ngtoeable to the above'ineatioDed etntement; and In 
the event of a war, I aball pay the batU to them agreeably to what is stated 
10 said accoont, being for one battalion nine hundred and ninety-eight 
Star Pagodas six Faoama and twelve Cash. 

From the long and sincere friendship I have entertained with the Com* 
pany, it baa always heeo my hope that tbs Soglish vmnld give roe tbeir 
aseistaoce when neceeeary, by sending me a body of Europeans and eepoye, 
and now, since Tour Excellency has been pleased to mention it yourself, ray 
mind is set fully at ease in that point. Whenever I shall require an addi¬ 
tion al number of troops for the defence of my conntiy, vie., Kuropsane and 
sepoys, 1 aball supply them witb provisions ood the necessary articles they 
may want. May it please Yonr Bxcellenoy, soma battalions of sepoys belong¬ 
ing to me have, for a length of time, been employed in the 1?inneve)ly 
eonntry, L therefore re^neet Your Excellenoy will send poeitive injiincCionn to 
the officer in that distriot to send me the above battalione tbat I may emplny 
them with the two battalions yon are to send ms in the defence of my oouniry, 
wbicb will remove all my anxieties regarding the designs of such wlio intend 
giving me tronble. 

Be pleased to consider tne at all times yonr devoted well-wUber, and 
houonr me frequently with your commands.

on the other part, this twenty-eighth day of January of 
the English year one thousand seven hundred and ninety- 
three, pas.— 

That this agreement eball not effect or interfere with any agreement 
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betveen tlie s^d Hon^orable Conipaaf; ftod the said Rajnb shall 
deliver to the said Compeoj bot^vetp tlie 10th Februarj L7H and ] DUi April 
folio wing three tboasand caodies (660 the weight) of olesa pepper at the nte 
of one hundred and fifteen Bombaj Rupees for each csnd^j ezcloaivn of tno 
Rupees custoas for each; and sbaU furthei deliver a eimilar ^nantitf (900 
candies) annually at the some price and similar periods for nine successive 
ycors> that is three thousand every year, until the 10th April one tbousasd 
eight hundred and four (RnglUh oomputation;. 

That of the pepper above stipulated to be delivered annually, two thou¬ 
sand five hnzkdred candiee shall be delivered at Gallon, and the remaining five 
hundred candies at the said Company's warehonee at Aojengo, into ^e hands 
of snch offieera as the Company may appoint for the purpose of receiving it. 

That the smd Raiah shall receive in part payment for flie sud annud 
contract for pepper tne undermentioned articles at the nscal raices for which 
be has been debited in former contracts: two thousand stand of arms com¬ 
plete, one hundred candies of lead, three hundred yards of scarlet broad doth 
superfine, one thousand five hundred yuda of ditto fine, twenty-seven thou¬ 
sand five hundred yards of red purpit, two thonsand yards of blue purpit, 
two hundred yards of yellow purpit, five hundred yards of green purpt. 
That the balonce due for the said annual provision of pepper shall be di^ 
charged in Bombay, which balance, together with the warlike stores stipulated 
to he taken on part payment, shall be made good between the 10th Februnry 
and 10th April of each reepebtive year; that this agreement eh^l be iu force 
in like mauner as the Rajah engages to deliver the pepper with those penods, 

That should the Rajah m to deliver the quantity of pepper contracted 
for by this agreement within the periods specified, he aball forfeit to the Com¬ 
pany fifty-seven Rnpees and a half penalty for each candy of pepper » 
deficient Jn like manner should the Company fail, on their part, to make 
good to the Rajah the amount specified iu the agreement withia the terms

Iq eoustdoraiion of the stipulation in the second Article, tbs Bajab of 
TcaTaooore doth engage for himself and his sacceasora bo pa/ annually at 
Anjeagn, both in peace and xrar, a sum equivalent to the expense of three 
of the HonourobU Compao/’s battalions of eepo/e, together wiba a company 
of Bui'opean artillery and two companies of lasers. 

AftTICLB 4. 

The Company stipulate that this force of infantry and artilleij shall, 
if the tiajab deeira it, always be statioued in bis coontry, or on tbs froatieis 
near it, or io any other part witbin. the Company’s poeeeesioQS wbsre he shall 
prefer j and that they shall always be in re^^ness: and in rsspeot to such 
reqnisitiooe as the Uajah and hie successors may have oooasion to address to

of the Rajah's country hting eo nnerpeetedly invaded by an enemy, that the 
urgency of the danger or attack from without shall not admit of dcietring the 
necessary operations till the orders of the Government of suob Presi^ncy 
can be received, the commanding oficer is, under snob circamstancss, to 
applj immediately and without objection the force nuder bis command to the 
defence and protwiiou of the Rajah and bis soecessors; and eboald it so 
happen that tLe aforesaid force and the Rajah’s own army bs at any time 
found unequal to eope with and defeod the ooontry against ths saperior force 
of the oiemy, the expense of such farther troops as it may be neceaeary 
and requisite for the Company to furnish in such instances, is to be alt<^tber 
at the said Company’s co^; nor ehali their government anywise object to 
furnish snob additional force, the ezpsQse of which shall in no respect be 
chargeable on the Rajah or his snceessors; nor shall tbs Company ever ^)ply 
or demand any sum on that account, nor possess any plea or duo to 
make any farther I’sqaisition for pecuniary aid from tiie Rajah or bis soccea* 
sore, by reason of any warfare or hostility that may hereafter eventnally occur, 

Abticlb 6. 

As the Company do only engage to defend and protect ths eonotry 
dependent on ths Rajah of Travancore r^^unst unprovoked attaoka, it is there* 
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Awfl to be aXwW aed distinctly nndewtood between the parties that the 
Sisbs, pwutit Md fatuw. are not to commit any hoafcle aggretsioa toTOrds 
aov other State wheft»er Indian or European; and m the event of the Rajah 
or hie sncceaiore having any disputes of a political nat^e « tondency, it is 
necessarv that the same ebad he traneuiitted by the Utter to the Honoarablo 
Company’e Oovernment, who will detcrimne thereon according to justice and 
policy and^mntual concerti 


AnTictJ 6. 

The reknint Eaiah o£ Travancore for the time being shall not beep in 
bis sciHce, in any <nvil or militery capacity, nor allow to remain 
dommiohe as michanto, or under any otter 0 ^ F^text.the subjects « 
dtisrns of any nation being at war with Great Btitam or wth the East 
Company; nor under any drouostoaces of pcaoe or war allow any Karopean 
nation to obtain settlements {U, territory or places under his own authority)

fiajaH’e eltnation ae a tributary to tbe Carnatic, concerning tTbioh tba Rajah 
of Travancote doth in tbe aiocerity of hia heart, of bie oim accord, aoknow* 
ledge and declare that in the Hoe of hia former fealty, u from of old eata* 
bliebed, towards the Circar of the sonbah of Arcot, there aball nerer occur any 
difference or deviation.

AU uneettled claima of a pecuniary natare which the contracting partiea 
may have hiA upon each other, relative to warlike expeneee, up to the period 
of toe conclosion of the Treaty of peaoe with Tippoo Saltan, noder date the 
ISto of March 1992, ahall be oancelled and declared cnll and yoid. 


Asncis 11 . 

Tbe Company engage that none of the Rajahs of Malabar under their 
ja^ktion eball be allowed to commit exceeges in the country, or to encroach 
on the rights of the Rajah of Travaocore or of bis racceaeersj and both the 
eontncting parties engage not to give ahelter to the rebeU, wlioaeever they 
may be, of either of tbe two States within the country of MaUbarj bat oo tbe 
contrary to ease on uid mutually to deliver up each peraons. 

AftTXCLl IS. 

On the commereial vessels of the said RajWs frequentiog any of the 
porta in India appertaining to the Honouvable Company, ^ey shell obteia 
every reqoisifce aseistoase and eupply ou paying for the »mej and in like 
mnnner the Hononmble Company's ships shall experience the like esmstanoe 
fnA supply in the ports aod roads of his oonntry. 

This proposed Treaty, consisUng of twelve Articles, has been concertod in

and the Rajah of Travaneore; and whereas it is svident that the mtentioofl ot 
the confcreoticz parties have not been duly folfilled; and whereas the mid 
Company and the Rajah o£ Travaneore have judged it expedient ad<k- 
tional providona should at this time be made for tbe pnrpoes of supplying the 
defects in the said Treaty, and of esloblishing the connection between tbe 
anid contraotiog parties on a permansnt basis of secority id ^ tunes » oome : 
Tberefort, in order to eairy into effect the said intentions, the prseentireaty 
iecondaded by Lrisatenant-Colooel Colin Macaulay, tbe Resident at Iw van- 
core, on the part aud in the name of His Excellsncy the Most Noble Marins 
Wellesley, tP. and K.O., Governor-deneral in Council of all the British 
pomesrioos io tbe East Indies, and by His Highness the Rajab of Travaooow 
for himself, agreeably to tbs following Articles, which shall be binding on the 
contraotiog parties sa long as the aun and moon shall endure.

Tbe friends and enemies of either of tbe contraotiog parties shall be ocm- 
ddeitd as the friends sod enemies of both; the Honourable CompimyeapeoiaUy 
engaging to defend and protect the territories of the Rajah of Travanoore 
against all snemlse wbateoever.

tbe copy of it uow delivered to tbe said Mabarsjah shall be returned.

by tbe Raja of Travancore, 8nd> ae a reward for tbe service perfomed cm that 
occaaon, cerUic porlicms of territory were traarferred from Cochin to TraTan- 
eore. In 1776 tbe State of Cochin was wm^oered by Haidar All, It remained 
tributary and subordinate to Haidar, and aahseqceatly to his son, Tipu Sultan, 
until tbe peace concluded by the latter with tbe British in 1702, when tbe 
claims of Mysore over Cochin were transferred to the British Governiwnt. 
A Treaty (Ko. XXX.) had already been concluded with tbe Baja io 1791, by 
wbiob hs bad agreed to become tributary to tbe Britisli Goveinmeot for his 
teriilorla, which were then in the possession of Tii'O, and to py a sobaidy of 
Rupees 1,00,000 annoaJly. After the peace of 1702, the island of Chetnwa 
Manuparam was leased tNo. XXXI.) to tbe Rajs for ten years, 

In 1S09 an msorrectios took place iu Cochin againab the Britieh power, 
This was suppreeeed, and afiesb Treaty (No.XXXIl) wa« coneVnded, by which 
tbe Baja agreed to pay, in addition to tbe previous subsidy of one laljb of 
rupees, an annual sum equal to tlie cost of one baculion of native infantry, 
or 1,76,037 Arcot Rupees, making an ag:gregate payment yearly, in six equal 
instalroente, of Rupees 2,76,037. The disposal cf the eubady, and thedistribu. 
tion of the force maintained by it, whether stationed witbiu or widiout the 
territories of the Raja of Cocbio, were left nureserTedly to tbs British Gov 
emmsub. The other previsjons of the treaty we« aunilar to those of the 
treaty concluded with the Eejaof Trasaooere in 1805 (No. XX'VII.). T'lis 
annual payment doe from tbe Rjya of Cochin to the British Government was 

subsequently reduced to Rupees 2,40,000, being one-half the smeamt of the 

Raja’s estimated revenue of ibe lime. At a later period it was fixed at two 
lakhs, which is its present amount, 

The late Baja of Coobin, Ravi Varma, who succeeded to power on the 
death cf hia brother in 1663, received, in 1662, tbe right of adoption «(Note to 
No, XXIX.) foe himflslf and future rulers of Cochin. He died lo 1664 and 
was succeeded by Rama Varma, then 28 years of age, who, in lb7l, was 
created a Koigbt Commander of the Most Exulted Order of the Star of ludia. 
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Baja Rama Varmadwd in 188», aod was sacceedsd by bia brother VIra 
£era)a Varoa, who, whilst heir-apparent, bad been created a ELoight Conv 
maaderof the Most Bojirwub Order <d the Indian Empire. He ia now 46- 
jears o! age. In the Cochin aa io the TraTanooie State the line of eucooawon 
is through femaleai 

The Ooremmeat of India hsTe consented (o the exercise of jnriedictioa 
over Enropean Bri^ih suhjeota in Cochin by the CoAia Coarta in certain 
cosee. Tratancore, supra.}. 

In 1865 certain fiscal restrictions in Cochin were removed, The arrangn* 
meat differs from that made with Travancore only w respect to the inolnsion 
in the guarantee of (ho average reeeipta fr«n the import duty on foreign 
tobacco. Thedntiee on the other articles speciEed were fixed with refrrence to 
the actonl receipts of three previous years, In June 1871 Snpees 16,291-IO-IR 
were paid as oocnpeosation to the Cochin Datbar. No formal agreement was 
concluded with the Cochin State, 

Id 1869 a slight adjustment of boundaries was effected between tb& 
Cochin Darbaraod the Madras Ooveroment. The modifioation is explained 
io a Notification of the 6th October 3870 (No. XXXIII.). 

The ^a of Cochin ia ]>S6l square miles; the pepulstion by the censns of 
1891 is 722,906} and tiie groas revenue about seventeen lakhs of rupees. The 
military force ooneisted in 1891 of 36 horsemen, 628 footmon, 19 gunners 
and 4 guos. The political charge of Cochin is held jointly with that of 
Travancore by the Resident in the latter Stale. Tlie R^a receives a ealnle of 
seventeen gnus.

powers entreated to me by the HoiiooraUe George Dick, Esquire, Governor in

Whereas an agreemeot was concluded in the year 1790 between the 
Honoarable East India Company Babadoor and the late Rajah of Coebio, 
by which that lUjab wee to be put in possession of, and to bold on specific 
OMiditions as a tributary of the HonoorablO Oompaoy, certain districts herein 
eoumerated; and Whereas the stipulations of that Treaty having been found 
insufficient, and the*late occorrences in the Coohio territory having rendered 
it expedient that new sogagemsnta shonld he concluded which ehnU be calcu¬ 
lated to prevent tiu authority and resources of the Cochin country from 
being employed in designs hostile to the British interttts, and which shall be 
conducive to the advancement of tlie prosperity and welfare of hotb the 
Stales: Wherefore the following Articles of a new Treaty between tbs 
Honourable Company and the Rajah of Coobin have been agreed upon and 
settled by the Resident at Travancore, Lieutenant-Colonel Colin Macaulay, 
bemg duV vested with authority thereto by the Honourable Sir (George Hiluro 
Barlow, baronet, Knight of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, Gov* 
ernoT in Council of Port Saint George, on the part of tlie Honourable East 
India Company, and by (he Rsjah of Coobia for hioiself and succeasore, to be 
binding npon the oontraeting parties as long as tire sun and moon endure. 

AniioLB I. 

The friends and enemies of either of the contracting parties shall be 
considered aa the friends and enemies of both, the Honourable tlie East India 
Company Babadoor engaging to defend and protect the tcrrltoiios of ti>e

Iq coDsideratioQ of the stipnlationB ID tlie preceding Article, the BajaK 
of Coohin agrees to paj ODDulIy to the said Koncnrahle Companj, in eddi- 
tioQ to the asu&l sabaidj of one leVh (l.ODjUL^O) of Hufiees, a snm e^nal u> 
the expense of ooe battalion of native jtaantry, or Arcot Hupeee 1,76,0*17, 
making an aggregate enncnl payment of Aroot Elupeea 2,76,037, the aroo unt 
to be payable in eix ee^utd kiete, aod the payment to commenee from tlie firot 
of May 1300; aiui it la agreed that ibe disposal of the said amotint, ffilh tix6 
distribution of the force to be mamtaioed by it, whether stationed within the 
territories of the Bajab of Coobio or of the Booonrabie Company, eh/iil be 
left entirely to the Company.

Should it become neceseary to employ a larger force for the defence and 
protection of the Cocbio ferrltones against foreign ioTasion than is etipnlated 
for by the preoeding Article, the Rajah gf Coi^in agrees to contribute to* 
wards the discharge of the increased expenn thereby incurred such a sum as 
ehall appear to tbe Governor in Con noil of Fort Saint George, od an atteotive 
coDsideraUon of the means of tiie said Bajali, to bear a just and reasonable 
propor^on to the actual net revenues of the said Rajah.

Tbe Bajab of Cochin engages that he will be guided by a sincere and 
cordial attention to tbe relations of peace and amity established between the 
English Company Sabadoor and their allies; end that be will carsfally abstain 
from any interference in the a£ai}is of any State in alliance with the said 
English Company Babadoor, or of any State whatever; and for securing tbe 
object of this stipolacion it is further stipulated and agreed that no communi* 
cation or correspondenoe with any foreign State whatever shall he boMen by 
tbe said Rajah, without the previoos knowledge and sanction of the said 
English Company Babadoor.

said Rtgab one copy of the same in English and Tamnl, signed and sealed 
by him, and the said Rajah has delivered to the Lieutecaat-Colonal aforesaid 
another copy, also in Tamul and English, heariog, his seal and signature; 
and the aforesaid LienteDant-CoIonsl hns engoged to procure and deliver to 
the said Ha jab, without delay, a copy of the same under the seal aod signature 
of the Honoureble the Governor in Couocil, on t!ia receipt of which by the 
said Bajah the present Treaty shall be deemed complete and binding on the 
Honourable tbs English East India Company and on the Jtajah of Cochin^ 
and the copy of it uow delivered to the said Rajah ehall be returned.

The Cochin Sircar have agreed not to raise 
the aesassment on the culrivated lands in last-menaonod deshooia without 
tbe special sanction of tbe Government of Madras. Waste lands will, however, 
be Bsscssed as they are brought under cultivation, and lands m process of redam. 
ation will be assessed according to tbe terms of tbe Cowle-deeds granted by 
tbe British Government. 

The transfer will date from tbe 22nd September 1869.

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S.-MALABAR COAST. 

Off tbe three great ancieot kiogdoms of Southero lodSa, namelf, Cbera, 
Cbola, and Paodya, the first, Chera (a name which ia rtUl applied to the nad 
or district of Chera in Malabar), lay to the west, and iacloded nearly the 
whole of the Mfdabar Coaat The rulers of Chera were locally styled Peru- 
mala Oiterally, ffreat men), and it is highly probable that in the third ceotory, 
B.C., the Malabar Coast bad a wel)-organiaed form of goffemment, for the 
Keralapotran (king of Kerala, a dialectic form of Chera, Cbaram, Kerana) 
is mentioned along with Cholaand Paodya in One of king Aeobi'e cook.cut 
inscriptions at Cirnar. The hiatory of these Peramali has been lost: they are 

tradition ally reported t-obaffe reigned fort weha years (the cycle of Jupiter), 

and to hare held at the close of each cycle a great gathering of lh«r feada- 
tories at Tiranarayi in Malabar. At this gathering fendal relations appear 
to have been periodically revised. 

The namee of only three of the Peramals bare been hisfcorioally pre¬ 
served, namely, Bhaskara Bavi Vanna, who granted to the Cochin Jews 
their deed of eettlenent about AD. 700 ; Vira Raghava Cbakravartti, who 
granted to the Christians of Cochin their deed el settlement in A.D. 774; 
and Stbanu Etavi (Inpla, who gmnted a further deed of aettlement to the 
Christiace ahoat A.D- 8S4. This last-named Perumal was probably the laat 
of the line, and identical with Cberaman Perutnal (literally, great man of the 
Chera people) who embraced Muhamccadaniam and sailed for Arabia after 
abdicating hie functions in favor of his great vassals, of whom the families of 
theTravanoore Maharaja, the Zamoria, the Vallavanad Kaja, and tbe Palghat 
Raja are represeutad to this day. 

Tbe withdrawal of Chewman Perumal to Arabia is attributed to the 
growing influence of the Zamorin. The date of this event is probably 
845 A-D., the 26th August of that year being the initial date of tbe 
Northern KoUam era of thaTVeet Coast, Tbe eounbrj bad probably be^ 
broken into petty Slates before Cheraman Peromal left India. 1 he first Chief 
of Cochin was probably the Perumal's legal heir, 

Malabar, as the British found it when the factoriee at Tellicherry (Tolas- 
scxi) and Anjengo* (subordinate to the Preridency of Snrat, and afterwards 
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{16$7j of Bombay) establisliodj was I'cled oo feudal principles bj four 
priocipal Cliiefe. The KoUttiri fsiaily ruled io tie north; tlie Kottaywn 
f&mii; (vith their conaeotioos, tbs Kuramlrauad family} iu tbu aastcrn 
centre, iocludiogWainad (Wynaad) 5 the Kadattanad family, as feudatories 
of the Solattiri, in the western centre; while the Zamorin was generally 
ackuowledgsd as the eurersiu lord of all the south, except, perhaps, the small 
territories of the Vallabha or ValluTSoad, and of the Pal ghat lUjas. Suboc- 
dioaCe to these were many obieftains with varviog degrees of iodepeudeoce, 
ruling each his own portion of country termed a nad. 

About the year 1664 the English began to trade in the Zamorin’e domi* 
nions, and io 1708 they obtained a grant of the fort of TeUicberry to the north 
from the Kolaitiri Eija, the limits of which they soon extended southwards by 
conijusst from the Ruraogott Kayar. In 1719^they received from this same 
Nayar the right of exclusive trade in pepper. ^ similar privilege was 
obtaioed in \7%i from the Kolattiri ftaja, in 1725 from the Baja of Kadot* 
hmad, aodin 1748 from the Raja of Eottayam. The territorial possessions 
of the English were extended in 1785-66 by the acquisitioo of the island 
of Dsnnapatam and the fort of Madakara, and in 1749 the whole island of 
hladakara was oblained, with power to administer justice therein. 

So rapid was the progress of British tofioenoe that the English soon 
became entitled to exclusive advantages in purebasing the valuable products 
of the greater part of the Malabar conn try, and in 1760 they obtained from 
.the Eokttiri Regent the privilege of collecting customs datiee'within bis 
dominions in consideration of a fixed qult*rent of 21,000 silver Faimms, or 
Rupees 4,200 a year. They alto obtained the mor^sge of Haodetara iu 
payment of a loan which the feudal chieffaius of that district (subordiuate 
to the Eolattiri Regent) had contracted. The grant of Randatara by the 
Eclattiri Regent was confirmed by a subsequent agreement oq (he SSrd 
March 1765, by which time the debt had not been paid off, and ogain on the 
16 th May of the same year the rents to be collected from the district were 
fixed, and the chieftains promised to be and lemain faithful to the English 
nnd to assist them when required with 500 Nayais. 

Nos. XXXIV toXLUl form some of the principal Engagements »n- 
tracted with the Malabar and Ksnarese Chiefs before the invasion of their 
country by Haidar Ali from Mysore. It is uooeecssary bsie to enter into any 
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detailed bistorf ot tbesa en^i^cnoQto, and (he many eitailar agfeeiceAte that 
were made before Haidar AJj'e ooaqueat.* 

Tbe Zamono claimed (o be sovereign paramount over (he atnaller prjnci- 
palHiea ia tbe ecuthern diatricte of Malabar, and reduced most of them to sub* 
ordioatioQ by force of arme. This spirit of cooquest rvaecne among other 
reaeooe which led to (he invaeion of hie dominions by Haidar Ali, who 
in 1766 reduced the whole country from Cbirakkal to Cochiu. The Chiefs 
of Cochin, Euraogott, and Randatora, subordluate to tbe Patch, French, and 
English Companies, respectively, were allowed bo retain (beir posseseiODe ; bub 
the others were driven out and the management of their States was eotrneted 
to Madamra, Iq sooth Malabar, and to Ali Baja, tbe hCappilJa Chief of Can* 
nanore in Uis north. 

Daring the war which broke out between tbe British Government and 
Haidar AH in 1766, tbe Malabar Chiefs who had taken re^geinTravancoreand 
tbe British territories, reinstated themselves and held possession till 1774, when 
the southern Rajas were again expelled. In tbe noithern districts the Baja 
of Eadattanad submitted to Haidar, aod the Kolattiii Resent was confirmed by 
Haidar in bis possessions, and in Eottayam and IruvsUuad, on condition of 
paying tribute. I a the treaty of peacef concluded with Tipu Sultan in 
17b4, the Rajas of Tanjore and Travancore were the only allies of the British 
whose protection was specifically guaranteed ■, and (his lei( Ttpa free (o wreak bis 
vengeance for past acts of hostility on the part of the Malabar Chiefs who 
bad co-operated with the British against him at the siege of Tellicbsrry aod 
elsewhere, la a few years Tipa again drove most of tbe Rajes and their 
families from the country by bis attempt foreibly to convert them to the 
Muhammadan faith. 

Is the war of 1790 the Kayars and Mnppillae were encouraged to threw 
oS tbeir depandsnee on Tlpn Sultan by a promise of protection on condition of 
their becoming subjects and dependants cf tbe British Government. Accord* 
ingly, on the 4th of May 1790, deeds were given to the Eolattiri Regent, to 
the Baja of Eadatcanad and to the Regent of Eottayam, protnieing to include 
them as allies in any treaty which the British Government might make with 
Tipo. A similar deed was given to tbe hrir*appareu6 of tbe Zunaorin. After 
Tipn’s troops were expelled from Eurangott, the Kayar of that district was 
allowed to resume poasessioa of hie ccantry, bat he soon after reuewed hie con* 
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aeotion with the Preneh. in the aettlement atMub^ and acknowledged hie 
dependeooe oo them. The MappilU raler of Cannanore aided with Tipu, Int on 
the redaction of her fort she submitted to the Briush Govemment uncondi. 
tioaally. Before tbe eud of the year ]790Tipu'e army waa driven out of 
the whole of tbe Malabar country, the Rajat both in the north and aenth 
were reatored, and their lerritoriea, with the eaeeption of those of Nelieharaio, 
Vetal Hegra, Kamli, and Banger (in the Sonth Kanara District), were included 
in the eeaeiona made to the British Oovemmeot nnder the treaty of 1792. 

Commiasionere were appointed in 1792 to enquire into tbe condition of the 
ceded districts, aod to estahlish a suitable aystem of goverumeot and judicial 
administration. Tbe Bajaa did not at fiint acquiesce in tbe assumption 
of the sovereignty of the coaatry by the British, but eventually agree* 
ments were conclided with them by which they engaged to submit to the 
control of the British Government, to pay tribnte, and Co grant tbe monopoly 
of the pepper trade. In December 1792 free trade was proclaimed in all 
articles except pepper, but the attempt to maintain the pepper monopoly 
proved a failure, and the restrictions on the trade in that article lilso were 
removed in the following year, the British Governrnhnt limiting its claims to 
a payment in kind of a moiety of tbe tribure to which, as sovereigna of the 
country, they were entitled. 

The first agreements which were made with the Rajas were temporary 
and generally concluded for one year only, nntil the resources of the eountry 
oould he ascertained, aud a fair tribute fixed in proportion to the revenues. 
Eventually the Rajas agreed to a joint coUeetion of tbe revencee by their 
own officers and those of the British Government. Inland customs wei’e 
abolished and taxes on exports and imports were levied by the British Gov* 
ernmenb alone. Courts of justice were established, presided over by British 
officers, nnd in a short time the administration of the oonutry was assioi* 
latsd to that of the other British provinces. Thereafter engagemeute were 
from time to time made with the Chiefs; bnt they were merely revenue 
engogements, which it would be out of place to loeert in the present col* 
leotion. The earlier Eogagements made with them before they had lost their 
political smtus have been ioclnded as Nos. XLIV to LXIl. 

Tbe administration of the Mslabflr District was transferred from the 
Presidency of Bombay to that of Madras on the 1st July XSOO. Finally, on 
the IdIh November 1806, by which time the whole of tbe Malabar I>istrict 
except Cannanore bad been taken under the direct revenue management 
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the CozBpaoy, an Eogag^ament (N&, LXIIt) was entered into with tha 
2amorto, guaraoteeiog to him and his family a malihaoa allowaaoe, cal* 
^alated at the rate of SO per cent, on tbe reveouea of the year lS00*10Ol^ 
of the territoriae of wbieh he was in poeeeeeiou at tbe time of the Myeord 
ioTasloD. Similar maliksoa allowaaoea were granted to tbe other chieftains, 
but 00 formal engagements wei*# made with them. Tbe allowanees were 
made liable to forfeiture on proof of disloyalty or misconduct. These malt* 
has a holders are sol in any eesae aamindars. 

Mana Vihrama, tbe late Zamorin, or brat Baja, of Calient, received ^ 
peraonal title of ‘^M&hsraja Bahadnr'' lo 1S78 and was created a Knight 
Commaader of the Older of tbe Indian Empire on tiie 25th May 1S92. He 
died on the €tb Aiigoet 1893. The xnalfhaha allowance to the family 
amounts to Rupees 1,84,000 in round immben. 

The rule of snccfseion in Malabar families is peputiai.* A father stands 
in no recognised legal relationship to bis own childres, wbo inherit their 
raotber'fl property and not *their father^s. A Malabar twravad or family oor- 
responds preCly closely to tbe Roman pm, with this fucdameatal distinction, 
however, that tbe members of tbe Ura^d tiaee their descent from a comnom 
ancestress, ioBlend of from a common anceetor. When tba members of a 
iaTAvai divide tbe common pknparty among themselves, they become ^lit op 
into separate but when, as in the case of the /srotuds of these Rajas 

and Chieftains, a large pnit of tbe common stools is set aside for the maifite- 
oance "f the &mily dignity, a nnmber of srpaiate bra nob es, called ^ees/u, are 
in. the course of time formed, with no bond to beep them from disintegratioa 
into separate iarnpads, except their interest in tbe common stock so set apart. 
•Tbeee branches in tbe i*uUog families are usually called after the Kotilogams 
(king’s houses) in which their membere dwell. Tims among tbe KolattirU 
tbe family lias in coarse of time split up into many XosiY^ana, or branches;-^ 
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Tbia family sprang: origioally, thara can be do doubt, from that of the 
Mabavajae of TrnTanoore, aa tbo two familloa to this day obeerre the cuatora 
e! death poUotion, a&d adoptiona have more than once takea place from the 
Kolattifi into the Traaaocore family. In all hkelibood an adoption will in a 
•few years again take place, aa tb^ appear to be no proapecti of female beire 
in tbe Twvanocra family. The MaTalikkara branch anppUed tbe last adopted 
keirs to Travncore. 

The nominal head of tbe Kolattiri family ia the eldest female member 
'(Achamma) of all thaee'or braocbea, ond her rank if styled 
Muppaitkanam (head dignity). She baa however no share of tbe eomoioa 
niock set apart for tbe maintenance of her position. Subordinate to her the 
eldest five male members* of all the branehea ancceeded by seniority to the 
following dignitiea 

1. Tbe Eolattiri. 

2. The TekkaJankur (Southern Regent). 

8. Tbe Tadakkalanknr (Northern Regent). 

4. The Nalamkur (Foartb). 

5. Tbe Anjamknr (Fifth). 

These titles are now practically in abeyance. There were many diasen- 
stone in the family at the time of the Kaja of Bednni’*s irroption into Malabar 
(178t'39), and in oonsequence, in 174$, tba Xldayamaagalam branch was cut 
off from succession to the larger portion of the family territory. Since that 
time the senior male member of the Falli braacb, atyled the Raja of Cbiiak* 
kal, has been reccgoised as tbe head of the bonse. 

In the Zamorin's family there are but three Sopiloffamit or branches, vit.

It is uDnecessary to give »milar details regarding the other familiei 
mentioned above. 

Eveo ip the MappilU families in North MaUber, which are MQhanBa<r 
dan, the euceeseiop went in tbe female line. Tbos ia the Cannanore famil;, 
which in addition to their estates on the mainland held possession of the 
eoutbera Laccadirs Islands, the chief male represeototite of the family was 
called Ali Eaga, the prince of the deep or sea. One of these was succeeded by 
his niece, whose husband died duriog the siege of Caunanore in 1790. This 
lady was succeeded by her daughter and grand-daughter. iLe last died in 
October 1861, and the Madras GoTernment, inietaking the rule of sacoession, 
which requires that every heir must be descended immediately from a female, 
and imagining that females only could encceed, recognised her distant f^^le 
relative to the exclnsion of her son. Bot on the appeal of the son, All Haja^ 
and after further investigation of the case, hie right to the eoccf^on was 
recognised. He died in 1870 and was succeeded by his nephew, the present 
AH Baja. . . 

This family of Caunanore, at first tributary to the Kblattiri, became 
independent about the middle of tbe last century. After Haidar Ali's oon- 
quest of Malabar in 1766 tbe representative of the family became his ally. 
Caunenore was taken by the British dnriog the war with Tipn in 1784, an 
indemnity was exacted from the Bibi, and a tribute of on© lakh of rupees 
was imposed upon her (No. LXIV). On tbe conclusion of peace with Tipu 
matters reverted to their former position, but when in 1780 war again broke 
ont with Tipo, the Bibi instigated tbs MapplUaa against tbe Nayars, the 
Companys allies. Cannanore was taken by storm, the posseasioua of the 
Bibi became the right of the British Government hy conquest, and were in¬ 
cluded in the cessioae made by Tipu. She was however allowed to retain her 
posses rioos on condition of paying a moiety of the produce of her country 
both on tbe maioland and in her five islands, amoanting in all to Rupees 
4,940, as well as Rupees 10,000 psr annum aa a similar share ofitbe predwa 
and-commercial advantages accruing from the Laccadives... ^ 
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Zaacadive lilandi.^ln 1793 the Bibrof C&nnftnore executed an Agreement

lands if it aboald be ordered by the British OoTeroDent. CommienoDara wore 
sent to inTeetigate tbe rosourcee of the ialaoda^ the treatment of the island era 
by the Bibi, the abuaea connected with her monopoly of eoir, and similar 
matters, After a tedious negotiation a proTiaional A ^eement (No. LXVI.) waa 
in 1796 ugned by tbe Bibi> robject to ratification by Government, by which 
obe engaged to pay Ba]>ees 13,000 per annum to tbe British Ooreroment^ 
but the rights of Government to tbe islands under the agreement of 1793 
were in no way altered or relinqoisbed- Owing to tbe breaking cat of the war 
with France and other coneideratioos, negotiations for the surrender by tbe 
Bibi of her sovereignty of the islands, for tbe reform of their administratioo, 
and for the freedom of trade, were not completed, and for many yeans the Lac* 
cadive Xelands remained unnoticed. 

' In 184A, however, peritions from tbe islanders complaining of tbe oppres¬ 
sion of the Bibi, attracted attention, and a British officer was deputed to report 
on the subject. The Bibiks resonrces havlog been much crippled by tbe 
damogs caueed by a recent storcn, she was oocnpelled to ask for a remission 
of the peel)hash which hod fallen much into errears. The reqneat was 
granted on tbe condition that she wonld introduce the necessary reforms into 
her administration, bntas she declined to do so, tbe ofier of remiesion was 
recalled and her lands at Canoanore were attached for arrears of peshlasb. 
In 1354 tbe Laccadives were sequestrated on a similar acoonut and bronglit 
ander Britisb managem^t. Tbe island of Miiiieoy, which the Bibi claimed 
ae her private property, offered open resistance to tbe authority of Govern- 
mept, was not finally brongbt under control till 185$* 

The islands were restored to the Bibi shortly before her death in 1861, 
isilh a distinct intimation that, in tbe event of any acts of oppression or 
extortion beiog proved against her or her agenta, Oovernment would seques* 
trate the islands in order to compel tbe introduction of good govemmaut. 
Daring the rule of lier sun and snoeeseor. All Baja, tbe same molodminietra* 
tioQ contiuned. Complaints on his part regarding the evasion by tba island¬ 
ers of tbe monopoly of coir were freqnent, and ccunterehaiges were brought 
by them of oppression on tbe part of the Baja and hie agents in collecting 
tbe dues. Eoqnirise conducted on the spot showed that the Eaja*a authority 
was oompletsly in abeyance in tbe three principal islands, and that he was 
powerless to euforca the monopoly. He died in 1870, and was snooped 
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Uoaa AU tba preient baad oC tba famitj, but no improTe* 

mant took p^aee in the relatkcs bettvaea tlie Eaja and the telandara. At 
length, as tbste was no hope ot an; reform ia the aduinistrstioo^ as the Rtija 
deolinsd to abolish the monopoly, sad as the airears of psahkadix bad again 
acoomulsted to s large sum, the islands were attached and their admiuistra- 
tioa VOS assumed by the British Oovernment in LS75. 

In 18b9 the MadrsB GoTemmeat, b&))g of ophuon that there was stsll no 
hope of any permanent reform if the ialande were restored to the Baja, proposed 
that they should be declaied to be Britssh possessions, and that a compensatory 
aUowaxxce should be asngned to the Raja The Madras GoTemment conteoded 
that legally the islands were already British tonitory, as in 1792 all the tern* 
toriee of the Camxanore Baja had become the poesesaons of the Company by 
conquest, and were included among the cessions madn by Tipu. '] be Gorern. 
meutof India eveutoslly could not agree in the view that the islands were British 
territory. The psehVash being still in aireats, the islands continue to bs ad> 
ministered by British oScers. 

HortAern Laceadivu.—l^ho inhabitoots of the fonr northern islands re- 
Tolted in L7S5 against tbeanthority of the Canoanore family^ and scQght the 
protection of Tipu, who in 17S7 allowed the Baja to aonex in lieu of theed 
islands a jagir cut cf the territory cf the of CbirakksL This jsgir wan 
reoocupied by the Baja of ChiraUksl in 1791: a claim to compensatioQ for the 
less of it wss pat forward by the Blbi of Caonanore in 1821 and coneeded by 
the Conrt of Direotore. A sum of Bupeee 6^250, in the form of a remierioa 
of the pashkasb, is annually paid to the bead of the family on thie sccomit.

do eveiy thing in their power to render you iodepandent of Tippoo 8niton. 
And as you base agreed fo enter into an sllionce with the Honourable Com¬ 
pany on the same basis of friendship that formerly enbsiited between both 
parties, and as yon ha7e also agreed to grant reewpto for aacb supplies as you 
may receiTC from the Honoorable Company and to settle for the same here¬ 
after, 1 do hereby farther aesore you that, in any future Treaty that may 
take place between the Comparand Tippoo Sultan,you shall be included and 
coaeidered as an ally of the Honourable Company.

levied as well from the land revenues as the customs, to tbe end that if more 
be reslixed tbao the sum therein stipulated, the surplus be paid to the Com¬ 
pany • Sfidiy _That & more full nnd particnlat account shall be framed as soon 

as Mssible of tbe country, for which end the said Commigsioneifl shall also 
have a nght to appoint ioepectora} llie said Bajab of Cbencal does 

in the said agreement bind bimaelf to agwe to all such regubtions and rates 
as shall be formed for the oollectioo oi the revenues aod tbe admioistiatioo ct 
instice bv the Commissioners then expected from Bengal on the part of the 
Goveroor-Geoeral of India; and 4iih ^ agreement the

And whereas since tbe date of the above agreement Sir ^hert 
Abercromby, the Qoveriwt of BomUr, and Messrs, 

Commissioners from tbo GoveTnor-General. having come to the M»labsr Coast 
did in 000 junction with Mr. Fanner, Mr. Page, and Major Dow, Commis- 
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eionere from Bombay, datermica tbftt tbcra abould be established oqo civQ 
goTemment subordinate to that of Bombay with suitable courts of justice 
and otber eatablisbcQeiite fur tbe geaeral admioistretioQ of tbe eoantries tbus 
conquered from and ceded by ISppoo Snltao, in ^e manner already parti* 
calorly set forth and folly noticed in tbe Ooreroor of Bombay’s circalar 
letter to all tbe Bajabs, under date tbe dOtb March 1722^* an pursuance of 
which arrangement, as well as of the aforesaid agreement of 1792, it was 
^ain in tbe sobseqnent month of July 1798 former stipulated and ogyeed 
between the Commissioners above named on tbe one part, and tbe eaid Rajah 
on the other part, for tbe purpose of obtainlog more foil and satisfactory

And whereas nnco the date of tbe above agreement Sir Robert Aber* 
eromby. the Governor of Bombay*, and Messrs. Dancan and Boddam, tbe 
^mmissioosrs from the Governor General, having come to tbe Malabar 
' ^ast bare, in coojnnction with Mr. Farmer, Mr. Page, and Major Dow 
(Commissioners from Bombay), determined that there shall ba established one 
civil gorernmetit snbordinate to that of Bombay, with snitable Coart of 
Juiice and other eslabllahmsnts for tbe general administration of the coun¬ 
tries tbos conquered from and ceded by ‘Hppoo Sciitaa, in tbe maonsr already 
particolarly set forth and folly ocliBed in the Governor of Bombay's Circular 
letter to all the Rajahs, under date tbe 80th of March last. 

In esscutioD and porsosnce of that part of tbe aforesaid agreement of 
Angost last, which stipniates that the Company sball have inspeotora of tbe 
revenue, tbe Commiasioners from Bengal and Bombay did jointly appoint in • 
January last MreouB in that capacity under tbs oame of serishtadars, who 
liave oollected and delivered in certain aooounts of the former and present 
value of the country, which seriebtndars' accounts are, from the shortness of 
time allowed to make the inspaotion, not nearly so complete or perfect as is 
reqnisite to enable the Company's Government to fii at present, with sufficient 
rs^rd to tbe interests of tbe inbabitante of tbe country at large (which coo* 
siitutes its primary object) tbe Jumma that should according to justice and 
equity be payable from all smd every part thereof. It is therefore agreed

eouotriee with whom the oonnectioQ cftQ only be maintoiaed and cultivated be 
the Company's GovernmeDt, so it ie ogre^ that the msnagemeot of these 
reeidasry dotiee eball be and remain with the Honoorable Company, to be 
regnlated and increased and dimioisbed as to their rates u may brst suit the

Translation of anERRARVAMAfrom Vbbavarma, the Bajah of 

CoRiaNAAi>— 1798. 

Whereas I did oo the 18tb of Maj present to tbs Commieio’Qers aoeppU* 
caKon setJin? forth (aiaonir other poiote) ''that the.oouotrj of Corinoaad 
coDOstsd of fire talooks, m, Cneba Corimnaad, KoUcad, Pvniar, Pyoormolla, 
add Poorwre, aad that all the said talooke bdog committed to me from the 
begbtiiog of I rei^uested that, for (be purposes of eitabliehicg orfiriag 
ao^ aeeeesing the revenue sad for makiog the coUecCiODS, to the end that 
whatever money ebaU be reaUsed in the said talooke secb officer may rQpe> 
intend, and that 1 may, io conformity to that account, enter into wntibgs 
with the Company, and receiving credit for or deducting whatever the 
Company may allow foe me and my familiee' dieburaemeota aod for ^e 
tern plea, Brahmine, Chettera, etc., I may pay the wmaioder into govenunent 
according to the atoted perioda and receive my reoeipta.'' 

“ And further that wbereea Mr. Fatiner had, in pnieuaiwe of tie Com.

Wbereae I bare entered icto a vmtteii ekromsma, m 'which the aVil end 
Criminal sdmioistration of jostlce ia edt country is declared to depeud on the 
Sidevl ate of Cherpooloberry and of Galioat, and on the gentiemen'e orders, in 
respscb to which my orders and authority are act to operate. 

And whereae, in consideration of the local distance from Cherpooloberry, 
an interior court subordinate to that of Cherpoolcheriy is, for the settling of 
emdl causes, on tbs point of being established at Pslgbat, which court u to 
take eogoiaaoce of snits where the valne claimed does not exceed Rupees 
200, and also of small and inconeiderahls quorrels, brawls, asd affrays. 

I do therefore give in writing that the procese and aathority of the said 
court shall be sod remain current iu ny conntry; aud that we ourselves sbaU 
also in all respects be obedient and conform to the same sod submit to it« 
jne^eo; and whoever shall be (dissatisded with thie inferior court dial!, by 
proceeding to Cherpooloberry aod preferring an applicatbn to the geutlemen 
there, atbin to Justice. 

1 have therefore wntten this efciarnaaa to 'the end 'that if I deviate 
therefrom 1 may become culpable iu the eight of Government.

Puncan and Mr. Cbarlea Boddam (Commissionen from tbe Government 
Oeoeral) having arrived in this oonnt^ bare settled in cosjonction with Mr. 
W, G. Farmer snd Mr. W. F^ and Ma^or Dow (CommUsiooere from 
Bombay) a system of adminisCratioo, iccladiog tbe administration of juetioe 
and for the other puiposee of government witbin the Malabar oountriea, lu 
the manner already particularly set forth and fully notified in Che Governor of 
Bombers circular letter to all the Bajabe, under date tbe 80th of Marob last; 
1 do folly agree to tbe said plan and to the tenor of the Governor of Bombay’s 
letter aforesaid, and shall conform thereto and act accordingly. 

And tbe Acheen of Fal^bat having with my bnowledge and privity

'William Gamul Farmer and Major Alexander Dow being depnted 
by the BonooTabls Mejo>Chmeral Robert Abercromby, Ooremor <a Boenbay, 
to settle the satd countriee so ceded, tbe said Haja 'Waliabhan came to them 
at Calicut and represented that the countries of Mellatoor, Augarypooram, 
Vaoarcaddo, and Kapil bad always appertained to tbe kingdom of 'Vellatre, 
aud that in enneideration of services rendered the Company io assisting their 
annieebe, tbe Eaji^, hoped to hold bis former con o tries as manager for 
tlie Company, paying to them tbe revenues oolleoted from the said coud tries, 
which, by an acoonnt delivered by Kariatt Moosa, the ksiigar of tbe Eajab 
of VellaUe, appear to he os follows^.

Nair Chiefs aod many of the petty Nairs bell their lands withont paying 
revenue or tribate to tbe Eajab bat were only liable to follow them rn war, 
Hyder AU Kban Babadnor and his son Tippoo Sultan destroyed this custom, 
s»od after examining the value of the property of every person they fixed tbe 
rev^ue which waa to be paid; and tbis revenue tippoo Sultan delivei’ed over 
to the Company; the ancient onatora ia not to be renewed by the Bajah by 
giving bach tbe lands free from tribute Tbe Company Imviog their own 
trooprdo not waut tbe military service of the Saire, and therefore, as far as 
they are able from the produce of their lands and gardens, they are to pay 
aocording to tbe jumma settled by Tippoo. 

In the same masnsr from very ancient limes grants were made of 
lands to tbe Pagodas aud to ibe Brahmins, all wbioh lands were by Hyder 
and Tippoo brought to account in the revenue ; these lands are not to 
be given back on any account to the Hrabmine or any thing done tending to 
prejodice the revenues of the Company; they have to defend tbe cpnntry, and 
these reveuuss must pay tbs troops. 

7^1,^Whereas it is the iotention of the (Governor-General to send round 
persons from Bengal to inspect this oonntry and to form ruWs for collecting 
tbe revenue and for the administration of justice, tbe said Rajah obliges 
himself to sgroe to such regulations sa it is thought fit to make, and in general, 
at ail times, to agree to whatever tbs Uonournble Company msy think fit to 
ordain for tbe bsttei'management of their eonntry and the improvement of 
the revenue. 

Any ministers or other persons to he employed 1^ the Rajah in tbe 
government of the oonntry, or the collection of revenues, to be with the cou' 
ssnt of tbe Honomobls Company by their representatives, and if at aoy time 
any cf them misbehave, they are to be dismissed. 

There being in certoin districts balances due on aecocut of the ool- 
leotions of tbe present year, an eceonot ta to be made of the same, when 
orders will be given to collect and tbe collections to be paid to the Company. 
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bein^ the desire of the OompaDy to prOQare what pepper »rowa 
ill the countries, they will appoint their own merohonts to porobaao it ia the 
oouTitry; no other merohnnts are therefore to be permitted to porcbaae, and 
every flaeuitaiioe Is to be given to the Company's merchants; the price to be 
psld for said pepper by tbs merchants to cbe ryots to be fasreal’ter settled. 
This or any o^er mode fviiicb may be thought better, the tUjah Wallabban 
ie to assiflt ill. ^ 

Tills au’reement is only for oda year, and subject to the approval or dis- 
npjiroval of the Honourable t3eoer«l Aberoromby.

ports from the countries beyond the Hononrable Com|>aoy's proviuce of 
Malabar, «.e, from Cavay to ^ocbio; and aa tbe duties thus remaihing to be 
collaeted ors to be levied solely on tbe trade with foreign countries with whom 
the oooaectioQ can only be maintsdued and cultivated by tbe Company’s 
Government, BO it is agreed that the mnnsgemeut of these residuary dnties 
ahull be and remain with the Honourable Company, to be regulated, inoreassd, 
or dimioished as Co their rates as mxy bast suit the puhlio interest with 
foreign natioos. 

And it is thereby also agreed that tbe administration of justice in all its 
parts within and tbroDghoat tbe province of Malabar, ucuording to the judi¬ 
cial regulatioos determiosd on and confirmed by tlie Supreme (roverumcnt, 
shall continue under the managsment, auperinCeudeoce, mid direction of the 
gentlemen appointed for that purpose on the part of Govern cnent. 

And whereas James Stevens, Senior, Esquire, supervisor of the pro¬ 
vince of Malabar, did io the Malabar year 97(), snsweriDg to the Christian 
era iTdi'dJ, on behalf of the Honnureble United Enhrlisb East India Company, 
in pursoaoceof and in conrormitj to the mode of agreement os above mentioaed 
settled with the Hinahs of Malabar, etipolate and s^ree with Hehagaest Cannal 
Cemamil Eilloo, Canmpuriet Cbapeo, and Chandsrole Amboo, Nambyars, 
to deliver over to them, the said Irvernaad Kambyars sod tbmr ageata, the 
management of the district of Irvern&ad in os far as regards tbe detail 
Qollection of the revenues of tbe stid dlstrioC (with the reservation of tbe 
aothority of the Canoocigoes as more particnlarly specified in their book urn- 
namos or instructions, who are to be permanent registers on the port of 
Government) for the term of five yearn commeocing on the first of Canny 
nioe bnndrsd and seventy, a.n. 12th September one thonaaod seven hondred 
and ninety-fonr; • 

Now be it known that the said Nambyars Cetiagnsst Canna, Cernamil 
Eilloo, Cautepuriet Chapen, and Ohanderole Amboo having preferrsil n 
rsqneat to Christopher Peile, Esquire, Nortbern Superintendent, in a paper 
bearing their respective signatures and dated nt Mondal the fifth day of 
January or 24tb Dnuoo 973, desiring, for tbe reasons Cbeiein set forth, that 
the above mentioned ehiaroama or agreement beresciodedniid from beno^orth 
be coosidered as nnll and void; we John Spencer, Esquire, Mnjor-Genenl 
James Hartley, and John Scoee, Esquire, Comcnisaionera, executing tbe office of

the English year 179S, and on the Otli of the hdalahar mouth 
of Cheengum, or Singum ia the yenr 967. 

1. Of the coon tries ceded by Tippoo Sollan tbeie remain sundry places In 
tbe four divisions of Calient, Belatooad, Ernsad,and Ohowghast; the Zamorin 
has further repi’easnted that in ^e districts leased to tbe Rajah of Corimnaad 
there are two talooks which are particularly desired by him, ais bcinw family 
places, called Borrakumpooram and Kehaknmpooram. On a repressDt:itk>n 
to the Bajab of Coidmnaad he willingly oonseots to sarreoder these two 
taJooka. The conotries of Colamgoora (Colongoor), Cadavomu (Koorwye), 
and Manaree (Muogarec), annexed by Tippoo to tbe talook of Pnligbat having 
aocienriy bees ceded to the Zemorin, have been held and colleoted by him 
since tbe expulsion of Tipp(»n. These countries, together with the sea and land 
customs, altogether estimated at Rupees fonr lakbs sixteen thonsaod three 
hundred and eisty*sixaad one quuvtev (Ropees i, 16 ,.SB8*1), as per an account 
hereafter entered, aie to be delivered over to the Zamorin for one ye&r from 
the let day of tlie Malabar montb Canny, year 968, answeriog to about Jbe 
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}si SepWiaber 17W with taW poweia to make the coneokinne. ailm - 
nieter Vatice, and all other rigbla cedtd by T^ppoo Saltan to the Riifc-UnU 
Company, for wbicU tlie said Zatoorin agreea to pay to tSe Honoarable C.oin- 
BRUT by the baoda of anch pen one as they may appoint the saro ot MpMB 
foor lakhs shteeD thousand three hundred and eiaty-eix and one quarter 
(Rnpees 4,16,366*1) in the following manner ^ 

2. The sum of Rnpees one lakh and fifty thonsnod (Rnpeea 1,60,000) on the 
1st of the month of Dannoo, answering to the 1st of December 179& Engheh. 

8. Tbe sum of Rupees one lakh thirty*six thonaaod three hundred ejid 
sixty'six and one qoarter (Enpeea l,3d,866-l) on tbe 1st of the month or 
Minoen, tnsweriog to tbe 1st of Maroh 1798. 

4. Tbe snm of Rupees one Iskh ibirty tbonsand (Rupees 1,30,000) cm llie 
let of tbe Malabar month Vederom, answering to the let of June 1793 Eng¬ 
lish: thme payroeata are to be truly and pnnctoaliy made at the stated 
periods. 

6. The foregoing amonnt of Rupees four lakhs sixteen thousand three 
hundred and sixty-six and one qunrtor (Rapees 4,16,366.1) being founded ^ 
an aceount of the vsJue of the countries leased out and delivered by the 
minister of tbe Zamorio, sod estimated at one-bal! of the assassraent levied 
by Arshed Beg Ehsn in tbe time of the Nawab Tippoo SulUn, itisagraed 
that on the part of the Company shall be inspectors ta ascertain the exact 
amount levied oa tbe countries ss above stated, and if it is found that more 
is levied, the difference is to be paid to the flononrable Company. The value 
also of tbe sea customs is by eomputataon; it is therefore also agreed that at 
this .place there shall be persons to inspect on tbe part of tbe Hononrable 
Company, and if they prodace more, tl>e difference is also to be paid to the 
Company. 

6. In tbe foregoing accoont is mentioned the revecnea to be received from 
the Bajabs of Beypoor, Perperiogod, and Belutnaad, which, at the request of 
tbe Zamorio, are to be received through him as a mark of reepeot and snpe* 
riority ; it is however understood that the eolleotions of those countries sre to 
be msde by tbe EajaUs of them wicbontanT bterfe recce on tbe part of the 
Zamorin. Tbe amount payable being stated, liis officer will have an order to 
receive it when doe from the diftersnt Rajaba 

7. Tbe Zamorin has represented that in ancient times the sovereignty of 
all these petty Rajahs, eo tar as related to the administration of justice, was in 
him, and therefore begged that be might still be permitted to etercise this 
sovereignty; as the Commissioners do not perceive aoy barm in this, they 
willingly agree to it, subject to the general regulations intended hereafter to 
be msde relative to tbe administration of justice. 

8. That a more full and particular account shall be framed aa soon as 
possible of the value of tbe several countries leased out to the Zamorin to be 
delivered to tbe Commlssiooers, who will have a right on their pail; to appoint 
any person they nay please for the inspection of the said accounts. 

9. Wbei’eas formerly in tbe ancient government of the Zamorio, tbe 
Nair Cbivfa and many of tbe petty Nairs held their lands without paying 
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1 avenue or tribute to the Zamorin or to their Rajahs, but were only liable to 
follow them ib war, Hyder Ali Klisw B^iadoor and his son Tippoo Suitan 
destroyed this cnatom, and after examining the value of the property of every 
pereor, they fixed tbe revenue which was to be ^id, and thia revenue Tippoo 
Sultan delivered over to the Com^y; the accient cualom is not to be ^ 
sewed by the Zamorin, by giving back the lands free from tribute; t'ia 
Company having tiielr own troops, do not want tbe mHilary service of the 
Naira, and therefore, aa far M they are able from the produce of their lands 
and gardens, they are to pay according to the jutnma settled by Tippoc. 

10. In the same manner from very ancient time* grants were made o£ 
lands to tbe Pagodas and to the Brsbmins, all which lauds were by Tippoo 
and Hyder brought to account in therevenoe; these laods are not to be given 
back on any aoeouct to the Brahmins or anything done tending to prciumce 
tbe revenues of the Compouy. They have W defend the conotty, and their 
revenues must pay their troops. 

11. 'Whereas it is tbe intention of the Governor-&ener^ to send ronod 
persons from Bengal to iospect this country sod to form ml« for collecting 
the revenue and for the admluistration of justice, the said Zutdorin obliges 
himself to agree tn such regulations as it is thought fit to make, 
general at all times to agree to whatever the Honourable Cumpany may tliinfc 
fit to ordaio for tbe better management of their country and the impreremenb 
of their revenue. 

n. Any minister or other persons to be employed by the Zamorin id 
the government of the country or the collection <*f the revenues, to be wita 
the consent of the Honourable Company by their reprerentativea; and it at 
any time any of them misbehave, they are to he dismissed. 

13. There being in certain districts balances due on ajccount of the 
collections of the present year, an account is to be made of tbs same, when 
orders will be given to collect and the colleotions paid to the Uompany. 

U. It being tbe desire of tbe Company to procure what pepper ^ows

Whereas an agreemeut for the Ualalrar year V6K (bearing date the Ititb 
August or 6th of the month of Cbeeugum 967 Malabar atyle) wae 
executed by the Samoory Eajah or Zamorin Mean Vlcrum with William 
Gamnl Parmer, Psq., and Major Dow, Commlssionera app<dnted by the Preei- 
denoy of Bombay for inspecting and rrgolating tlie conn tries conquered on 
this ooastbytbe British aitoy during the late war with Tippoo Sultan; in 
which agreemeot it is, amoog other things, stipulated, l*i, that "on tbs part 
of the Honourable Company there shall be iuepectors to asceitain the exact 
amount levied as well from the land revenue as the customs, to the end that 
if more be realised than the sum therein stipulated, the surplus be paid to the 
Cofiipaoy; ^^nd, that " a mors full and particular account ehall be framed as 
soon as possible of the v^os of the oountry, for wliieh end the said Commis- 
siooers eull also have a right to appoint iuspectors; aod $rd, the Zamorin 
does in toe said agreement biud himself "to agiee to all euch regulations and 
rules as shall be ibrmed for the collection of the revenue and odrumistration of 
justice by the Comm i sal oners then expected from Bengal oo the part of the 
Goveromeut General of India;'^ and 4ib and lastly, by the said agreamsot 
the Zamorin doth contract and bind himself in gSDeral and at all times to 
agree to whatever the Hooonrable Company may think 6t to ordain for the 
better management of the country and the improvemeot of the reveuue.'^ 

Siuce the date of the above agreement Sir Eoberi Abercromby, the Gov¬ 
ernor of Bombay, aud Messrs. Duucan aod Boddaia, Commissioiiers from the 
Government General, having come to the Malabar coast have, in conjunction 
with Mr. Farmer, Mr. Fsg:e, and Major Dow (Commissioueis from Bombay), 
detenniued that there shaU be eetahlished one civil governoeot subordinato 
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toibatof Boaba 7 , with suitable conrtc of Jostiue and ether sstabH^bments 
for (be general adzniTtistratiou of die onuntriee thos conquered from and ceded 
by Tippoo Sult&u iu the manner already particularly set forth and folly ooti- 
6od in the Governor of Bombay’s ciraular letter to oil the fiojahs, onder date 
the doth March last. 

In execotioD and poreuanca of that part of the aforesaid agreemsot of 
August last, atipulates ^at the Company aball have inspectors of the 

revenue, (be Commieaioners from Bengal and Bombay did jointly appoint 
in January last persons id that c^ipacity under the uarae of seriabiuars who 
have collected and delivered, end ai'e still delivering hi, certain accounts of 
the former and pi'eseiit value of the country, from which there is reasoo to 
suppose that tbe offer made in the eubseqoent month of February by Sbtci- 
oath, the snrvadi karrigar or principal mloister of the Zamorio, to agree on 
the part of bis master to pay the foil jumma of Arshed Beg^Kban as asaened 
on the conn try iu the time of Tippoo Sultan, was no more thau the present 
state of the country's prodoctiveness is eqn&l to; yet, considering that the 
said serisbtadar’s accounts are, from the shortness of time allowed to make 
the inspection, not nearly sc complete or perfect as is requisite to enable the 
Company’s Ctevemment to fix at present with anfficieut repaid to the inter* 
eete of the inhabitants of the country at large (which constitutes its primary 
objeot), tbs jumma that should, according to justice and equity, be payable 
from all and every part thereof; it is therefore agreed that, for the purpose 
of obtaining more full and satisfactory information on a point of such moment 
to the general welfare, iQfipeet'»ra or colleoters shall be appointsd on the part 
of the Company into every district of the Company to carry on the collections 
jointly with the officers of the Samcory Rajah, tn oonjuactioti with tbeCanoon- 
goes who are to be appointed ae permanent rsgleters on the part of Goveimnent. 

And for as much ae the great number of inferior Chow Vie* for the ool« 
lection of eoonghum or duties and tolls on mei’cbatxcUze most materially tend 
U> the discouiftgement of trade and thereby to beep hack the improvemeut of 
the country, it baa been further ag;«d upon aod ordered, in view to the 
gmeral good, that all tbs said inland duties, tolls, and coaloms, and the places 
for the receipt* of them, be from the date of this writing fnr ever done away 
aod abolished, and that tbs duties on aei^andize be only cvllected on exports 
by sea or land to, or jcnportB from, the conntries beyond the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s province of Malater, that is, from the Cavay to Cochin; and as tb© 
duties that will thus-remain to be collected will be levied solely on the tmde 
with foreign countries, with whom the connection can only he maiotai&ed and 
oultivatedny tile Company’s Governmeot, so it ie agreed that tlie manage* 
meet of these reaiduary duties shall be and remaio with the Honourable Com¬ 
pany to be regulated and increased and diminished as to (heir rates ns may 
best suit the public interest with foreign nations; but a man oo my part aball 
remain with the Company’s ufficera to keep an accocmt of the oustom-house 
receipte. « 

As to the mint, what concerns it bath been thus settled, vi»., that the 
control and giving diiectioiis and making all arraogemeuts as to what ^rte of 
coin eh all be therein etruok aod at wbat touch, or with wbat alloy in each 
kind 5 and likewise as to what ehall be the seigniorage or duties payable by the 
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narchants and baakai'a on the coinage of thair metnia; all tbeaa poiuta depend 
00 and are enliroly eubjjct to tba oroera and well-saaminsr o! the gentlemen of 
tbe Company, >.a., of the gentlaman who ia or ahaU he atationod hero at 
( alicnC for the general conduetiog and management of all the afiain* of 
Malabar, in ibia caanner that my paopleaball alaoaaaiatin the conducting 
of the procaaa and details of the bnainesaof the mint, conjointly with thoaa 
of the gentleman aforeaaid; aod that, after all ohargaa dednctM^ whatever 
net pr<^t shall accrue from the mintj shall be eqdaily divided between me and 
the Honourable Company.

'Wbavaas an agreement for tlie Malabar year 968, bearing data the l^tli 
Angust 1792 or 6tli uf tba montii of Singnm 967 Malabar style, was exe- 
ontM by the Samoory Bajab or Zamorin Maar Viermn with Willium Gaznul 
Farmer, Eeqnire, and Major Alexander Bow, Commissiooera appcinte<l by 
tbe Freaideney of B^imhay for iospeetiog and rage lating the countries con* 
qnered on thia ooast by the British army during tbe late war with Tippoo 
Saltan, in which agreamaut it ia, among other things stipulated, Iti, that 
“on tbe part of the Hononrabla Company there shall be inapeotors to 
aacartoin tbe exact amoent levied, as well from the land revenue as tbe 
customs, to (be end tbat if more be realired tban tbe sum therein stipulated, 
the aarpluB be paid to tbe Company/' Snd, that'' a more full aod p^ioular 
acconnt eball be framed as soon as poesible of the value of the ooniitry, for 
which end tbe said Commiosionars shall also have a right to appoint iaapec* 
tors/'and “cbe Zamoiln does in tbe said agreement bind himself to 
agree to all each regulations and rates as shall be formed for tbe collection of 
the revenoes aud the administration of jostice by tbe Commissioner then 
expected from Bengal on the part of tbe Oovaiaor-Oenaral of India/' and 
4U aod lastly, by the said agreement tbe Zamohn doth contract and bind 
himselfin general aod at all times to agree to whatever tbe Hoooorable 
Company may think 6t to ordain for tbe better manugecoent of the country 
and the improvemeot of the revenue."

betrreen tbe Commuaionere ahoveoacoad on tbe one part, aod tba i^soioary 
Kaiab Mnar Vicrum od tbe other part, for tbe purpoee o£ obtaioin? a more 
full and eatiafaotorj inf^trmatioo as to the rovenue funds of the diatriot Bubor« 
dioate to the said Zamorin Hajalt, ns well as in view to corroborate an offer 
made by Shamnath, tbe earvadi karrigar or principal minister of tbe Zamoria, 
to agree on the part of bis master to pay tbe fall jumma of Arabed Beg Khan 
as assessed on ti)e snid dtatricte Id tbe time of Tippoo Saltan; that inapeotora 
or collectors should be aj^pointed on the part of the Company into every 
district of the Company to carry on the collecHooe jointly with tbe officers of 
the said Zamorio Rajab for the space of one year in conjunction with the 
CanooDgoes who, it was also agreed, should be appointed ae permsnant or per- 
petual registers on tbe part of Oovemmeiit. 

And for as macb as ths great number of inferior Chowkiea for the collec¬ 
tion of sooagbnm or duties and tolls on merchandize were foond matorially to 
discourage trade and thereby keep back the improTemeot of tbe couutry, it 
was foitber sgieed upon and ordered, in view to tbe general good, th»t sit 
the said inland duUes, tolls, and customs and tbe places for tbe receipts of 
them, eh on Id be from tbs date of that writing, ekraraamab, ois , June 1798, 
for ever doos anay and abolished, and that tiie duties on msrehandize should 
be only collected on exports by sea or land to, or imports from, tbe countries 
beyond tbe Honourable Company's protlace of Malabar, that is, from Cavsy 
to Cochin; and ae the duties thus remaining to be coUeotsd would belerie^ 
solely on the trade with foreign countries, with whom the oonneotion can 
oily be maintuued and cultivated by tbe Company’s Govemmeot, so it was 
agreed that tbe mao percent of these residuary duties should be and remain 
with the Honourable Company to be regulated, inertsaeed, or diminiabed, as 
to their rates as might beet suit the public interest with fordgn nstions; but 
a man on bis (ths said Zamorin's) part to remain with the Company's officers 
to keep an account of ths custom-house receipts, of which tbe Zamorio is h> 
have a tenth of tbe gross produce. 

And in regard to what concerned tbe mint, it was further settled atid 
agreed by and between tbe said Commissioners and tbe Zamorin Bajah Mast 
Vieram, that tbe control and giving directions and making arrangements ss

business of the mint conjointly with those of the gentlemen aforesud, and 
that after all chafes deducted whatever net profit shall accrue from tbs miot 
should be oquolly divided between him, tbe said Zamorin Rajab, and tts 
Hononnihle Company. 
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Id pursoaoc© therefore an<i exeontioa of tbe alxjve qaotbd »j^em«nte of 
Acffust 1793 >nd Iud© J798, m well ts in view to wbnt Ii»8 been alr^y 
on witL the bwiy o« tbe Rujabe nod determined on nod confirmed by 
the Supreme GoTemment, that the admioietratioo of justice in all ite parte 
within and thronghoot the said province, according to the jodiOJal nsgufationa, 
aball ooDtanne nnder the maoagenient, sttpeiititendeoce, end directii»n of the 
gentlenieo appointed for that purpoee on the part of Government; and for 4»* 
mncb ae the period stipulated by the eforeaeia agreement of 1 i9u, for 
the joint coUection of the revennea by oflicers on the part of the Company in 
coojunotiion with tbote of theSamoory, hath now ezpireil, I, Jutnes Stevena, 
Beqniro» snm or anpervleor for the affairs of the Honoumble,.Company in ihe 
eaid province of Malabar, in virtue of the powers derived to me from the 
Hoponrable the President in Oonudl of Boo boy, do hereby further stipulate 
and agree for and in hebalf of the Honourable English East India Company 
with the said Samooiy or Zamoxin Kajah Maar Viernm to deliver over to the 
management of him, tae said Samooiy and bis agents, tbe distriota of Calicut, 
Cusha, Eoltoonponm, Vadabaporam, Paynnaad, Em sad, Sheruaad, Nurva-

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And «h6T£fiB it pro^bld that the present coinage of gold Faxuuue oay 
be abobihod aod a new currency more adeqcete to the purpose of a free and 
general oiroulation eslabliabedi it ie hereby declared that the relataTe value of 
the old coinage and oe^ ehall be tbna adjusted and accounted for in all 
revenne receipta from ti^e ryots and par meat by the Kajahe to the Company's 
(jovamment, vis.,t^Q Virfiy or netr gofd Fanams to be equal to three Bopeea. 

And iaetlyt aa certain grounds in eome of the talookas^ as speeiiied In 
tike papere contuniog the grcunds on cvhich the agreement has beau formed, 
from tbe mrcumataneea of baviog become entirely jungle or being overflonn, 
cannot tltia season be liable to any degree of tax, they are hereafter annually 
to be subject to survey, and each portion of revenue ae may be produced from 
them ie to be accoont^ for in tbe same manner as the pnrraau or garden 
gronnde, that is fooi'ilftbs to the Company.

GovBBKOB of SoMBAT, to all tlie Batass and f&zvcipal 

LAKDHOLDEBS Within the PEOVINCB Of MALABAE. 

I have tc acquaint you that the Commissicoerd have with my concur, 
rence and under my approbation formed a plan for tbe fotnrs admioistraiion 
of the ceded countries (incladlng the Honourable Company's ancient domalo 
of Tellicberry and the tributary dlstriet of Ccchinl, the particulars of ivhich 
I now ccmmunicate to you that you may strictly adhere thereto and be also 
ecQvioced bow much it has been framed with a view to your advantage and 
future security inclusive of and ooneietent with that of the couatry at large, 
which being now under the immediate protection cf the Coopacy's govern* 
moot, it ie tbrir duty, as just sovereigns thereof, to watch over the welfare of 
all the inhabitants aud to eberieh them as their subjects, preserving also that 
due regard which they will ever maiutaln towards the honor and comfort of 
the Native Chiefs of each country and district. 

For tbe purposes aforesaid the whole Malabar eouotry, iron Cochin to 
the Cavay, has t^en nearly equally divided into two separate divieicus, tbs 
adoinistratinn of which is to M entrusted to two eivil servants of the Com* 
pnny, who are to be tbe immediate repreaentadves of the British (^veromeut 
within their respective distiicts, io* which they are to preserve the peace, 
administer justice, aud bo receive from yon the revenue payable to Oovernment, 
the said geutlcmen being In all cases subject to the supervision and control 
of tbe chief Company's servants witbin the eouutries aforesaid heuoefortb to 
be styled ikt provinAe qf MaUbat, the seat of whose ordinary resideoce is to 
be at Calicut, to tbe end that, in cese of any defect in the administration of 
the eJfaire cf the two divisions aforesaid by tbe gentlemen appointed to 
eitperintend them, recourse may in all cases be readily bad to theiz superior at 
Calicut, who will not interfere in the crdinsiy details of jutice or rereDoe, 
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but will be at all times ready to act as a elieok aod cootrol orei the aiiperm- 
tendeat ot tbs two divieioDe atoresud, eitber on yoar applioafcion or that o£ 
aoy other pereone wbo may think tbemselvee aj^griefed by the acta of the 
eapermtendeoU or tbeir Queers who will all remain accoontable Co thie chief 
officer at Calicut; and you oanoot fail Co observe that io this division of 
power and superior oootvol granted to the primary authority to be vested on 
the gentleman whose residence will be at Calioot iu the centre of the wbolo 
proviacee of Malalar» the Honourable Compaur have put themselves to an 
extraordinary expense by the creation of this third or saperior officer to govern 
and regulate the conduct of the two superintendents, and of all other persons 
within the provioce; to the end that In onnsideratiou of tbe greet distance 
between this and Bombay you may not be obliged in any case of complaint 
to have recourse there but receive josties within the province^ at*tbe same 
time that it is left to your choice to appeal in a regular manner to the (^ov* 
eriimeot of Bombay In any case where yco may remaiu dissatisfied with the 
acts or decisions of the enperintendeuta and of t£e chief magistrate; but io 
c&ses of eotoplainC against either of the two former only, appeals nre not io lie 
to Bombay ia the drst insUnce; the rule being that applicotion most be mads 
to the chief magistrate of the province of Caliout; after whose decision, 
whoever sbail remnin still dissatisfied may, without giving offence to any 
person, oarry a further and ultimate appeal tc me at Bombay In the manner 
that will be more fully detailed to the relatione which the remaiolsg Com* 
miseioners will form and bave translated into the Malshar language and 
disseminated throughout the provioce for your and the public information. 
And when the dommissionsrs shall bave onmpleCed these arrangements, 
together with euch agreemeiits as they may think fit (provided your ofiers are 
reasonable and adequate) Co concluda with you for the rsvenne, they will 
dissolve tbeir commission and reCuro to tbeir former statioos, after wbioh 
the eotire auCbority and govern meet within the provinoe of Malabar, accord¬ 
ing to its limits above described, will rest with the chief magistrate and 
saperlntendeuCs under the degreee of subordloatiou aforesaid. 

As Mr. Farmer has from the first acted as senior member of the Com* 
mission, and has tbence acqnired a koowledge of the country and habits of 
acquaintance and coxnmuuication with all the Rajabsand principal and other 
persons within the provioce, I have appointed him to the office of supervisor, 
aud the fiixt chief magistrate to reside at Calicut, aforesaid, iu which capacity 
he will issue his iostructiooi to the anperiDteodeuts and correspond also with 
the remniaiog members ot the Commission; of which, that he may attend 
to the impo\iut duties uow consigned to him, he will no longer continue a 
member, and aftec its dissolution the primary and genevsd anthoiiby, as above 
desenbed, wiil vsst in him, as well iu regard tc all matters of a civil nnture 
a« with respect to the disposal of the military force etatiooed in tbe province, 
out while the Commission lasts he wilt act io all tbiugs with tbeir advice aud 
ooucurreuce.

pari Wherein it was amotig other stipulations agreed, that for the term of 
five years coiDmeneiug on the let of Xanny 970 M. S. oae*6fth abars of the 
net eoheotioas nf cerlmn districts sboold be on certain oonditioos paid auniially 
for the said period of 6 t 6 years to Korikotte Maun a Wicrama Samoory Rajab, 
oat of tbe raTennee accruing to the Company's Goverament. 

And wharaas tbe said term of five years so stipulated is now and has been 
long since expired and the cooditlous of the said SararnsmeJis or agreements 
consequently void and of so effect and no ^rmaiient settlement of tbe 
lovennes of Malabor bavin g since been carried into practice, the Malikhana to 
the several Kajahs has bMQ oontlnued by tbe free bounty of tbe Company's 
Government on the basis of tbe aforesaid kar&mamabs or agreemeutSi And 
wbereaa tbe jurisdiction of tbe province of Malabar baviog been tiansrerred to 
the Qovemmeni of Fort Sb George, the Principal Collector has received tbe 
orders of tbe flight Hon'ble tbe Govaroor id Council to fix one geoeral assess- 
xnent of land revenue throughout tbe prorinceof Malabar op certain priaciples. 
And whereas tbe proposed assessment may in its opeiation reduce tbe stDonot 
of jumma upon certain districts ia particular, or upon tbe whole proviocein 
geoeral. Whereby the oaual Mslikbana of five per cant, on tbe jnmma may 
be diminiebed in oertaio cases to the prejndice of the ooenforts of the Rajaiis 
and their families, contrary to tbe beoevolent intentions of the Company's 
Government towage tbe Bajahs of Malabar. * 

Aod for as much as some of the younger brandies of certaio Kovilguma 
hare at several times forgotten their duties of allegiance to the Company’s 
Government, and have in some instances fomeoted and excited disturbances in 
tbe country aud some are at this moment in^ actual hostility and rebellion 
against tbe Government, and it is expedient to use every precaution to avsit 
each evils in all time to come. But wbereaa the Company's Government ore 
in its justice disposed to pardon the former errors of tbe few (the orimee of 
open bofitility and rebellion excepted), in consideration of the sllegiauce and 
commendable demeanour of the otsjority of tbe members o£ the different 
KovOgume in Malabar. 
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Wherefore tbe Eti^ht Hon’ble the Ooveroor in Conocii of Port St. 
George has deemed it espedient to aathorize and direct the Priocipol Collector 
in Malabar to frame and condade nev etipniationa and aereemeota of one 
general form and tenor of the most solemn sod bindiog natore to oompreheod 
aod proTide for all aad ungular of the premiees. 

In ptuensnoe therefore of the said determination of the Govern meat in 
virtue of powers epecially Tested in me to thie end by authority of the Right

On the 7th March 1815 a Treaty (No. LXVII.) *as aigned bstween 
Great Britain and France lor regulating the enpply of lalt, opium, and saltpetre 
to the French eelnhliehmeote in India. By the terms o£ the treaty the right 
to pnrobaae the salt manuEactured in the French aetllemeoU m indie ■»« 

framed to the British Goeemment, a certain quantity being reeereed by the 
French authorities for domestic purposes. British trade, hcwerer, t.« eenouriy 
affected by this arrangement, and in order to F^vent tie «band trsAo 
which had eprung up. a ConvenUon (No. LXYIII) -as eonc uded on the 18th

Thb firab diplomatic intarcouwe between lh« Britieb GortromeDt io India 
and the native powera in Ceylon took place in the year 1664f, wben an 
embatty waa sent to obtain from the King of Kandy tbs rdeaee of some 
Englisb Bailors whom be held in captivity. The mieaon was unsncceeafnl A 
century later, io 1768, an acobnasador was seat to propose a treaty ol friend- 
ahip; but tie negotiations were never carried to cnatunty. In 17&2, after 
the of the Dutch settlements on the Coromandel Coast, a foree 

despatched by the Madras Government to redoes the Dotch posseeeione in 
Ceylon, and Mr, Hugh Boyd acoompanied the espeditiou for the purpose of 
concluding a treaty of alliance with the Kiog of Kandy, by which tbe latter 
was to be reiuired not only te supply provisions to the Bntish troops but to 
uod a strong force to co-operate with the English. The King, however, 
refused to take part in the war agaioit the Dutoh or to conclude a treaty 
except with an ambassador commissioned from the King of England direct. 

It was not m the year 1796 that the British Government acquired a 
permanent footing in iho island. Towaiiis tbs close of thatyeor an expedition 
organised by tbe Government o£ Mudrae reduced Trincomalee, Jaffna, and 
Kulpitya, and a pwUmvnary Treaty of alliance (No. LXXll) was coockded 
with the Kiogot Kandy on tbe 12th October 1795. Subseqnently a Cingalese 

envoy was deputed to Madras, whoconoluded a definitive Treaty (No.LXXIII) 

on the 12th Febmaiy 1796, but tbe Klog of Kandy, inauenced by a party 
at hie Court who favoured the Dutch iuterest, refused to ratify it. At that 
time the positiou of the Dutch h.wards tbe NaUve Goverome.it at Kandy 
was defined by the last fauaty* which they had airanged with the Cingalese 
in 1766. They considered tbemseWes entire masters of the whole coast, but 
bad never paid the tribute to the King which wee stipulated for in the feurth 
article of tbe treaty. In tbe mean time the British tioops had token 
Negombo, on the 4th February 1798, and ca tbe I6tb February Articles of 
capitulation (No. LXXIV) were framed by which tbe Dutch setaemente m 
Ceylon, including Colombo, Galle, and Kalutara, were ceded by the Governor 
of the Dutch possessions in tbe islaud to the British Government. 

The odmiuistration of tbe conqnei'ed settlemente io Ceylon was entrusted 
to the Government of Madras, but an injudicious attempt to intcodace tbe 
Madias fiscal system, which nearly resultod in a general revolt, led to the 
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transfer of tbe island to direct goyerDment of tbe cram, and the appoint- 
meot of Mr Kor^ ae the first 3ovenior ia 179H. His appomtment, as well 
as that of the civil officers, iras made hy tbs Kiag, bat ia tbs conduct of 
afiun tbs governor was placed ondsr tbs oidsrs of tbs Governor General of 
India, sn aiTaagsmsot wbicb lasted til] 1802. In the meantizDO a revo- 
lotion bad broken cat at Kandy. Tbe King was deposed by the Adigar or 
prime minister and died in 1798. Vikrema Knja Slngba, nephew of tbe 
Queen, was installed tbrongh tbe indnence of tbe uioister who, to secure tbs 
real power in bis own peieon, induced tbe Governor to enter into a scbeme* 
to effect (be removal of tbs King to tbs British settlei»<»nts and to depute tlie 
Adigar to exercise his power at Sandy where a British snosldiaiy foroe was 
to be stationed.

* Jeofe^f tbe British Goverument, were forcibly seised and plundered in April 

*'* Compensation was rsfnsed, and in February 180$ a Britiish force of 

men occupied Sandy, which was abandoned by tbe Sing and the inbabi* 
t»ute. Mnttu Swami, a member of tbe royal family, who on tbe elevation of 
Vikrama Uaja Singba, bad £cd to the Bntiab territories, was set on tbe 
throne, and a Tieaty (Mo. LSSV) was opuoloded with him in May 180S 
by which extensive disiriole were ceded to tbe British Government, a British 
sabsidiary force was to be etatiooed at Kandy, and the Kiog was proliibited 
from diplomatio interconrse with foreign powers. 

By a separate Agreement of tbessmedate (seesopplementto No. LXSV), 
with tbe Adigar tbs new Sing was to reside at Jaffna with all the pomp of 
royalty, while the Adigar was to bold tbe leal power at Kandy. Sncoui^ed 
by tbe euccess of bip perfidy, the Adigar determined to secure tbe crown for 
himself, to seiae the person of the Governor, Mr. North, nnd to exterminate 
tbe geJ7iaoo at Sandy. Tbe plot for the seizure of Mr. North failed through 
un accident, but in June 180S the natives rose on the garrison at Kaody and, 
after mduciDg them to capitulate on the promise of their lives, treacherously 
massacred them and the poppet Sing Mnttu Swami. 

Tbe war which ensued with the King of Sandy was waged with great 
severity on both sides for two years. Hostilities ceased only from tbe ez« 
baustion of both parties, and for the next ten years peace continued witbont

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any formal or amicable agreement. In the interval the Adigar was ezeonted 
by Vikrama Raja Siogha for treason iti The inhoman barbarities 

which the King perpetrated dieguated and terrified hie enbjecte, who only 
awaited a favourable opportnnlty to reyolb. A.t length, towards the close of 
the year 1814, a party of merchants, who had gone from the British terrf- 
toriee to Kandy to trade, were seized by tie King aa spies and sent bact 
horribly mutilated. 'War was immediately declared, and io February 1815 
Kandy was occupied almost without opposition. The King Raja Sioghawas 
made prisooer and deported to Vellore, where he died in IdSt. 

On the and March 18IB, at a Convention (No. LXK VI) of the Cingalese 
Chiefs at Kandy, the Kbg was formally deposed, tbs sovereignty of the 
whole island of Ceylon was vested in the British Crown, and the preservation 
of the old form of government of Kandy and of the customs, laws, and ’I* 

ligion of the people was guaranteed. For two years tbs country » 

tranquil and the terms of the convention were faithfully observed by * <5 I 
British Govemmeat. But the people had little sympathy with the Oovern- ^ ^ 

meat and in 1817 they roes in rebellion. Towards the close of 1818 th^^ 
rebelUoa was subdued and the whole conntry restored to order. Advant ^'V 
was taken of the rebellloo to modify (No. LXXVIl), the Convention of Ifilo 
and to emanoipate the people from the oppression of their Chiefs by limiliag 
the terms of their personal service, commuting taxes to a tithe of ihe produce 
of the land, aod transferring the administration of justice to a regularly 
constituted agency. Since then, with the exception of a few partial end uo- 
important attempts at rebellion, on one of which occasione (in IMS) reinforce- 
meata were applied for from India, the peace of the country has remained un* 
disturbed, and political relations with the island have necessarily c-ased.

1816, and the Cingalese year 1736, at the palace in the city of Aandy, 
between His fixcelUooy fieutenant-Gleneral Robert Bpownrigg, Goyemor 
aod Commander-in-chief in and over the Brltieh settlements and temtones 
in the island of Ceylon, acting in the name and on behalf ot ilis 
George the Third, King, and his Royal Highness George Prince of Wales, 
Regent of the United Kiogdom of Great Britaio and Ireland, on the one part, 
and the Adigars, Dessaves, and other principal Chiefs of the K^aian lyo- 
vinoes, on behalf of the inhabitants, sod in pweence of the hiobotUiea, 

CoraaJe, Vidaans, aod other subordinate headmen from the eev^l provinoes 

and of the people then and there assembled, on the other part, it is agreea and 
established as fioilowe 

1, That the crneTties and oppressions of the Malabar 
trary and unjust infliction of bodily tortures, and the pains ol death without 
trial, and sometimes witbont un accusation or the powibility of » 
and in the general contempt and contravention of all mnl rights, have become 
flagrant, enormous, aad intolerable j the acts and maxims of bis GovernmeDt 
being equaUy and enrirely devoid of that justice which should scours the safety 
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of Iiis Buhjeute, sod of that Wliioh might obtain a beneficial 

intercotaree vitb the oeighbourlng s^lemeata. 

Z. Tbftfc the Rajah Swe Wikrecoa Rajah Siagha, by the habitual viola- 
tioa of the chief and moat aacrod dutiea of a aovereiijn, bae forfeited all claims 
to thattitifl; or thepowece anoexedto the same, and ie declared fallen and 
dapoaed from the office of King; Lis family and relatives, whether in the 
aseeading, descend ing, or collateral line, and whether by affinity or blood, are 
also for ever excjnded from the throne; and all claim and title of tbe bfalabac 
race to the dominion of the Kandian pronncee is obolished and extinguished. 

8. That all male persons, being or preteodiog to be relatioaa of the late 
Mju Sree Wikrema Rajah Singh, either by affinity or Hood, and whether 
in the asoeoding, descending, or collateml lice, are hereby declared enemiee to

that puipose; and all male persons of the Malabar caste now expelled from 
the 8^ proTinces are, under the same penaUisa, prohibited from returning, 
except with tbe permission before mentioned.

mandeNUi'Chief id all caaee fulling under this ninth article^ an uDlimited 
right of review over every proceediEg,*civil or militaiy, bad by viiiue thereof; 
and reoerving also full }>ower to make each particular proviaioos, oonfornaably 
to the general spirit of the said ajtiole, aa may be found necessary to carry 
ite principle into full effect. 

10. Provided always, that the operation of the several preceding olanaes 
shall not be contravened by the provisions of any temporary or partial procla* 
mation published during the advance of the army; which provisions, io so far 
as iueompatibls with the said preceding artiolea, are hereby repealed. 

11. The royal does and revenues of the Kaodian provinces are to be 
managed audcoQeoted for His Majesty’s use, and the support of the provio. 
cial establishment according to lawful custom, and UAder the direction and 
snpsrintendence of the accredited agent or agents of the British Govern* 
ment. 

12. Hia Excellency tiis Governor will adopt provuioaally, and rscom* 
mend to the confirmation of Hia Boyal Highness t^e Prince Itegent^ in ths 
name and on behalf of His Majesty, such dispositions in favour of the trade of 
these provinces as may faciUtete the export of their products and improve 
the re^rns, whether in money or in salt, cloths, or other commoditiefi useful 
and desirable to the inhabitants of tbe Kandian country.

the British Government for their relief, and a solemn act declared the late 
King deposed, end bineelf and aU persons deecendiog from, or in any m a oner 
relate to his family, incapable of elaimuig or esercising royal aotboiity 
within the Kandian provinces; which were by the eame solemo act ceded to 
the dominion of the British sovereign. 

%. The ezercieeof power by the representatives of His Britannic Maj«e- 
„ , , , . . ty, from tbe date of that convention (the 2nd 

too British Q“I5^«°fc ^ March 1815) till tbe hour that insurrection 

broke ont, in tbe month of Ootober 1817, was 
marked with the greatest mildoeee and forbearance towards all classes; the 
strictest atteotion to tbe protection and maiotenaDce of tiie ritee, ministers, 
end pl^ of wo»hip erf the religion of Bndhoo; aod a general deferenoe to 
ihe^ opinions of the Chiefs who were ooneidered as tbe peiaons beet able, from 
their rank and knowledge to aid the Government in enenring the bappiuese 
of tbe mass of its new snbjeots. In exacting either tuss or services for the 
State, an extraordinary and unprecedented laxity was allowed to take place, 
ID order that tbe conn try might with more ease recover from any evil effects 
sustained by the contrary practice of tbe late King. In assessing punishments 
lor offeo^ even where a plot to subvert tbe Government was proved, the 
smnt whicb alwsys characterises the British rule wsa strongly to be contrast* 
ed with the ancient and frequent reeurrence of capital executions, preceded by 
tbe most cruel and barbarons tortores. 


S. Under this mild edministratioa on the part of Che British Govern* 
Flo«ri»ila^ riftts of the ecuotry. couatpr appeared to reat in peace: 

coItivatioQ was increased, and Divine I^ovid- 
ence blessed the exertions of the labonrers, and rewarded them by plenteoas

HYDERABAD. 


Tas fortune# of the prefect ruliog family of Hyderalad were foomded by 
Karor-ud-din Aaaf Jah, a distb fished eoMierof the Emperor Auraogseb,-wbo 
m 171s W8B appointed Nia*m-uI*Mu!k and Sobadar of tbe Deccao, bubeveo- 
tualiy threw off tlw control of tbe Delhi Court, Aaf Jah died in 1748, aod 
was succeeded by his eecood eon, Nasir Jao^, in tbe absence of tbe ^deat eon, 
Qhaai-ud'dia Khan, who was boldiog high office at the Court of Delhi. The 
claims of Nsair Jang were dispoted by Muzafiar Jang, his nephew, with the 
support of Dupl«is:,tlie Governor of the French settlement#, who eaw in the 
eetablisbment, through hie infinence, o| Moaaffar Jang a# Subedar of the 
Deccan, and of Chanda Sahib, a claimant for the Nawabehip of tbe Csmatjo, 
mean# of securing the ascendancy of tbe Frenoh in India. The support 
which Muzaffar Jang received from the Preach was, in those times, of 
itself sufficient reason to induce the English to lend their aid to Nam* 
Jaog. Muzaffar Jang fell into the hands of his uncle, by whom be was 
imprisoned, but in the following year, efter tbe murder of Neeir Jang by 
Patban rebels, be wa# released, and with the support of the Freoch assumed 
the authority of Subadar. After hie acceseion Muzafer Jang received into 
hie eervice a body of French troops under command cf Bussy, and assigned 
to the French large territories near Pondicherry, the province of Eanhal, and 
the town and district of Masnlipatein. He was soon after killed iu a mutroy 
of hi# troops. His only aon b«ng » the third eon of 

Aeaf Jab, was placed in power by tbe influence of the French, in gratitude for 
which Salabat Jang confirmed many of the privilege# enjoyed by them, and 
assigned several district# in tbe nottiem Circaw (Sarkars) for the pay and 
equipment of the French auxiliaries in bis service. 

On tbe ontbieak of the war between Prance and England in 1756, tbe 
French were driven ent of the northsrn Ciroats by an English force. Salabat 
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Jang advanced to oppose tbe Eoglisb, but did not feel himself strong enough 
to risk a battle vithont the aid of bis Freocb auxiliaries, wbo had been recalled 
bf Cocnt Lally. He aooordioglj concluded a Treaty (No. LXXVIII) in 1769 
irith the EcgllslL This graoted tbe seaport of Masulipatam and other dis* 
tricta, comprl^g altogetbsr an area of about 700 eqoare miles,* to the 
Xogliehia inan^ sod bound Salsbat Jung to exclude tbe Ftencb from bis 
dombions. The acquisitions of the English in the sortbern Circars were 
confirmed hj n faxman of the Emperor of Delhi in 176fi, at tbe time ^hen tbe 
Diwaci of Bengal, Bcbar, and Orissa was obtained bj tbe same posver. 

Salabat Jaug was deposed in 1761 by bis younger brother Nieam AH, 
and died two years afterwards in prison. In 1766 Nizsm AH devastated tbe 
Carnatic, but was driven back. At the same time an English force took 
possession of the Carnatic in virtne of a farmao from tbe Emperor of Delhi. 
The Nisani was making active preparations for the continuance of hostilities, 
bnt the Madras OovemmeDi, which was then labouring under pecuniary diffi¬ 
culties, deputed General Callisud to Hyderabad to negotiate peace. The uego* 
tiatlons resulted u 1766 in a Treaty (No. LXXIX), by which, iu return fox 
the Circars of Ellore, Chicacole, Uajahmaudry (Hajamahendri), Mustafanagar, 
and Murtizanagaxor Gontor, the British Government agreed to furnlBh the 
Nizam with a subsidiary force when required, and to pay nine lakhs a year 
when tbe assistance of tbeir troops was not required. Tbe Nizam on his part 
engaged to assist the British with bis troopa The Circar of Guntur, which 
the Nizam had given in jagir to his brother Basalat Jang, was not to be taken 
possession of till the latter's death, except in the event of bis creating distniU 
anoes in the Carnatic. 

Under this treaty a corps of two battalions joined the Nizam for tbe 
reduction of the fort of Bangalore, then iu the possession of Haidar Ali of 
Mysore, with whom the British Government was then on hostile terms; hut it 
was soon withdrawn in consequence of the Nizam having treachei-ously deserted 
the British slHanee snd invaded tbe Carnatic in conjunorion with Haidar Ali. 
Tbe Nizam, however, was soon compelled to separate from Haidar, and in 1768 
another Tiea^ (No. LXXX) was concluded between tbe British Govern¬ 
ment and the Nawab of the Carnatic on the one part, and tbe Nizam on the 
otijex- By this treaty the Nizam revoked all sanads granted to Haidar Ali 
by tbe Snhadan of the Decesn; agreed to cede to the English theDiwani 
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of tbd Caraatio above the gbate ^bich had bseo seized hy Haidar AJi, ou 
eondition of their paTiD^ him seyon lahbs of ropeee a ^ear; pled^d hicoeelf 
Dot to interfera with the posseenons of the Kawab of the Carnatio; aod 
agreed to accept a redoced psymeot for the northern Clrcan. The engage, 
mant between the Engliab and the Nizam mutually to aeaUt eaoh other with 
troops was altered. The British Goyernmeot undertook to furnish the Nizam 
on hia re<^uiaition with two battalions of sepoys with guns, subject to the con¬ 
ditions that the Nisam would defay the coat of the fows, and that it would 
not be employed agaioet any peiaou in alUioce with the English. 

Id ooDseqiieace of tbs aotioo of Basalat Jang in eoDecting French troops 
in Guntur, it became necessary in 1774 to call on the Nizam to order their 
removal. No results followed the Nizam's ordea. But in 1779 Basalat Jacg, 
threatened by Haider All, craved the protection c6 the English aod agreed 
with the Madraa QovemmeDt (No. LXXXI) Co rent to them the Guntur die- 


triot, to dismiss the French troops, snd tc receive English troops adequate for 
the defence of the district. This engagement, which was ooocludad without 
reference to the Niaam, was considered by him to be a breach of the treaty 
of 1768, and was disallowed by tbs Gcyernmecit of India. Tbe district of 
Guiitnr, which in tbe meantime hsd been transferred to the Nawab of the 
Carnatic on a ten years' lease, was restored to tbs Niaam’s officevs. 

In 1788 Basalat Jang died, and the Guntur Circar, which ought to hare 
lapsed to the English, was retained by the Nizam’s officers. In 1788 a 

dent was sent to Hyderabad for tiie first time, tbs objeoto of his miasion 

beio- to demand restitution of the district, and to adjust the tcihuta due 
to the Nizam, the payment of which bad been allowed to faU into 
arrears. Tbe demand for tbs restoration of Guntur was complied witb 
(No. LXXXII)5 but the dispute fording the arrears of tribute con d ^ 
be adjusted at Hyderabad. It was by mutual eonseat refei^ to 
i^.L of th.

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^'wTieserer the situatioo of affairs will allow of soob a body of troops to 
EDsreh ioio tbs Deccan, ” should b« understood to mean that the fores en^ged 
for by that article should be grsutsd whsoersr the Nisam should apply for 
it, provided that it should not be employed sgainst any power in alUaucs 
With the British OoTeroneDt. 

On the breakiog out of tbe first war with Tipu Snltao, Lord Corn- 
waUie sucoeeded is seoutiog the cooperation of tbe Nisam by promising him 
full participation in the ^vantages which might resnlt from tbe war. A 
Treaty of offensire and defenerre alliaooe (No. LXXXIY) was concluded with 
him on the ith July 1790. By this treaty, to which the Feshwa was made a 
party, it was stipulated that tiie Nizjiio and the Peshwa shonld inrade 
Tipo's territories, and should fantish a contingent of 10,000 horse to be 
paid for by tbe British Government; that an equal division should be made of 
the territories conquered; that certain palsgers (polygars) and zemindars who 
had formerly been dependent on tbs Nizam and tbe Peshwa should be placed on 
their former footing; and that if, after the GooelusioD of peace, Tipu should 
attacle any of tbe eoQtmcting parties, the others sbonld join in punishing him. 
On the termination of the war tsrritotiss yielding an annual revenue of 
13,16,000 pagodas were made over to tbe Nizam ee his share of the conquests. 

After the conclusion of peace Lord Cornwallis trarisroiited to Hyder¬ 
abad and Poona pioposale to reduce to a definite treaty the mutual goarAutee 
against Tipu which had been stipnlsted for in tbe treaty of 1700. But 
owing to the delay and evasioue of the Fsabwa, whose designs agaiost Tipu 
end tbe Nizam would have bean frostreted by tbe engagements proposed, the 
conclusion of the,treaty was abandoned, although the Nizam bad given 
hie verbal consent to it. 

At thle time the Mahrattae revived a claim agaioet the Nizam for arrears 
of chantb, and threatened bcadlitiee if it were not satisfied. The Nizam 
applied to tbe British GeverameDt for aid, hot Sir John Shore was precluded 
by tbe treaties with the Mahrattae from interferlog further than as a media¬ 
tor. The war which broke out in 1796 terminated in the convention of 
Kurdla, by which the Nizam was compelled to cede to tbe Mahrattae territo¬ 
ries yielding a revenue of tbirty*Sve lakhs of rupees, to pay three crores of 
ropees, and to give hie minister, Azsm-ul-Umara, as a hostage for the fulfil- 
rasut of tiiese terms. Thrse-fourths of the territory ceded by the Nizam was 
afterwards recovered during the diseefisione whloh folbwed tbe death of Madbo 
Bao Feshwa. 
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Tb« reseutmeni creaUd m tba miod of tba Nisam hj tbe refiuAl of tbo 
Britiah GoTomnaQi to ud bioi 2 b hia eztratctitiaoj or to panuit tba subaldiarp 
force to Bcconpaoj him ic the war, led him to eutertaia in bis service a body 
of troops ooomanded bj French offi(!er8> aod to disosiss the British subeldiarj 
force. PrifiDdlj relations with him were therefore thresteoed with rnptarei 
but before natters came to a crtris the rebellioo of hie sod, Ali Jab, compelled 
him to beg that the snheidiarj force might be sent back. The retoro of the 
minister Azam^nUUniara from Poona was alao favonrable to British ioflaenoe, 
and as the threatening attitude of Tipa made a closer coDoeotioa with Hjder* 
abad desirable, a Treatf (No. LXXXV) was concluded on the let September 
1798. hj which the eobsi diary force was made permanent and nieed to six 
battalions, costing rupees 24,17,100 a year; the Kizam’e French corps was to 
be disbanded; and the British Governoient was to arbitrate between the 
Nizam and the Peshwe, or, in the event of the Peehwa aot oonsentin^ to that 
arrangement, to protect the Nizam from any ucjnet and UDreaionable demands 
of the Mahrettas. 

On the outbreak of (he second war with Tipu in 1799, the enbeidiary 
force and the Niaoin^a army co-operated with the British troops, and after the 
fall of Seringapatsm the Niaaio received by the partition treaty of Myeore 
(No.LXXXVI) districts yielding 6,07,8$« pagodas. To these were sobee* 
fluently added two-tbirds of the territories which were offered to, but rejected 
by, the Feshwa. The jealousy with which the Mabrattae viewed the oper* 
ationa against Tipo, and the threatening attitude which they assumed, led the 
British Governmeot again to strengthen their connection with the Niaam, and a 
Dew Treaty (No. LXXXVlI) was concluded with him on the 121b October 180C^ 
by which two battalions of infaoiry and one regiment of cavalry were added to 
the subsidiary force, while to eecure the payment of the force the Niaam ceded 
all the territories he bad ao^^ulredby the Mysore treaties of 1792 and 1799, 
yielding about 17,68,000 pagodas, subject to some cxebangee to secure a well- 
dcHued boundary. The treaty regulated the duties on which the subsiditty 
force was to be employed, secured the Niaam in the sovereignty of bis dominions 
prohibited hie entering into political negotiations with other States, and 
made the British Government the arbiter in bis disputes with other powers. 
In consequance of the equivocal conduct of the Nizam in the first Mabratla war, 
and the refusal of hie officers to receive the wounded in the battle of Assaye 
into the fort* of D'aulatsbad aiid Darur, an additional article was added to the 
treaty of 1800, requiring the contracting parties to admit the troops of eitbar 
party into their forts when called upon. 
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Ib I80S B Trcatj (No. I^XX^YIII} wsa ooneluded with a vi«w to check 
ezcessiTe taxatioa laried hy tha Nisam's officials. This treaty provided for 
tbo free transit of articlea of commeroe hsttrsea British and Hyderabad torri- 
toriea, abolisbed traosit duties, limited import and export, or costoms, diitiaa 
to 8 per cent ad valorgm, to he colleoted onee for all at fired plaose. 

Nizam All died In 130$ and was succeeded by bis son, Si bandar Jah, 
who went throogh the form of obtainiog tba con firm alien of tbe Emperor 
of Delhi, On bla acesssion all existing treaties nith tbe British Ooveni- 
meat were confirmed (No. LXXXIX). At the close of tbe Mebratta war 
the Nisam received by tbe partition Treaty of Hyderabad (No. XC), dated 
the S8th April 1804, the ceeslon of tbe Deccan territories conqnered from 
Sindbia and Nagpor. 

Ill 1808 died Mir Alam, tbe Nizam's able minister and a sincere friend 
of the British Gocemment The two persons who stood highest in compe- 
dtion for tbe Taoant post were Munir-al-Molk, sonan-law of Mir Alam, and 
Sbams-uV-Umaia, chief of the military party in tbe State. Lord Minta, whoso 
advice bad been spontaneously sought by the Nizam, recommended the 
appointment of tbe latter; but the Nizam did not accept*the advice and 
selected MuniNul-MuIk in preference. Asa condition of tbe appointment 
of the new minister, bo»aver, the Nizam required bim to enter into an agree- 
msut that the afairs of tbe State abonld be conducted tbrongh tbe agency 
of one ()handn Lai, a custom which bad prevailed from tbe time of ^c death 
of Mir Abdul Ksaim. T^ie Nizam himself, whose unity was doubted, lived 
a secluded life, aud took uo iotereet in the administraticn. Cbandn IsJ was 
a atauDcU supporter of British interests througbont the long and not alto- 
gather frieodly ruls of Sikandar Jah, and under him tbs reform of tbe military 
tttablisbmeots was corameoced, and a regular army disciplined by British 
officers was organieed. Various views have been taken of Chanda IaI’s 
character. But whatever may have been his faults, be was the only person 
that could be found at Hyderabad capable of carrying oo the administration, 
and neither ihe Nizam himself nor socoeasive Residents, who were not all 
ffel]>disposed to Obandu Lai, could find a better man to fill hia place. 

The Nizam's army proved of much service in the Bindari and Mahratta 
wars in 1817, and after the overthrew of tbe Feshwa these services were 
recognised by the Treaty of the 32th December 1828 (No. XCI), whereby 
the Nizam received a couridersble accession of. tern (cry, was released from all 
erreare of tribute which he owed to tbe Peshwa, and from all future demands 
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frontier. Tbe Nieam wu bonod to protect tbe hgbta of the laodboldera io 
tlie dietricte maide over to him—a etipuletion nhicb bae led to conetaot die- 
cuetioDi with hie GoToroiDdut. Id 1847 a commissioB was appointed Co 
enquire into all claims niidor tbie ^araotee. The daims Bnally allowed 
amounted to Rupees 1,00,147* 

Sikwidar Jah died in ISSO, and waa eacoeeded b; Xagir-ud-Daula^ with 
whom a Treaty (Ko. XCII) was coboluded in 1881, cob£rmiDg all exiatiog 
treaties. Buriog the latter years of Sikandar Jah'a mle the adminiatratiob of 
the country had fallen into great disorder. The revenaea of the State were 
farmed to conCractora* who were practically aupreoe in their eeveral districts* 
In conaequeuce the grossest oppression pi’erailed, and tbe disoip lined force 
under British officers was repeatedly oalled ont to repress local rebellion. Tbe 
coDotry was iiifested with robber bands, and the roads were unsafe except for 
persons traTelling with large armed eecorta. For the resiorstion of order it 
heeame necesaavy to employ British officerdin the different districts. They 
settled tbe amount of revenue to be levied, and under tiieir administration tbe 
wmntry soon improved. The State, moreover, was deeply involved in debt, 
b(»lh to ensrohanCs and to the British Government. Tbe aODbol payments to 
the I^iaam for the nortijero Ciroare were aceordiogly oapitahasd for a sdoi 
of Rnpres 1,08,66,868, by which the Nizam's government was temporarily 
extrioated from ita difficulties. 

'When Nosir*ud«Daa)a auocoeded, he requested that tbe direct inter- 
ft rence of tbe British officer's in the administration might be diecontinned. 
His request was complied with. Be was assured tbst, provided be 
maintained tlie revenue eetllemenle made by the British officers until the 
period for which they were made should expire, the British Oovemmeot 
would withdraw from all iaterfereiice, aod the Nizam would be absolute both 
in the selection and removal of his minister, and ic all other matters of 
internal administratioo. Tbe withdrawal of interfereuce was immediately 
followed by the return of disorder aud misrnle. £)very department of the 
goveromect became disorganised, and tbe credit of the State was so bad that 
bankers refnsed to grant loans. Cbandn Lai finditig LimseU unable to cope 
with the tinancial embarraesmeote, resigned the office of mioistec on tbe 6Ch 
September 1848. Hie long and distinguished services to the Hydeiubad State 
were highly praised by Lon] Bllenborough. 

For some months tbe Nizam ^udeavoured to carry on. the admioistraliou 
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bat it ]eDgth> with tbd approTAl of the Britisb Goreroioent, be 
appointed u bie mbieter $arai*iiUMulb, son of the forcner mioiater Munir-ul* 
Mulk In the caesQtime the pij of the coutingent had fallen greatly into 
armn and advencee had to be made from the BritUh treuurj. By the iStb 
article of the treaty of 1800 the Nizam agreed io time of war tofomiah 6,000 
iofantrf and 0,000 caTalrjr to co-operate with the Brltieb armf, and to uie 
erer; eddrt to bring the whole force of hie domlnione into the Beld ae apeedilj 
ae poasiblei The Nizain’e troops bad proved very ineSoieot in the firet 
Mabratta war, and after the eooclnnoa of the campaign various acbemee were 
from time to tame proposed for their reform, bat with Httle socoeas. At leogth 
in 181S ooe of the corpe at Hyderabad matinied, and in tbeir place Chanda 
Lai raiaed two hattalloas, who were armed, clothed, and equipped Hhe the 
Gompscj'a troopa. 

It soon became neeeasary to make advaocee from the British treasary 
for the payment of this contingent force of reformed troope; aod in 1846 
the Nizam was distinctly informed that, in the event of applicatioa for 
further advances, a territorial security for the payment of the debt 
wonld be decoasdsd. No efforts, however, were made to pay off the debt 
on aeconot of the ccntiogent either by Snraj-nl*Mulk or by his snoeee* 
eors in office, Amjad-ul-Mnlk aod Sbama*nl-Umara, who were appointed 
in 1848 and 1849 with the approval of the Bridsh Ooveroment. In 1849 
a requiatioQ waa made for the payment of the debt by the 8 let Becembar 
1850. No steps were taken for payment, and in 1851 a territorial cession was 
demanded to liquidate the debt, which ^en amounted to npwarde of Rupees 
78,00,600. A payment of Rupees 40,00,000 was at once made, and the 
appropriation pf the revenues of certain dlstriots waa promised to meet the 
remainder. The demand for a territorial cession was therefore withdrawn. 
Bat no real improvement followed. The Resident was again obliged to make 
advances for the payment of the contingent, and in 1855 the debt had again 
risen to upwards of Rupees 45,00,000. 

Some new arraogement was therefore absolately necessary. Accordingly 
in 1655 a new Treaty (No, XCIII) was conclnded with the Nizam. By this the 
British Government agreed to maintain an auxiliary force of not less than 5,000 
infantry, ^,000 cavalry, and four held batteries of artillery. In order to provide 
for the payment of ^ force, and for certain peneioos and the interest on the 
debt, the Nizam assigned in trust districts in Berar, Bharaseo and the Raicbur 
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Doai>> ‘nbicb were estamAted to yield a ^roes revenae of fifty lakke of ru|»ea. 
It was also agreed tbat accoQote should be aocaally reodered to (he 
bfjzBca, aud that any Burplae reTooue which might acci'ue should be paid to 
him. By this treaty the Nisaoij while retaioiog the full use of the subsi¬ 
diary force and coutiogentj was Telsased from tbe aalimited obligatioii of 
service in time of war. The contiagent ceaesd to be part of tbe Nis&m's 
army, aud became ac aniiliery force kept up ty the British GoTemment for 
the Niaom^s use under the name of tlie Hyderabad contiiigeiit 

Naeir ud-Baula died in 1S57, and wsa succeeded by Lis eldest son, AfsaU 
nd-DauIa. During the mutinies of L8fi7 tbe maintenance of order at Hyder¬ 
abad was imp'irtant for the success of tbe military operations in tbe Peccsn 
and Central India. The hopes of tbe disaffected were escited by the succes¬ 
sion of a uew Chief, and od tbe 17th July ISO? an attack was made on tbe 
Beeidency, but it was repulsed. Tbe efforts of the Eesideot to preserve order 
were ably seconded by the Nizam's Minister, Salar Jang, a nephew of Soraj-ul- 
Mulk, who bad been appointed, with tbe approval of tbe British Oovernmeot, 
on his Quclo’s death in L86S. 

The provisions of the treaty of 1658, vriiicb required tbs submission of 
onnnal accounts of the Assigned Districts to the Nisam, were producUveof 
inconvenience and embarrassing discnssions. Difiicnlties had also arisen 
regarding the levy of the 5 per eent. duty on goods under the cozomercial 
treaty of 180^. To remove those difficulties, and at the same time to reward 
tbe Nisamforhis services in 1357, anew Treaty (Ho. XCIV) was concluded in 
December 2860. By this tbe debt of fifty lakhs due by tbe Nizam was can¬ 
celled, cbe territory of Shorapur, which bad been confiscated for the rebellion 
of the Raja, was ceded to the Nizam, and tbe districts of Dbaraseo and tbe 
Baichor Doab were restored to him. 

On the other band, tbe Nisam ceded certrin districts on the left bank of 
the Godavari, freed tbe traffic on that river from all duties, and agreed 
that tbe remsining assigned districts in Berar shonld be held in trust by 
tbe British Government for tbe purposes specified in tbe treaty of 1868, but 
that no demaud for the aooounts of tbe receipts or expenditure of tbe districts 
should be made. Applications for the restoration of the Hyderabad AsrigTied 
Disiricte have on more than one occasion been made, but the British Govem- 
ment hae declined to make any essential alteratiou in tbe orrengemeuts pro¬ 
vided for by the treaties of 1858 and 1860. Under British admluisti-ation 
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tbe r$ 7 eiiu$ of Cerar has ^eaClj incroaKci; &nd a large surploe hae bees paid 
OTer to the Hyderabad Sute onder (be treaty prOTisiooa. 

^e treaty of IS60 does not affect the customs duties levied ou goods 
imported to or exported £ 1*00 the Nisam^s territories. The limit for these 
remaios as before at 5 per cent, ad valarm. 

Id 1664 tbe Minister drew ap, in consultation with the Kesident^ rules to 
regulate tbe oolleoticn in Hyderabad territory 0 ! tbe customs duties admiisiblo 
ander the treaty of 1802. The echedoles atteobed to the rules ooatcuned a list 
of articles vhiidi «dre to be taxed at a certain sum for a certain weight, the 
rates representing at the time, approximately, 6 per oent. ad vahrfm, and Wisg^ 
.liable to mcreaee or reduction from time 60 time. The rulee were approved by 
tbe Oeverumeut of India. 

In 1876 tbe Ki 2 am‘’a OoTernmeot adopted tbe proposal of the Dritish 
Government tbat article S of the commercial treaty of 18(12 should not in 
future be held to apply to tbe transit of salt manufactui^d in Hyderabad ter- 
ritory (No. XCV). 

Owing to a disagreeDeut the Nizam resolved in 1861 to remove Saler 
/ang from office, notwithstanding the remonstfancss of tbe Resident. But 
tbe British Government refused to comtteoence tbe measvire, and Salsr Jang 
wae maintained iu office. Differences again arose between tbe Nizam aud hia 
minister in 1867, bat were eventnally arranged, and Sir SaUr Jang continued 
to bold the office of which be had felt compelled to tender hie resignation. 
The opportunity was takeo to'impress upon the Nizam the advisability of 
giving bis entire confidence to a minieter who bad ruled the State with so 
much ability, and to point out the serious conaequeaces which a relapse into 
misrule would entail on tbe Hyderabad State. 

In August 1860the Nizam agreed (No. XCVI) to cede tbe land required for 
railway purposes in tbe RaichurDoab, and in 1870 aa Agreement (No, XCVII) 
was coDoluded between the British OoveriimeDt aud the Nizam, providing for 
tbe consteoction of a railway to connect Hydemhod with the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway. The main pofote of the agreement were tbat the Hyder* 
ahad Stale, with tbe aid of shareholders, should provide the capital necessary 
for tbe construction, mtintenance and working of the railway, including pro¬ 
vision of land, payment of oompensation, and cost of survey; and tbat the 
British Government should coostruot and manage tbe railway 00 behalf of the 
Nizam, who should receive all profits derived from the working.

The Nizam received in 186S a g^uoiantee (No. XCIX) that aoy aaccee- 
aio& to his State, nhicb might be ia accoidaace with Miibamoiadaii late aid 
the euBtoms of bis tamily> would be lecognised. 

Iq 1867 ao Extradition Treaty (No. C) was cooclndcd between the 
British OoTcrnment and the Nizam. In this treaty tbo two Oovernments 
agreed to act upon a system of strict reciprocity in aurrendering pereona 
obarged with auy of the offences mentioned in article 4; provided that in each 
case the acenaed was a aubjeet of the Qovemmentenakifig the reqaisition lor 
his sorreoder, that the offence had been committed within the territory belong¬ 
ing to, or admiaistered by, such Government, and that the application for 
surrender of the aceuaed person was daly made and supported by suoh evidence 
of bis criminality as, according to the laws of the country in which he was 
found, would josdff hie arrest and ausbain the chaige if the offence had been 
committed there. 

The procednra prescribed by this treaty for the extradition of offenders 
from British India to the Byderabad State is lees simple and effective than 
the procedure prescribed by the law relating to the extradition of offenders in 
force in British India- The treaty has therefore been reoeotly modi Bed by a 
supplementary Agreement made with Hie Highness the Nizam on the 2lft 
July 1887 (No. Cl). This provides that the tieaty shall no longer ap^ly to 
cases of extradition of offenders from British India to the Hyderabad State j 
bat that ths procedure prescribed by the law for the extradition of offenders 
for the time being in force in British India shall he followed in every each 
caae. 

The Nizam Afeal-ud-Deala, who had been created a Kmlght Grand Coto- 
mander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, died after a short illneae 
on the 28th Eebruaiy 1869. Hia only eon, Mir Mahbub Ali Shan, then not 
three years of age, was placed on the raasasd by the Britieh Resident, and the 
joint administration of affairs daring the young Ntesm'a mluorifcy was entrusted 
to Sir Salar Jang and Nawab Shams-ul-Umara The edneation of the yonng 
Nizam was an olyect of much eolicitude to the Britieh Govemiusnt, aod a 
guarantee was obtained from the ministers that when the proper time arrived 
an English gentleman should be entruated with the duty of snpenntsndiDg 
it. In 1874 Captein John Clerk waa appointed for the purpose, and he oon- 
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iu the poet ontfl year 1876, when he tvaa sooceoded by bie brother, 
Captam Claade Clerk, whose employment came loan eod lo Jnae 1837. 

In 1871 (No. dl) an excbaoge of Tilla^ was agreed to with a riew to 
the TectiBcatioQ of t)ia 6 portioo of the border of the Assii’oed Districte m Berar 
wbich toucbee on the territories administered by ^e Nizam’s (iovernment. 
Itwae nadentood that this armogemen tin no way affeoted the conditions onder 
which the Assigned Districts were held by tbe Butish OoTerament, and that in 
the traneSerred yillagtis the asseasmcats iotrodnoed under British maoeg^ement 
wonld be maintained. 

By the treaty of the ind December 1871 (t« Owalior, Vo!- IV) Sitidbia 
«ded to the British Goyernment hU rights and interests of every description 
in certain ancestral villages which he possessed within the territories of tbw 
Nizam. As it waa desirable to transfer the rights and interests which the 
British Government bad thus acquired in these villages to the Hyderabad 
State, a Msmorandom of Agieemeot (No. CIU) wna signed on the 18th 
August 1878, by which the villages in question were ceded to the Nizam, who 
in return ceded to the British Government in fnIJ sovereignty certain villages 
in the Bombay Presidency. 

Hia Highness the Niaam, Mir Mobbub Ali Khan, attended the Troperial 
Aswmblage at Delhi, and was present when Her Majesty tbe Queen woa pro¬ 
claimed Kmpress of Indio, The Nizam’s salute was at this time raised from 
IP to 81 guns. 


A Postal Agreement (No. CIV) was executed by the Nizam’s Govern, 
meat m Augnst 1882, making provision for the interchange of mails between 
the British and Nizam's Poet Oacee under certain ooaditions. 


It bad been proposed that the Nizam should visit England in the year 
1888, but tb» arrangement fell through owing to the death of Sir Salar JaQ» 
on the 8th February 1888. During tbe year that had still to elapse before 
the Nizam cams of age the administratioii was cutrurted to the Peshfcar, 
Maharaja Nsriadar Pawhad, sod Mir Laik Ali, tbe elder son of Sir Salar 
Jang, who were entitled respectively Senior and Junior Administrafore, There 
WM also a Conncil of fiegenoy composed of the Peshkar and ll.e Nawabe 
Bashir-ad-Danla. The Nizam presided over the Council, 
and Mir La,k Ah, who assumed his father's title of Salnr Jang, acted ae ite 
Sve^ry, but they bad no votes, 


In Older to protect tbs ioterests of both the British and tbe Nizam’s 
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GovercmeQt ia the matter of the opium revenue, an Agreement (No. CV) 
waeexecated on the 29th October ISSS. Thie prohibited the onjtir&tion of 
poppy atid the manufactnre of opium in the Kisam’e territory^ and regulated 
the importj export, trauBport> pogeeseioa and sale of the drug. It also pro* 
vided that any alterations made in the Opium Rules of His Highoess’a 
Ooverument should be communicated to the Resident, and that the Opium 
Agent at Indore should issue passes for opinm required by the Nizam's Oov* 
eminent, arul levy on behalf of Hla Higbnese'e Government a paee duty, at a 
rate of not less than Rupees 600 per chest of lbs. 140, on opium condgned to the 
Hyderabad territory, the duty being remitted to tbe Nizam's Minister through 
the Resident at Hyderabad. The pass du^ has, hovever, ever since bee& 
levied at tbe rate of Rupees 7U0 per chest. The arrangement effected by this 
^eemeot has considerably increased the opium revenue of the Hyderabad 
State, whii^ in ISSO was estimated at Rupees 69,062, while the amount of 
pass duty alone levied and paid to the Minister in 18S9 was Rupees 2,57,260. 

"With the consent of the Government of India the Nizam's Government 
entered into an Agreement (No. CVIj on tbe 27th December 138$ with Hie 
Highness the Nizam’s Guaranteed State Railways Company, by which tbs' 
Company purchased, on certain oonditioos, the railway line from Wad; to 
Secunderabad, and undertook to construct new lines from Secninderabad to 
Waratgal, thence to Bezwada, and also in a northerly direction- In connection 
with the transfer of the railway to the Company, an Agreement (No. CVII) 
was made between the Nizam's Government ond tbs Government of India 
oil tlie 80th April 1888, with the object of securing the due fnlfilmeDt by 
tbs Railway Company of certain obligatioDS affecting rights reserved to the 
Government of India. 

Full jurisdiction has been granted by His Highness the Nizam to the 
British Government within the lands in His Highnaw’s territory which we 
occupied, or may hereafter be occupied, by HSs Highness the Nizam's Guaran¬ 
teed State RailwayB Company, the Great Indian Peninenk Railway, the 
Madras Railway, the Southern Mahratta Railway, and the Dhond and Manmad 
Railway, including lands taken np for stations, ont-buildings, and for any 
other railway purpose. 

On the 5th Febroary 5884 the Nizam came of age and waa invited 
with full powers of admioistration by the Viceroy, the Mai*qais of Ripen. 
His Bighuesa, with the concurrence of tbe Government of India, appointed 
Salar Jangll to be Minister. Tbe Nizam was invested with the insignia 
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of a Koight Grand Commander of the Most Sxeltad Order of the Star of 
India on the 6th Febinarj 1SS6. 

The title of Enig’ht Comnander of the Most Fminont Order of the 
Indian Empire wee conferred on the Kairab $alar Jan» II on the 16tii Febra- 
ary 18i!7^ and on the Kaffabe Baehir*Qd-I>aQU Aaman JaU and &hama*uU 
Umara Cbnrebid Jeh on the Sod Jan nary 1888. 

On the 7th Jannary 1888 an Agreement (No. CVIII) «raa executed by 
the Nizam^e Governnont, by trhich certain mining rights in Hie Highncee^a 
territory were aseigoed to coDceeeiooairee, who andertooh to form a company 
for the porpoee of carrying oat mining operatione. Certain traosactioas con* 
nected with tbe formation of ^e mining company, called the Hyderabad 
(Deccan) Company, Limited, eobeequently became tbe subject of oontro' 
▼ersy, and a fnrther Agreement (No. OIX) was ezeented on the Snd January 
1880 between the Nizam's Government, the Hyderabad (Deccan) Company 
dud the original conceaeioDaires. 

In October 18$6 tbe Niaam's Gcveranerit consented to the applicatjou 
of the Indian Telegraph Act (XIII of 1888) and the roles framed thereunder 
to sTI telegraph lines in tbe Hyderabad State, and an order on the aobject wne 
isened in 1867 in tbe Jendo or State Gssetle (No. CX). 

Sir Salar Jaog tl resigned hie appointment as Minister in April 1887, 
and HiO Nizam, with tbe concurrence of tbe Goeernmeot of India, appointed 
in July 1887 ^e Nawab Basbir*Dd*Daola (Sir Asman Jab) to the Tccant 
poet, wbiob he still holds. Daring tbe iiiterval between April and July 1887 
the business of tbe State was condacted by tbe Nizam Limsslf with the help 
of Colonel C H. T. Maisball, of tbe Faiijab *CominlssicD, who bad been 
appointed in March 1887, at tbe Nizam’s request, to be Priyate Secietary to 
His Highness. Colonel Mai shall resigned his appointment as Privace Secre¬ 
tary in November 1888. 

Sir Sakr Jaog II died on tlie 7th July 1889. A eon was born to him 
on tbe 18tb June 1880. Munir-ul-Mulk, tbe younger brother of Sir Salar 
Jang n, and tbe ouly other surTiviug eon of Sir Salar Jang I, died on the 
f6tb Jannary 1800, leaving so male issue. 

His Highness the Kizpm, Mir Mahbub All Xhan, Las two sous, of 
whom tbe rider is Mir Osman Ali Shan, born on the 21st May 1886. 

The to Hitory forces of the Hyderabad State may be reckoned at about 
10,000 regular or reorganised troops and about 20,000 irrcgul era. Beridee 
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tbeae there are considerable nitisbere of irreirulArs belonging to the Narco’s 
Crown estates and to tbe Psig^ nobles of the Sbams>uUUn)ara family. 

The area of Hyderabad territorj, ezdusioe of the iheaigoed Die- 
tricte, is 82,697 square mi)es> and its popnlatlon aocordlng to tbe ceoaas of 
1891 is I),537,040. Tba State revenue proper may be reckoned at Kupees 
3,00,00,000, which is exclosive of large estates belonging to the Kisam and 
6c bis nobles and jagirdan. 

The Unja of Oadtval is a feudatory of the Nizam, and appears to^be 
practically iodapandeot in his internal administra^n so long as be pays an 
annual tribute of Rupees 1,15,000.

misunderstand logs bare since arisen, which hare perverted the inbeot of tbe 
said Treaty, and kindled n;^ tbe flames of war; now be it known to the whole 
world, that tbe beforementioned Kawab Ausuph Jah and tbe English Com* 
pany, with tbe Nawab Wolau Jab, baTs entered into another Treaty of the 
atnctest fiiendsbip and alliaoce, on the following conditions 


Abtiou 1. 

Tbe exalted and illoatrioiis Emperor of Hindoetao, Shah Alum PadCoba, 
bating oat of bis gracious faronr and in eonsidention of tbe attsclment and 
services of tbe English East India Company, given and granted to them for 
ever by way of enam, or free gift, the five Circars of Moostafumugger, 
Rajah mundiy, Siccacole, Moortisanugger, or Coedavir, by hie royul Firmaan, 
dated tbe lith of Angoet 176b, or on the i^4th of the moon Snpbier, in the 
dth year of hie reign; and the Kawab Ausuph Jab hfiaam-coUMoolk, as 
Sonhah of tbe Dsccan, having by the second and third Articles of the aforo* 
Eoentioaed Treaty, ceded and surrendered by Sunonds, under bia band and eoaf, 
to the Eoffliah East Indie Company for ever the aforeraenlioaed five Circars, 
it is now further acknowledged and agreed by the said Aosupb Jab Nizacn* 
ocl-Moolk, Soubsh of tlie Deccan, that the srud Company shall enjoy and 
hold for ever, as their right and property, the said fi,ve Circars, on the terms 
hereafter mentioned. 

Abticxs 2. 

By the aforementioned ‘^aCy of Hyderabad it was stipulated that the

ance whatever to the said naiqne, or any of his people, nor any other enemUe 
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of tbe Company or tba Nawab WoUu Jab: botif this Ardole iballat aoj 
tlms beiofriogM, the Company shdl be at liberty, by virtae of tbiaTroaty, to 
toke posaeaaion of and keep the Circar of Moortizaoijgger is the same Dsnoer 
as the other four, asd the Ifawab Aosuph Jah eogagee to assist them thareio 
with bis troope, if oeceeeary. 

Amiclb 8 . 

The fort of Cocdapillee with its ja^bire eball for over hereafter remain 
io posseedoQ of the Ssglish Compaoy, and be garrisoaed with their troops, 
under thdr own officers only, notwithstanding any thing to the ooutrary 
stipaiated ia the twelfth Aidcle of the Treaty of Hyderabad. 

Articlb 4'. 

Karrundoo, one of the zemiodars of the Cirear of Siceaeoje, bayrnglaisfy 
Tueed dieturbancee ia the Itchapore country, and refused (as bo alleges, in 
conformity to the Kawab Ausupb Jah’a orders) to pay bia rents, or obedience 
to the Company, the Nawab Aoanpb Jah agrees, an the sigoing and exchange 
of the present Theaty. to write letters not only to Nnrraindoo hut to nil the 
zemindars in the Circars of £llour, Moostafnrnnggur, Kajabmnndpr, and 
Sieoacole, acquainting them that they are in future to regard the Snglidi 
Company ae '^eir Boverelgn, and to pay tbelr rente and obedieoce to the said 
Company, or tbelr deputies, without raising any troubles or disturbances. 
The Nawab Ansnph Jah farther agrees that be will not in future encourage, 
or protect, in raising troubles or disobedienee, any zemindaiw, renters, or 
sereants of the English Company, or the Nawnb Wolan Jab, who on their 
parts engage the same to His Highoess Ausuph Jab. 

AnncLQ 5. 

It boa been the constant deaiw and endeavonr of the English Company 
and tbe Nawab Wolan Jah to preserve their possessrons in peace, and to hve 
on terms of friendship with tbe Senbah of tbe Deccan : they still desire to do 
tbe s^e; and tboagb the operations of war baye lately obliged the Compaoy 
to send their troops towards Hyderabad, and to take possession of the Circa» 
of Commniset and Worangols, yet, as a proof of their friendship fm* the 
Nawab Ausuph Jah, etc., Sonbah of tbe Deccan, on tho siguing and exchange 
of this Treaty, the Company's troops shall be recalled to the fort of Comme* 
metj from whence they shall also retire into their own Circars, so soon oe tlie 
Soubsh with his army has crossed the Kistna, leaving tbe fort of Commamet 
to tbe Sonbah's deputy. And, ns a further proof of tbe Company’s efooere 
desire to preserve a friendBhip with the Soubah of the Deccan, tliey agree tn 
bury in oblivion what is past, and to pay him nntiually for the space of six 
vears, to be computed from tho letcfJanoary 178d, or tbs 10th of tbe moon 
Sbibanc, in tiis year of the Ilcgirs 1181, Uie sum of two lakhs of Afoot 
Ituppes, at Madras or MaenlipaUm, that is to say, o>ie lakh on tbe 81st of 
Mamh, and al«o one lakh on tbe 31st of October, or two lakhs every venr, 
and ODS lakh more at each of these periods, whenever tbe Cirear of Condarir 
ie pat into tbe Com piiny’s possession. The Company moreover promise, that

It was stipulated ia the former Treaty made at Hyderabad that the Com- 
paoy and the Sonbab should mutoally assist each other with their troopa when 
required and their own affiiirs wooid permit; but it being apprehended at 
presect that anch an agreeoienb may sabjaet both parlies to diffioultiee and 
that misuuderstandiDga may arise on chnt account, it is now agreed only that 
a mutual peace, confidence, and friendship shall eubslst for’ever between the 
^gliib Company, Hia Highoess Ausuph Jab, aud the Nawab Wolau Jali; 
die euemin of euber eball be regarded ca the enemies of the other t^vg poivers 
and the Mends of either be treated as the Erie mis of oil; aud in case any 
troubles shOTid arise, or any enemies mvade the conutriee under the govern- 
moot of either of the contractiDg parties, the other two sbnU give no 
coontensnce or assistance to such enemies or invaders- The Company aud the 
Nawflb Wolaa Jab, willing, however, to show their voluntary attachment 
to the Soobah, will always be ready to send two battaUona of sepoys and six 
pieccsof artillery, mnnned by Uoropeaus, whenever the Soobab ehall require 
thiam and the ertuotioo of their affairs will allow of such a body of troops to 
march into the l^eccan, provided the Soubah pnys the expense during the tiaie 
that the said troops are employed in his service.

Hyder Naique baviDg for some years post usurped the government <£ the 
Mocsore country, and given great disturbaoces to h:e neighbors by attacking 
and taking from many of ^em their possessions, and ha?iug so lately iuvaded 
and laid waste with fire and sword the poaeeasione of tbe Englteh Company 
and the Nawab Wolau Jah la the Carnatio, it is certainly neceesajy for their 
peace and for tbe general benefit of all the neighbouring powers, that ths said 
flaique should be punished and reduced, so ^nt he may not hereafter bnve 
the power to give any person further trouble : to this end, tbe Uawab Ansnph 
Jah hereby declares aud makes known to all tbe world that he regards tbe 
said Nai^ue as a rebel aud usurper, and as euch divests him of, and revokes 
from him, nil Sunnnde, honours, and distioedons conferred by himself or 
any other Soubab of die Deccan, because the said ffaique has deceived the 
Nawdb Aueuph Jah, broken bis agreementy and reodem bicoaalf uuwordty 
of all farther countenance and favours.

But that 
the Nawab Aueuph Jah, as Sonbah of the Deocsn, may not lose hie dignity or 
the reTenue arisiog from the said countries, the BngBeh Company agree to 
pay him annually, oat of the Dewancy oolleotion, from the time they are in 
poaeessioo thereof, the som of seven lakhs of Arcot Rupees, inclading Durbar 
charges, being the sum annually paid heretofore, in two eqnal payments, at 
the space of six months from each other, provided the said Ausuph Jah, 
8 onb^ of Deccan, assists the said Company and tbeNawab Wolan Jah in 
punishing Hyder Naiqoe, and neither receives from or eends either vakeels or 
letters to him.

S ent, any more than the Soabab of bis pesheusb, wbioh nsed to he paid from 
s Carnatic Balagante, bslooglng to the soobadariy of Vlslapore, now oc 
lately possessed by Hydei bfvqne, it is hereby agreed, and tbe Company 
wiillogly promise to pay the Mahrattas regularly and annually without tronble 
for the whole oh out, as eettlsd in former times, from the time tbe said conn- 
tries gbdl be uoder the Company's protection as Dewan; provided, however, 
that the Mahrattas guaraut^to the Compaoy tbe peaceable possession of the 
said Dewanoy: to this end, the Nawab Ausnph Jab promises to use bis best 
eudeavouTS, jointly with the English and the Nawab Wolaa Jab, to settle 
with the Mabratt&e concerning ^ chont of the aaid countries, how and where 
it is CO be paid, so that there may be no disturbances hereafter on that acconut 
between any of the contracting parties or tiie Mahiuttas.

All the foregoing Articles are sincerely agreed to by the snbscribmg paN

AtTICtB 5. 

The customary allowances of tbe zemindars of the Gnntoor Ciroer, 
amoautiog annually to five thousand Pi^*odae, shall contiuue as before. The 
fort and jagbire villagee of Condavir shaii remnin under the management of 
the servants of the Nawab; but a garrison of English troops, as may be 
deemed seceesary for the defence of the fort, shall be stationed with the 
killadar.

Yoor Highness’s letter, containing strong expressions of fnendelnp, was 
presented to me by M«er Abdcol Casaim, and has afforded me the most inex¬ 
pressible satisfnduoD. I have perfectly understood all the matters entiusted 
to the verbal commuDicaUem «f Meer Abdool Gnssim, and the sincere and 
friendly sentiments which 1 have discovered Yoor Hisboeas to be impressed 
with towards me have induced me to show the ccQfi<Aacel place in Year 
Highness’s declaration, by candid and explicit conversations with Meer Abdool 
Cassim on subjects of tbe highest importance i and as they all of them have 
tendency to strengthen and increase our friendship, I shall communicate 
witbont reserve to Yonr Highness what has occurred to me relative to them. 

It was with DO small concern 1 foond on my anival, in charge of the 
control o! all the Company’s affsire, that one of the eventual aod most essea- 
tial points of the Treaty of friendship and alliance made in 1768 between 
Your Highness and tSe Company, remained unexecuted on both aides, vis., 
tbe surrender of tbe Onntoor Circar to the Company, and the regular dis¬ 
charge of Your Bigboess's demand for tbe pesbeosh from tbe Company. 
ADiioQSi notwitbataodiog, that by urging the due performance of this 
Article, I should not intrude oo Your Highness while engaged in pursuits of 
importance, 1 postponed all negociations on tbe subject until I was convinced 
that Yonr Kiglmess, nnintsrrupted by war, had full leiKure to coueider tbe 
propriety of the performaoee of ^Is Article of tbs Treaty ; and ootil you 
might have bad sumdent opportunity to put implicit confidence la my asenr- 
oQces for ^ punctuul dlscb^ge of the pesbeush far tbe Northern Circars.

I have already expressed ny satisfaction at Yoor Highnesses immsdiste 
complianee to deliver np the Oaotoor Cirear to the Company, and hare assured 
Your Highness of my drm intention to persevere in a atriot system of fa^H 
to eog^emente; and now, with anoh a proof of the siuoerity of Your High* 
neu's friendship and good faith, I have, from a desire to testify to Your 
Highness tl)at I am impressed with similar sentiments, entered into a full die* 
cusaioR of every Article with Meer Abdool Caesim, in order that sneh parts 
of it ^ are nndefiDsd and beat an obscure and doubtful meaning, nay be so 
expliuued Be shall preclude every necessicy of fatnie discussion, remove all 
gronods of mfsand^stand^, and give stabilitj and permaneocy to that 
oisudsbip which now snbsists between us. 

In adcpling this mle of conduct, I do no more tbsn Fulfil the intention of 
the King of England and tbe British nation, who, by the system lately estab* 
lisbed for the Oovsmment of this conutry, bad in view the import aat end of 

B efficacy to the existing Treaties between tbe English and the powers of 
ton, and of securing a due performance thereof in future. This com* 
nneication, I am persuaded, willfully ssiisfy Your Higbuees of the propriety 
of my dedining the proposal of Mear Abdool Cassim for enteriiig into a new 
sscurlty for tbe discharge of tbe pesho>ish, by roovtgaging a portion of the 
Ciroars, considering, as I do, tbe faith of tbe English nation pledged for the 
due payment of it 

In proof of the sincerity of my intentions toat the Treaty should bs 
earned into foil effect, Is^e (list, iu the sixth Article of the Treaty, the 
words *' whenever the situation of affairs will allow snch a body of troops to 
mnroh into tbs Deccan,” sball be uudeistood to mean, that the force engaged 
lor by this Article, ns., two baitalious of sepoys and six pieces of os noon, 
manued by Enropeans, shall be granted whenever Your Hi^hoess sball apply 
f<* It, makiug only one exception, that it is not to be employed against any 
^wer in allieaM with tbo Company, vis., Pundit Pirdhnn Jeiehwa, iUgnjee 
“ j ?i ' Sindra, and the other Mabratta Chiefs, the Nawab of Arcot 

and Mswab Viaier, Rajahs of Tanjore and Travaaeore. That the battalions at 
present not defined in onmber shall not consist of less than eight bnndred men 
* Vpeces shall be aianned with the number of Europeans 
.which IS usual in time of war, 'I'bat the aspense to be charged to Your High* 
Jiees slull be no more than the exact sum which it costa tbe Company to main¬ 
tain a body of Ihst force when employed on service in tbe field, and that this 
erpenee he as per separate scconnt. That this detachment shall march within 
two mon tbs, or sooner if possible, after it is demanded, and Yonr Highness 
shall be charged with the expense of it from tbe day it enteia Your HigSnees’s 
territones until it quits them on its return to the Company’s j with the addi- 
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itOD of one moatb, at tboaTera^ calculation of tbo nbola amount, in o 2 ^«>r 
to defray tbe obargea tba Company jnuat necessarily iucar to put such a force 
in state iit for service. 

I have $0 fully discussed tbe Articles of tbe Treaty that relate to tbe 
Nawab of Aroot and tbe Carnatic, on tbe repiaseDtaMoD .of Meer Abdool 
Cassim, that a mere reference to tbe Axtiolea tbsmselvee will iTtforo Your 
Highness of tbe full force of my argumente : and although the long existing 
friendship between tiie Mawab and tbe CotBpeny might be orged as further 
ground for declining the proposal of Meer Abdool Caseiia, bis right to tbe 
poesessioD of the Cainstic Payee Gautie fully established and admitted by 
the seven lb and eighth Artiolee and papers apperiaioiog to them; there can 
therefore be no necessity for troubling Your Highness with other reasosa. 

• In regard to the Articles relatiTe to the Be want y of the Carnatic 
Ballagaute, Tcnr Higliness must be well oonvinced that circumstances have 
totally prevented (be execution of tiiese Artaoles^ and the Company are in tbe 
full eojoyment of peace with all the world; hut ebould it hereafter happen 
that tbe Company should obtain possession of the oounlxy mentioesd la these 
Articles, with Your Bigbnsea’s aseletaoce, they will strictly perform tbe sbipii* 
laticne in favour of Your Highness and tbe Mabrattaa. Your Highneee 
must be well assured that while Treatise of peace and fHendebip exist with 
any Chief, nego^tions (bat tend to deprive that Chief of any port o£ hia 
poBsessioQs, unprovoked on hie part, must naturally create soepicions In hia 
mind unfavourable to the reputation of Your Highness aud to tbe character of 
tbe Company, since tbe only grounds on which sooh negotiations could be 
earned on rest on a Treaty existing upwards of twenty years, tbe executioii 
of wbioh is yet aodaimsd, and since no provocation has hitberlo been made 
to jostify a b^ach in (he present peaceable and amicable uodei'sbinding be* 
tween each other. 

As I am at all times deairona that acch ctrcumstascos as carry with them 
impediment and hinderancc to good order and government, withont bearing 
tbe smallest advantage to either eide, ebonid be so changed as to piodnce tbe 
good effects expected from Treaties; and as (be affaire of both parties might 
suffer great injury from being excluded from corresponding with tbe o^er 
powers of tbs Deccan, I agree that in future either party, without a breach 
of Treaty, ahall be at liberty to nceivs or send vakeels to correspond with any 
powers in the Deccan, in such manner as may be expedient for tbe benefit of 
their own aifaus, under the condition that tbe object of such intei’course or 
correspondence be not hostile to either of tbe goverumeots. 

I have in many instances, as well through Captain Eoanaway as to Meer 
Abdool Caasim, and in tbe first part of this letter, declared my firm intention 
to execute (be Treaty of 176$, and to live in perpetual amity aud friend eh ip 
with Tour Highness, aud Your Highness will be eonvioced, from tlie explan* 
ations 1 have given to those Articles in the Treaty of ambiguous and obscure 
meaniog, that I am earnestly desiroxu of tbs adjustment of every matter ou 
grounds feur nod liberal.

as veil as tbe faith aitd honeor oi tbe Eogliab, prohibit me from entenug 
icto V)j uegeoiatioas to make aew Treaties; aod I LaTe ooadned my confer- 
eoces with Meer Abdool Caeeim to tbe ezplaaatioa of that made in I96^<, 
with a view to a mote perfect execotion of it On this accoont 1 have sot 
judged proper to comply with aocb requests as have been made by Meer Abdool 
Oa^aim that in any shape tend to alter tbe apint of that Treaty. A further 
argument to inpreea Yoor Hlgbnesa with the propriety of this determination 
is tbe eanotion and support of^ia Majesty and the Company of England of 
those measures that eoiucide with tbeir instnictioiia. 1 have mentioned this 
ciroumetance merely to assure Your Highness of the etrength of my assertions 
and the value of my ensagemeute in regard to tbe Quotoor Circar and the 
otlier Articles of the Treaty; and I trust that this clear explanation of the 
ambiguous Articles of tbe Treaty will render it e£sctual, and will afford Tour 
Highness a convincing proof of tbe Company's determioation to adhere to the 
fmth of it. 

Altbongb 1 have not agreed to enter into a new Treaty with Tour 
Eigbofse tbrongb Meer Abdool Cassim, for tbe reasons above assigned, yet 
Your Highoess, in consideration of the antiiority vested in me by the King 
and Parliaiuent of England, will consider my letter, thongb merely purporting 
a clear ezplacstion of tbe several Articles in tiie Treaty m 176S, strong and 
efficient upon the English Ch>veroment in India, equally so se a Trsaty in due 
foim could be, since ^e Members of the Coundl have given their cheerful 
acquiescence to its contents. 

For further particulars of my sentiments I beg leave to refer Tonr 
^'ghacss to Mear Abdool Cassim, whom I have considered daring this nego- 
Ration as faitijfolly attached to Your Highness fully acqnuoted with Your 
High ness’s interests, and yonv most oonlidentbl servant, empowered to settle 
any agreement for the mutual benefit of the two governments. 1 have accord, 
mgly coinmunicated to him without reserve all that has occnired to me on tbo 
rabjeet of the elucidation of tbe Treaty cf 1768, in tbe same manner as if 
Your Highness were present j neveiihsless, as Tour Highness's concuirenco 
and approbfltion are ueccssary to give a final sanction to tbe Articles discussed, 
I have thought proper to meution them in this letter. For the ret, Tour 
l have tlie most assured eonfideoce, tliat I will most faithfully 

aoids by ail tbs engagements I have entered mto on tbe port of tbe Company.

ing a perpetual standing force of the Honourable CompaBy’s in their room, 
subject to the limitatione and restrictions prescribed by Earl Coro Wallis’s 
letter to His Highness the Nizam, roeDtiooed Iirthe first Ar^cle; it is there¬ 
fore agreed, with a view ^to the mutual benefit of His Highaess and tbe 
Peishwa, and the bappineseV tb«ir ivBpdctive subjects, that tbe Company's 
government will use iheir beet endeavours to have iuserted, with tbe consent 
end approbation of both, in tbe new Treaty in oontemplatioa between tbe 
three Allied Powers, such a clause as shall set each at ease with regard to the 
other.

IftSATT of P£BP£TUAL and Gbne&al I)efe>t 8 ite Axuakcb be- 
tween ti»e Honoxtbablb the Ekqlish East India Comeant 
and His Hioekbss theNAWAB Nizah-ool-Moole Austph 
Jah Bahadoob, Soobabab of the Deccan, bis children, heirs, 
and successora; settled by Oattaik James Aceiiies 
Eirspatbice, Eesiuent at the Co’aat of His Highness, 
by virtue of the powers delegated to him by the Most Noblb 
Eichard, Marquis Wellbslbt, Knight of the MpsT Illus¬ 
trious O&BBK of St. Fathzce, one of His Bbitankic 
Majesty’s Most Honoubable Privy Council, Governor- 
General in Council, appointed by the Honourable the 
Court of Directors of the said Honourable Comtaky to 
direct and control all their affairs in the East Indies, and 
GovbrnoR'Gbneral in Oounoil of all the British Posses* 
SIGNS in the East Indies. 

hereas, by the blessing of Ood, an inti mate friendship and onion have 
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fin&V rabrieted for a kcglb of tima bat wean tlie Honoc ruble JSoglisb East 
Xodia CompftTiT and Hia Hjgboesetbe Nawab Nizam*ool.MooIk Auaupb Jah 
Babadoor, and laTe been cemented and atreogtheeed b^ several Traatiee of 
alliance, to tbe mctual and id an! feet advaoUge of both powers, wbo, witk 
UDsn^empted harmonj and eoocord bavbg equallv ehared the fatigaea and 
dangers of war aud the blesaioge of peace, are, in fact, become one and the 
aame b interest, policj, friendeldp, and honour. The powers aforesaid advert¬ 
ing to the cumplenoo n£ tlie timee have determined on principles of precaution 
and foresight and with a view to the effectaa) preservation of constant peace 
and tranqniilHj, to enter into a general defeosivs alHanoe, for the complete 
oad reciprocal protectioo of their respsoUvs territories, toi^ther with tbose 
of tbeir aeveral allies and depeodants, against the onprovoked aggreasloos 
or Dojuat encroachcnents of alf or of an^ ensmies whatever. 

Articlb K 

The peace, union, and friendship to long sobsisting between the two 
States shall be perpetual; the friends and eneniee of either shall be the 
friends and sDeniies of both; and the contracting parties agree that all the 
former Treaties aod agreemeuts between the two States now in force aod not 
contrary to tbe tecor of this engagement shall be coufirmed bj it. 

Aktiols i. 

If an^ power or State whatever shall commit any act of unprovoked 
hoetility or aggression against eltlter of tbe contracting psitiss, or against 
their respMtive depeudauts or allies, and, after due representetloa, shall refuse 
to enter into smicable explanation, or shall dsnj the jnst satisfaction or 
indemni^ which the contracdsg parties shall have required, then the contract* 
ing parties will proceed to concert and prosecute snch further measures as the 
osse aboil appear to demand. 

For tbe more distinct explsnatioo of the true intent aod sfeot of the 
agreemeot, the (dovsroor-General in Council, on behalf of tbe Honoumble 
Company, hereby declares that the British CoverorDcnt will never permit any 

E )wer or State whatever to eoxnuit with impunity any act of unprovoked 
ostility or aggression against the rights or territories of His Highness tbe 
Nisam, bat will at all timee maiataiD and defend tbe s&iue, in the same man¬ 
ner as the rights and territonee of tbe Honourable Company are now main* 
tained and defended. 

Asticlb $. 

With a view to fal6l this Treaty of general defence and protection, His 
Highness the Hawab Ansn^b Jah agrees ihht two battalions of sepoys and 
one regiment of cavalry, with a dne proportion of gnns and artillerymen 
shall be added in perpetuity to tbe present permanent subsidiary force of six 
battalions of sepoys, of one thonsaod firuooks each, and one regimeot of 
cavalry, five hundred strong (with thair proportion of guns and artillerymen), 
so that tbe whole subsidiary force famished by the Hononreble East India 
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Coippaoy to Hia Hi^boeM shall henceforward coDaiat of eight battalioaa of 
aepoye (or eight tboasacd firelocks) and two regiments of cavalry (or one 
thoueand horse), with tbeir requisite complement of gone, Buropean artille7jr> 
men, tascars, and piooeen, full; eqoippe^ with warlike atores and amooDi- 
^on> wbiob force is to be stationed in perpetuitf in His Highness's terri> 
toriee. 


Article 4, 

The pay of the above mentioned Spdditional force shall be calculated at 
the rate oi'^e paj of the extetiog subudiary force, and sball commence from 
the day of the entrance of the said additional force into His High ness's 
terntories. 


Arttols fi. 

For the regular payment of the whole expense of tbs said augmented 
snbsidiary force (coDdstiog of eight thousand infautry, ooe tboosaod cavalry, 
and tbeir usual proportion of artillery) HU Highness the Kawab Auauph Jah 
hereby assigns aud cedes to the Honourable Hast India Company in perpetoiCy 
all the territories acquired by HU Highnees, under the Treaty of Seringapa* 
tarn ou the Idth March 179^, and also all the territories acqolred by His 
Highness under the Treaty of Mysore on the £2ad June 1799, according bo 
the Schedule annexed to this Treaty, 

Aariot^B 6. 

Certain of the terrltonee ceded by the foregoing Article to the Honour- 
able Company being inconvenient, from their situation fo the northward of 
the river Toombuddiah, Hie Highness the Nawab Ausuph Jah, for the pur¬ 
pose of rendering the boundary line of the Honourable Company’s possessions 
a good and welUdefiued one, agrees to retain the dUtriets in question, namely. 
Copul, Gajjuuderghur, and others (os marhed In the annexed Schedule) in his 
own posseseion; and io lieu thereof assigns and codes in full and in perpe¬ 
tuity to the Honourable Coirpany the district of Adoni, together with what¬ 
ever other territory His Highness may. be possessed of, oris dependent oa 
His Highneea’s Oovernmeut, to the south of the Toombuddrab, or to the 
south of the Eistnah, below the jonction of those two rlvere. 

Artiolb 7. 

The territories to be assigned and ceded to tiie Honourable Company by 
the fifth Article, or in consequence of.tbe exchange stipulated in the sixth 
Article, shall be snb^ect to the exclusive management arid authority of tbs 
said Company and of tbeir officers. 

Abtiolb 8. 

Whereas the actual produce of a coneideiable portion of the districts 
ceded to the Honourable Company by Article fifth is ascertained and ackoow- 
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led^ to be greatly (afanor (o th«ir aominal ?aloa, ts ape^fied in tbe 8ebe* 
dole onoexed to this Treaty, and tbo eaid diatricta oaooot be expected tors 
long coime o£ jeara to reach to their said noniaal Talne ; a))d ivbereaa difier- 
SDces might bereafter arise bstv\ een tbe contracUDg parties with respect to 
tbe real value ot the same, and tlie friendship and barmooy happily subsistiiDg 
between tlie cootraetlng parties be disturbed by diaeuBeions relating to tbe 
adjustment of accounts of the produce aud value of tbe said distncts; in 
Or^r (o preolnde all causes of auy such future difference or diecusslon between 
the two States, the said Bast lodia Cocopacy agrees to accept tbe said die- 
tricta (with the reaervatiou stated in the sixth Article) as a full and cocopleta 
aatiafaction for all deaande on account of tbe pay and charges of the said 
enbadiary force j and tkierefore to whatever extent or for whatever length 
of time the actual pioduce of the said dlatricta shall prove inadequate to the 
amount of the subsidy payable by Hie High cess on accoaiit of the aaid aabsi* 
diary force, no demands shall ever be made by tbe Honourable Company upon 
the treaeury of His Eigbness on aoeouat of any snob dedoiency or on account 
of aoy failure in tbe revenues of tbe said districts, arising from unfavourable 
seasons, from the calamity of war, or any other esnse. His Highness tbe 
Nitsm^ cn his part, with toe same friendly views hereby reuonnoes all claim 
to aoy arrears or balances which may be dee to him from tbe said diatriota at 
tbe penod of their eeaeiou to tbe Honourable Company, and sdeo to any even* 
tuai esceas In the produce of tbe said diatidou, beyond tbe amount of tbe 
subsidy parable by His Higlinsea on account of tbe said subsidiary force, the 
true iiitentioQ srm meaning of this Article being that tbe cession of tbe 
said districts and tbe exclianges stipulated in the sixth Article shall be consi- 
dered as a dual close and termination of aocounts between the contracHug 
parties with respect to the charges of tbe aaid eobsidiary foroe. 


AnTicne 9. 

After the cooclusion of this Treaty, and as soon as tbe British Resident 
shall eiguify to His Highness Ausupli Jeh that tbe Honouiable Company’s 
oScers are prepared to take charge of the districts ceded by the £fth Artime, 
His Highness will immedietely issue the necessary perwaunaha or orders to 
hb otBcers to deliver over charge of the same to tbe officers of the Company; 
and it is hereby stlpulsted and agreed that all colleocions made by Hie 
Highnees’e officers subsequent to the date of tbe said perwaunsbs or orders, 
and before the officers of tbe Compaoy sbsll have taken charge of tbe said 
districts, shall be carried to the account of the Hononrable Company.

His HigbossB tbs Kawab Ausopb Jab will oontiaos bo paj tbs stibsidy 
of tlis fobiDOr sabsidiarj force aod also that of tbs additional troops from liis 
troasorf in tbo same manner as bitborto obaervad, uotll the Booourablo Hast 
India CocDpaoy^s offiosrg sball have obtained oomplete poaasaaion from His

Article. Tbe Company will not claim any payrneota of rabaidy from Hie 
Higbneea’e treaaary after tbeir oSioers sball bsTO obtained poaseseion of tbe 
said diibricte from the officers of Bis Higbnesa.

Tbe ooatrnctlog partiee will employ all practicable mesne of conciliation 
to dretent the calamity of war; and for that purpose will at all timea be 
ready to enter into amicable explanstioDa with other States and to cnltirate 
and improve tbe general relations of peace aod amity with all tbe powers of 
liidia, acoordiog to the tree spirit aod tenor of this defensive Treaty. But if 
a war should uu fortunately break out between tbe contracting parties and any 
other power whatever^ then His Highness the Kawab Ausupb Jab eognges 
that, with tbe reserve of two batteliona of sepoys which are to remain nanr 
His Higb&eea's pemn^ the residne of the British subsidiary force (con* 
sis^ng of sis battalions of sepoys and two regiments of caraliy with 
artillery) joined by sis tboosand infantry and nine thooaaod horse of His 
Higbaess’s own troops, and making together an army of twelve tbousaad 
infantry and ten thousand cavalry, with their requisite tralo of artillery, and 
warlike stores of every kiod, sh^l be immediate^ mo^on for the pur¬ 
pose of opposing enemy ; and His Higliness likewise engages to employ 
every further effort in bis power for tbe porpoae of briogiog into tJie field as 
speedily as possible tbe whole force which be may be able to supply from bis 
dominicDS; with a view to the efisetual prosecution and speedy termination of 
tbe said war, tbe Hooonrable Company in tbe same manner engage on tbeir 
part, in this case, to employ jn active operatioDB against the enemy the largest 
force which they may he able to fomish over and above the said subsidiary 
force. 


A&TJCtB 1$. 

Whenever war shall appear jnnhable His Bighneea tbe Nawab Ansoph 
Jab engages to collect as many benjarabs as ywesible, and to eCore aa much 
gr^ as may be practicable iu bss frontier garnsons. 


A&TICLB 14. 

Grain and all other articles of consumption and provimon, and all sorts 
of tnateriale for wearing appaicl, together with the necessaiy quantity of 
cattle, horses, and camels required for tbe use of the snbeidiaiy force, shall, in 
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proportion to it« present aog:oeDiatioii> bo, ao boretoforr, entirely aicempted 
tiocD duties. 


i^BTIOLB 15. 

Ab by tbe present Treaty tbe onion and frieodship of the lioo States are 
80 firmly cemented aa tbet they may be considered ae one and the rame, His 
Highneae the Nizam eogsges neither to oocamenoe nor to pnrsne in fature 
any segociatione with aoy other power whatever without givioir previous 
notice and entering ioto mutual conaultation with the Hononrable Beet India 
Company^e Oorernnient; and the Roiiourable Company's Ooremmentou their 
part hereby decla^ th&t they have no niasoer of concern with aoy of His 
Highoess’s children, rel&tioiia, aubjecte, or eervants with reepeot to whom His 
Highneas is absolnte.

As by the present 'IVeaty of general defensive alliance, mutual defence 
and protection agai oat all enemiee are eatabliehed. His HighoesB the Kawah 
Ausaph Jah consequently engages never to commit any act of hostility or 
aggression against any power whatever) aud in the event of any differences 
arising whatever adjiietment of them the Cortipaoy'e government, weighir»g 
matters io the scale of truth and justice, may determme shall meet with full 
approbation end acquiescence. 


ASTICLK 17. 

By the present Treaty of general defensive alliacce, the ties of union, 
by the blessing of Ood, are drawn so olcae that the friends of one party 
will be benoefoTward considered as tbs'friends of the other, and the enemies 
of the one party as the eoemies of the other; it is therefore hereby agreed 
that if in future the Shorapore oc Qndwall aeraindara, or any other subjects 
or dependants of Hia Highness's gevemuent shonld withhold the payment 
ot the Circar's just claims npon them, oreseite rebellion or disturbance, the 
subsidiary force, or each proporrioo thereof as may be requisite, afti'r 
thsreali^of the offence shall be duly ascertained, shall be ready, in concert 
with Hia Highness's own troops, to reduce all such offend ere to ohedieoce.

alliauce, which is calculated to strengthen and perpetoate the foundataona 
of geoer?iI tranquillity, the oontracliag parties wi(l readily admit both or 
either of the said powers to be members of the present allianoe, on each teiiae 
and couditLone as shall appear juet and ezpedienc bo the contracting parties.

The contracting parties bein?'aotusted by a sincere desire to promote 
and maintain general tiuqoillity, will admit Dowlafc Kao Sindia to be a party

CoffipaD>'a OoTsrnmant for the amicable adjuatmect, ou tbebaala of tbe Treaty 
of Mab, of al! claims or demands of ebout, and of all other claims or demands 
whatever, on the territories or goverumentof His Highness the KawabAusuph 
Jah.

Empire. 

Feuriily.—Foi this purpose Rao Pundit Prndhan shall agree to eubsidixe 
in perpetuity snch a body of the said Company's troops as si^all hereafter be 
judged necessary for tbe restorjlion and mainteoance of his aatbority.

Bajab Ragbojee Bboosiah shall be admitted to the benefit of this general

. aCrangtbeoed by traatiee of general defence and pmteotinQ; and whereas in 
« the lapse of time many cbaDges in the i^sditioo of Princes and neighboaring 
States have taken place, by reason of wbicb it baa now become expedient to 
reriaetbe military arrangemente that were formerly agreed upon for the 
fuldimeot of the aaid Treaties; and whereas differencca ood diacuesione have 
for come time existed betweao the contraoCing parties regerding the adjost* 
ment of ebargee ccnneoted with portloea of the military arrangemeota subelst- 
ii^ between theStatee; and wbereHS it. ie fit and proper, and for the mutual 
advantage of both povere, that eucb differeiicee should now be dnally settled, 
and that the recurrence nf snch discussions, which tend to disturb the friend¬ 
ship and harmony of the contracting parties, should eff^taally be prevented : 
wherefore the Honourable East India Company and Hie Highness the Nawab

Abticlb ]. 

The peace, union, and friendship so long subsisting between the Hohoor- 
able East India Company and Hie Eighuess the Nawab Nizam.ooi.Moolk 
Aneuph Jah ^ahsdoor shall be perpetnal; the friends and enemiee of either 
shall he the fneods and enemies of both; and the contracCmg parties agree 
tliai all the former Treaties and agreemenU bstween the twi States now in 
force, and not contrary to the tenor of this engagement, shall be oonfiriaed 
by ic. 

AaticLS S. 

The subsidiary force, which for geoeral defence ami protection has been 
fiiroielied by the HooDOrable lllast India Comjiany to His Highness the 
Nizem, shall bs condnoed, and shall consist, as heretofore, of not less than 
eight bairtalions of sepoys and two regimen to of cavalry, with their requisite 
complement of guns, and European artillerycnen, fully equipped with warlike 
stores and ammunition. 

. Unless with the express conseut of Els Highness, there shall never he 
less than five regimeuie of infantry, end oue of cavalry (with a das proportl iu 
of artillery) of the said subsidiary force stud coed within the territories of Eie 
High ness, and the residne of such euh-idiary force shulI at all times be* brought 
into Hie Highness’s territories without delay, on Hie Highoess making re¬ 
quisition tbsrefcr. 

The said Bubeidiary force shall be employed when recDired to execute 
services of importance, euoh fs protecting the persons of His Highness, his 
tieira aod soceessore, and redacii^ tc obedience all rebels and ezoicers of dis¬ 
turbance in His Highness’e dcmiutonsj but it is nut to be employed on triding 
occasions, or like.sebuudee, to be stationed in the ccuntry to cclleob revenue- * 

AETiotu 3. 

The HonoutiiMe East India Cciopany further agrees that In lieu of His 
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Hiffhoeae’e present contingent, it sHall oiainUia for Hie Hi(rlineae, hie heira 
aod eugceseore, an aotiliarf force which ebali be etyledthe “ Hyderabad Coo- 
tingeot/’ according to tbo proirieione for the EnaioMDnoce of that force which 
ar« detailed la 6(h Article of this Treaty. 

It shall conaet of not lese than Bee tbooeand infantry and two thousand 
cavalry, with font field batteries of artQIery. It shall be commanded by 
British officers fully eonipped and disciplined and controlled by the British 
GoTerQmeQt, throogb its repreBcntative the Besldeat at Hyderabad. 

WbeneoVer the services of the said cootiogeot may be required, they 
shall be afforded at all Utn« to Kis Higboess tbe Nizam, folly and promptly, 
tbrougboat bis whole dominions 2f rebellion or disturbance shall be.excited, 
or if the just oUims and anllrDrity of His Highness shall be resisted, tbe said 
cootingeut, after tbe reality of the offence aball have been duly ascertained, 
shall 1 m employed to reduce the offenders to submissioa. 


Aeticlb 4. 

As tbs interests of the two Statse have long been idsnirfied, it is farther 
mutually agreed that if disturbances shall break out in the districts belong^ag 
to the Hooonrable East India Company, His Highness tbe Nizam shall permit 
such portions of the subridiary force as may m requisite, to be employed in 
qnsUing the same within the said districts. In like manner, if disturbances 
sbtll break ont in any part of His Highness’s dominions oontignoos to tbe 
territories of the Honourable East India Company, to which it might be 
inconvenient, owing to the distance from Hyderabad to detach any TOrrioo of 
the subsidiary force, the British Government, if required by His Bigness the 
Nizam, shall direct such portions of its troops as may be most available to 
assist in quelliog the disturbances within His Higbnms’s dominions.

In tbe event of war His Higboess the Kisam eogagss that the subsidiary 
force, Joined by the Hyderabad Cootiogent, shall be employed in such manner 
as tbe Briti^ Government may consider iMSt calculated for tbs purpose of 
opposing tbe enemy, provided that two battalicas of sepoys shall always 
remain, as settled by former Treaiies, near to tbe capital Hyderabad; aad

1 
beg to add that all oovis and agreemente wbicb have been entered into by the 
Di^rict OCBcsra in the districts will be adhered to and respected during the 
period which they have yet to run. 


No. XOVIL 

Meuoranduh of Ts&us of an Agbeekskt eatered into between 
the British GoTSRKUSt?! and the Govbbnuekt of His 
BiQHKEsa the Niz&u for the oonatruction of a Railwat 
from the Great Indiak PaKiNauiAR Railway near Gool- 
BURGA to Hydbeabad.—1870. 

The Government of the Nizam will, with tbe aid of tbe sbaKhoIders in 
« tbs Railway, as already arrauged, provide all tbe capital required for the con- 

straetioo, maintenance and working of tbe Railway, ioclodlog provision of 
land and payment of necessary coopecsation, survey, and so forth, the whole 
oast of which is now estimated at about one eiore of Bridsh Rupees, tbe 
supply of bU requisite rolling-stock and other equipaients being included. 

2. Tbe British Oovei^ment engages to coostruot and manage tbe Bui- 
way tbrongh the Realdent at Hyderabad in behalf of tbe Nizam’s Govern* 
ment on tbe following conditions. 

S. Tbe mpara^OQ of the project for tbs Railway, and tbe estimates which 
have been alrirady began, shell be completed ae soon aa procticaLle, ncder the 
orders of tbe Resident Tbe plans and estimatea aball be sabmittod for the 
eonsidefutioo of tbe Uinlstor of the Nizam, who shall be at liberty to ofF^ 
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liU opiniona aod suggestioSB thAreon. The Bendeot will ferirard the project 
and eatimate nith the rem^he of the Mmister and his own oplniona to the 
Oorervmeat of India, which will determine all queetioos ariamg as to the 
propoBjda put forward. 

4. The Reude&t will commonlj correspond direct with the OcTeroment 
of lodia and issue any needful orders as to the Railway as ocoasiou may arise. 
Sot on ma(tare of importance he will not refer to the GoTeranaQt of India 
or fssje orders, unless in case of ^reat nr^eocy, without ooneultui^ the 
Minister, who will promptly express his opinion on the <}neetioa at issue. 
The Minister will also at all times communicate to the Resident on any 
matter relating to the Railway to which be shall desire to draw attention. 
All such commnnicatioos and their rasulta shall be reduced to writing and 
recorded. 

5. The Nisam’s OoTemment will not issue aay orders regarding tbs 
Railway to any officers or servants employed on tbs line, but all necessary 
commanicaticQs will be made through the Resident or each officers as be shall 
appoint for this purpose. Summonses will he dealt with as is usual in each 
cases. 

6. The Resident in carryibg out the business conneeted with the Rail¬ 
way will exercise the same control over the Bnginssrs and other persons 
employed od it os be exercises orer other officers Md persons employed in like 
duties within liis administrative jurisdiction. 

7. All the Rngineers and other persona employed on the Railway will 
be appointed under the R^idene or by him in the manuer customary in the 
Public Works Department, but they eball be regarded as servauts of the 
Niaam’a Government The employment of all Boropeans will be subjeot to 
tbs reservatioas made in the Tmaties between the two GoTernmeuts, aod 
European British subjects employed on the Railway will be dealt with in 
accordance with the rules esisting from time to time for dealiug with anch 
persons iu Foreign States. 

8. Any persons in the xegnlar service of the British Government trans¬ 
ferred for employment on the lUilway shall have preserved to them the claims 
for leave, absentee allowances and pnnaioo, etc., which they had while in the 
Bsrvice ol the Bniish Government, and the Nizam's Government will make 
snitabls arrangemsote to meet the payments for salaries and a proper propor¬ 
tionate contribution for leave, allowaoces and pensions of such persons. 

9. The Railway Police shall bs sstahlished on the sarue system sa on 
the part of the Great Indian Peninsular Railway in the Nizam's Cerritorles, 
and ahall be placed under tbs general control aud direction of the Resident. 

10. The general Railway Aot applicable to Railways in British India 
shall be made applicable to the B^way and its management as far aa oiroom- 
atancee will admit. 

11. Regular yearly or half-yearly Judioisl Returns of all cases dealt 
with ill couuvotion with the Railway shall be fiiruished to the MiuUtor. 
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12. The AccoQotd of the coDetroetioii ft&d workiag of Railweys shall 
be hept ic HaUe Sicca carreocf, and ui ths general naoner adopted on the 
Eailvaya of the British GoTeroincnt. Half-yearly accoonts will be fnmished 
to the MimsiSTs in such form as shall be agreed between him and the 
Resident. 

IS. Half-yearly or yearly Retorns of the working of the Railway and 
o! ^ traSo will be prepared as oostomary on Bridsh Railways and furnished 
to the Minister together with the iiiooxiis> whatever it may be, every six 
months, the Minister advancing from time to time snob sums as the Resident 
may re(iuire for the payment oi establishments and the maintenance and 
working of the R^lway. 

14. Ths stores and materials obtsdned from England for tha Railway 
will be charged to the Nisam's Government ori the same system that is fol¬ 
lowed in making similar charges for the Railways of tbs British Oovemment; 
and the payments will be held to be das when the charges are so made in the 
acconnte. The paymenU will be made at Hyderabad at the ordinary rate of 
exchange fxed rrom lame to time for other transactions between the two 
Oovernments, or hoondees for ths amonnt will be granted by the Nizam's 
Oovemment on snoh places as may be deemed roijuimte. 

lb. A yssrly or ball^yearly estimate of the requirements of cash for the 
Railway shall be commncdcatM at suitable timee to ths Minister, who will 
make needful arrangements for the supply of funds at oonrenient places along 
tbs line; and no demand for a supply of money will be msde in excess of the 
estimated amount for each psnod. 

1$. The Railway will be called the Nizam's State Railway. It will be 
ths exclusive property of the Nizam's Oovernmeot, which will receive all the 
proHts derived from the working. 

17. The Engineer who holds the appointment of Secretary in the Pnblio 
WorkB Depaitment of the Kizam's Ckivemment will be at liberty to inspect 
all the works of tbs Railway at all times, and all reasonable facilities shall be 
given to him in snob inapectioos for asoerlaining how the works are being 
coQsCrncted and the Railway worked. 

18. The Troops, Military Stores, and Toltce of both Oovernments shall 
be carried on the ^ilway on the same general terms and system ns are in 
force on Railways in British India. 

19. The Mails of both Oovernments will be carried free on the Railway 
and the artangemenCs for the postal service shall be regulated as nearly as 
possible as on Railways in British India. 

20. It shall he left to the British Oovemment to decide whether they 
will construct the Telegraph along tbs Railway at their own cost, and so 
work it> or whether it shall form part of the Railway. But under any 
circomstances so many wires shall be ssenred for the nse or the Railway as are 
reqoired for the proper working of the traffic, the Nixan's (Government In each 
a case bearing a proper proportionate share of the cost of msinteoance and 
woiking.

MemosAKUUM of Agbesubkt between tbe BsixiaH Gotsbk- 
MSi^r and the Gotbsnuskt of His Eiohkess the Nizam 
of Htubkasad. 

For the protectioD of 1he commoo iatereete of the British GoTernmenb 
d the GoTercment cf His Higbneas the Nis&m of Hjdenbad io the matter 
the opium rsTenue, His Highoeae the Niaam of Hydersbftd bw agreed^ 
regards His Highaess’a Territories, that-^ 

(I) The eultiTstioa of the poppy and the manufaotiiie of opium shall 
he aheobtely prohibited. 
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(2) With the ercsptioD of opinis booked through bj rail to the Madras 
Pretideocj, do opium shall be Imported nitbont a Jicense from 
Hie Highaess the Nisam. 

(d) With Ibe same exception do opium shall he exported. 

(4) The import of oplom shall as far as posable be conHned to what is 

abeolaCelf requisite for licit home coDsomption. 

(5) The transport, possessioD, aod retail sale of opinio shall be permit' 

ted only coder license from Hie Highness the Kiaam. 

2. His Highoess the Kizam farther agrees to cornmnnicste to the Rasi- 
deot at Hyderabad all altera^ns which it maj from time to time he found 
ouceBsaty to make in the roles which have been framed to give effeot to the 
aboTe conditions, and not to make any alteratiooe tiie effect of which will be 
to diminiah the eeenrities provided by the roles for doe obseiwaDce of the smd 
conditions. 

S. And the British Goreniment has agreed that the Opinm Agent at 
Indore shall iesne passes for the transport from Indore to Hyderabad of such 
quantities of opium as may from time to time be applied for by Eis High* 
ness's Ooreromeot throagb the Besident at Hyderabad, aod shall levy on the 
same, on behalf of Hie High nese's Government, pass dnty at the rate which 
may from time to time be fixed by the British Goveroment, ond shall remit 
the said duty throngh the Keiident at Hyderabad in en^ manner ae may be 
from time to time arranged, provided that, if the Britieb Govemment fix a 
rate of pass duty lower than Bs.

His Highness ills Niznin, with the eonseot of tbs British Oorernraeat under¬ 
took, inaa ag^nont concluded oa tbs 27th December 1888, nith Hie Highoese 
the Hisam'eOnaADteed 8tats RailW4J Conpso7, Limited, to transfer tbe said 
lias subset to ihe iulfilmeut of oertaio ooDdltione spemfisd in tlv 20th aad 
iSrd articles of that Agreement, aod to certain reeerTatioos :^And whsrese 
His Higboses the NitSkm hu sseured tbe British Govsniment that the afore¬

Railway from Hyderabad to Waraogal, and thence to the eoutbera frontier 
of the State of Hyderabad nesr Beawads, and from Wanogel to the northern 
frontier of the said State near Chanda, axd vhbbsab the said Saiad 
Abdul Hak Sarder Ihler Jang Sardar Diler.nd-Dotila Bahadur hae given a 
general acceptance of Uie prouossl to grant to the Coocessionairee the concee- 
aions hereinafter contained, KOV TSia lunstiToaB wit»?B8Sbte that, 
in consideration of the premisee, it is hereby agreed between the eaid 
parties hereto the Government binding Itself as to the matters to be per¬ 
formed nud observed by the Gcvernmeot sod the Coucesaiooairei binding tbem- 
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mIvm as to all Che matters to be performed and observed either by them selves 
or by the Compaoy to be formed as bereioefter meotiooed but sobject to tbe 
transfer to the same Company of the liability of Cbe Cooceaaionaires aa herein- 
attor meoUoned as follows 

1. The ConceMionaires or tbeir reapective executors or adminlatratore 
shall, on any data within eix months after the capital for tbe construcdon of 
ibe lire from ^Vmogal to Sin^reni ia praoticaily aaaared, form in London 
under the Companies Ante, 186^ to 1(S80, a Company limited by shares with 
a capital of not lets than £1,000»000 with powers to increase the capital by 
as iaaoe of debentures or otherwise if neoeaaary, and having for or among ita 
objects the aequiutiou of the rights snd liabilities of the ConceaeiaiLaues 

oder tfiese preeecte and the exeootioo of Che works herein referred to. 

2. If such a Comply shall be formed before the expiration of the period 
fixed in cUaee 1, and if before that period £1£0,000 of its share capital at (he 
leset shall have been aaleoribed for and £76,000 aball have been acCually 
paid np in respect of tbs sabecribed share capital and if such Company shall 
also before the said period have adopted this coooeesion and made itaelf liable 
to melee the rayments minticmed ia olanse 11 hereof and in all other reaped s 
liable upon these presente to the same extent as tbe Coneessionairee were or 
would be liable, then it aball be lawful for tbe Concesaionairee to tranafer to 
euch Cumpacy the benefit of this conoeeeLon, and npou such transfer being 
effected and notified to tbe Oovernment before the expiratioD of the period 
named in clause 1, all liability of tbe Couoessionaires to the Government here¬ 
under shall cease* and the aaid dep^t of £100,000 shall be released to tbe 
CoooeseionaHes subject to tbe deduction of any moneys then dnefrom them 
to the Government* Until eo released the same sum of £100,000 shall remain 
deposited ae aforeeaid.

oonformably with the terms of these preseuts. Every eucb notifioation shall 
deeorihe the premisea therein referreii to by reference to the village-plan 
or map relating to the same or otherwise with aoffident certainty, ^vided 
that I hie power of notifying ahall not extend to any mines or minerals rvhioh 
baveoHCe been kased in pursuance of this ooncession, and have been surrvo. 
dered, abandoned, or forfeited ae hereiuafter loentiooed. Provided also that 
no land shall be taken without the previoqa conaeat of the represeDtatlvea of 
the Goveroment being first obtained. 

4. Upon any such premises ae aforesaid being selected and notified ae 
aforesaid, if the ConcsssioDaires and the said Company abdl, op to that time,

8. Ever/ laaee ahall contain proper powera to tbe Leeeee to work the da« 
inl*ad pramiaea and to use any part of iba eurfaoe thervia oompriaad for apoil* 
baoka for the purpoae of depodting tha output from the ninei thereby demie* 
ed of whataoaver nature if may be and to make and oonatruot, on auoh aur- 
face, all buildingi, roade aod workk, either tamporary or pcnoanaut, of every 
kiod, for working and earryiag on all or any of the mining operationa of the 
Leaaae.

Tbe preseot dyiuety of bfjsore dat«s ^ca tlie enmTDecceiaeiit of tho 
fifteenth eentoiy^ wbeo two brothers, Eaj &nd Krishna Kaj, oame to 

Mysore aod estabiiebed a rule which, commeDciDg with a few villages, now com¬ 
prises tbe Mysore territory. The aiuth Chief ia succession took the fortress of 
Seriagapatam from tbe Vijayanagar dynasty, aod speedily enlarged bis posses 
eioQS, which comprised by the year U04 an area of 16,000 sqiiere tnitee, 
with a revenue of fifty lakhs of rupees. The direct descent f»Ied on tbe 
death of Dodda Krishna Raj in 1731, aod thenceforth the real power remain¬

The first iutercourse between the BritUb Government aud Mysore was 
during tbe struggle for the supremacy of tbe Carnatio, at which time Mysore 
was still coder Hindu rclers. In this war Haidar Ali, who was destined io 
snpplant the natire dynasty by Muhammadan rule, commanded a force which 
the Maharaja of Mysore had sent to take part in the opentiooe at Tricbinopoli. 
It is niinecessary here to trace the various gtepe of Haidar Ali's career. By 
intrigue and force be sooc raised himself to tbe chief power in Mysore, and 
deposed the Hindu ruler, Chikka Krishna Raj Waciiar. In 1763 the Bombay 
Government concluded a commercial Treaty (No. CXI] with him; and in 1766, 
after his conquest of Malabar, Haidar Ali confirmed (No. CXll) all tbe grants 
and privileges acquired by tbe Bombay Government in Malabar. 

Tbe rapid extecBion of the oonqnests of Haidar Ali over the neighbouring 
districts made his power dangerous to the peace of the Company’s possessions 
in the Carnatic. Therefore, la the treaty concluded with the Nisam in 1766, 

3 s 
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ibe Eoglish a^ed tc a$eist him with a force agaioat Haidar. Scarcely was the 
treaty ooocltided when the Kizam deserted the aUiaoce acd joloed Haidar Ali 
ID isTadiog the Caroatia. Their oaited forces were defeated, aod the Nlsaro 
wasdetacbed from the alliaoce with Haidar by the treaty of 1766. Haidar Ali 
for a time prosecated the war alone j hot, iu the following year, after sue tam¬ 
ing seTsre revereea, and not feeling himself Tery securely established in hie 
OWL territories, he erinced a dieposition for peace. Hie orertures, however, 
were not accepted. In 1769, by a rapid movement of his cavalry, he appeared 
within five miles of Madras, and the English, fearing the plander of the town 
ooncloded a Treaty (No. CXIII) with him in April 1769 on the footing of 
Dutosl restatotion of conqueets and a defensive alliance. The treaty with the 
Madras Oovemment was followed on the 6th August 1770 by a Treaty 
(No. GXIV) between the Bombay Qoveromeat and Haidar. Its provisions 
were chiefly of a comoisrcial nature. 

Under the treaty of 1769 Haidar Ali claimed assistance agninst the Mah* 
rattas, with whom be was at war, but hU request was refused ou the ground 
that he bad been the aggressor by withholding the chaach which was due. He 
was reduced to great difficulties by the Mahrattas and was glad to make peace 
on very disadvantageous tenna Buriog the distractions at the Poona Court 
Haidar recovered most of the territories which had heeiv wreated from him by 
the Mahrattns, but be never forgave the Eoglish for refusing him assistance 
in his difficulties. 

When war was declared between England aud France in 177$, it was de¬ 
termined to drive the French from sdl their posseasions in India. Chandarna* 
gar, Masolipatam, Karilcal, and Pondicherry surrendered witboat Teslstanee, 
and there remained to the French only the small station of Mahd on the Ma¬ 
labar coast. Mah4 was situated in the territories of a petty Chief who was 
tributary to Haidar All, and tbe British Oovemment resolved to attack it, not¬ 
withstanding the threat of Haidar All to retaliate by an invasion of the Car¬ 
natic. The place was taken in 1779. Haidar All, aa well as tbe Nizam, was 
further irritated by the anangements made with Basalat Jang respecting the 
Ountnr Circar. Having collected a large force, Haidar burst into the Car. 
natic in 1760, when tbe British Government were pressed for money and troops 
and ill prepared to meet him. Notwithstanding many brilliant eucoeaees in 
the campaign which ensued, the British army was so crippled by a defective 
commiasariat that it could effect nothing decisive. 

As a means of saaistingthe military operatiooe by creating a rovolutiou 
in Haidar's territories, the British Resident at Tanjore entered into secret 
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; neg^otiadooB for the refitoration oC tba Hiiulu dyoosiy la Mysore. A Brahman, 

named Trimal Rao, who had for eome years nsided atTaojore and bad held 
office ia Mysore codertbe (iiudu GorernmeBt, was eapposed to poewsa political 
^ p»owers from the imprisoned Baoi. With him a Treaty (No. GXY) was con* 

olcdedontbe 2hth October 1782 on the Raoi^s behall Its pnocipal provisions 
were the reatoratioo of the Hiodii family to power, the payment by tbe Beni 
of stipolated oontributione for the aaaistance of British troops, tbe fntare pro¬ 
tection of the country by a British force, and tbe payment tbroagb the British 
Government of the tribute due from Mysore to tbe Mngbala (Mo^e) and 
of tbe U^ratta cbanth. 

Shortly after the oondaslou of this Bfreeraent Haidar Alt died on tbe 7tli 
December 1782, but tbe war was proseonted witb noabated energy by bis son 
V Tipu SuJtaiL To further tbe objects of the secret treaty a scbeme was formed 

at Seriogapatam for the release of tbe Eoglisb prieonere, tbe seizure of tbe 
fort, and tbe proclamation of the Hindu Raja. But the project was dis> 
covered on the night preceding the concerted rising. Every one concerned 
or suspected of being concerned in it waa put to death. Tbe treaty led Co no 
practical reaulta, and there is every xeaeon to believe that the Eani knew 
notlitog of the treaty which had boon concluded in bar name, oi* of Che conepi* 
racy which bad been formed for tbe overthrow of lipu’a government. 

Tipn Snltan received vigorous support in the war from the French, be> 
tween whom and Haidar AH there bad always been a close ftieodsbip. Bnt 
r the declaration of peace between England and France, and tbe consequent 

withdrawal of the Frenob troops, left him too weak to prosecute bcstilities 
alone. A Treaty of peace (No. CXVI) was therefore concluded at Mangalore 
on tbe lltli March 1784. In this treaty the Hajas of Tanjore and Traraacore 
and the other allies of both parties were included. Tbe basis cf tbe treaty wis 
tbe mutual restoration of conquests, aad the confirmation to tbe Britiab 3 ot>' 
ernnent of all the privilegee granted them by Haidar Ali. The conclaslon of 
this treaty nearly produced a rupture with the Mabrattaa, who cocsidered it a 
violation of tbe treaty of Salbai.* 

* In 1789 Tipu approached tbe country of Travaocore, then inaUianee with 

the British Government, with the object of recovering Karangaour and 
Ayakotta, which district, being tbe key to Travancore, the Raja bad purchased 
. from tbe Dntcb, but which Tipn alleged to form part of Cochin and to be 
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tribot&iy tc bim. Hi« &tta^ qd the lines of TtftTaccore failed; and the attack 
waa eonaideied bf the Srltieh GoTeroueot as a declaration of war, and a 
violation of tbe treaty of 1784, in which the Baja of Travanoore was inclnded 
hy name. The war which followed jraa closed in Pebraiury 179SI, wheo TIpu 
Sultan threw himself on the neroy of hla cocqaerors and gave his two sons 
as hostages for the concloaion of a preUminary Treaty (f{o- CX Vll). Tb e Treaty 
(No. CXVUf) was definitively coHclndwl on the 18th March 1792 at Seria- 
gapaUo. Tipn was by this treaty stripped of half bis territories and required 
to pay three crows and thirty lahhe of rupees, and was hound not to molest tlie 
palegere (polygars) and zamindars who had assisted the British foreee in the 
war, The tcrritoriea taken from Tipu were divided eqo^ly between the 
British Govemmont, the Niaam and the Peahwa, in pursoance of the triple 
alliance which had been farmed in 1790 to reduce hia power. 

When hostilities broke ont between the Mahrattas and the Nizem in 
1798, Tipn Snltsa, who had commenced intrigues with the French, the 
Mahrattas and the Nizam, almost immediately after the peace of Seringapatam, 
asaemhled hie army and threatened to join the Mahrattas against Hyderabad. 
In 1798 be sent ambassadors to the Isle of Prance to raise volunteew for the 
purpose, pnblicly avowed ood proclaimed, of expelling the British from India. 
The remoastrances of Lord Wellesley were iaeffectoal to iodnoe Tipu to oome 
to friendly arrangements, aod in Febrnary 1799 it became necessary for the 
armies of the British GoTermaent aud the Nizam to march against him, The 
war waa terminated on the 4th May by the fall of Seringapatem and the death 
of Tipu, who fell bravely defending the fort, 

In disposing of the conquered terrltones, it was considered that the 
par^tioD of them between the British Government and the Nizam wonld 
aSord jnst groend of jealoaay to the Mabrottas and aggrandise the power of 
the Niznm beyond due limits. It was therefore resolved to create a separate 
government in Mysore, and to bestow a portion of the territoria on the 
Mahrattas, although they had taken no part in the war, on condition that 
tbs giant should form the hasia of a new treaty with them, The family 
of Tipn waa set aside aod the Hindu dynasty was restored in Mysore under 
Krishna lUj Wadiar, a child of three years of age, the grandson of the 
ruler deposed by Haidar All forty years before. The dietriote on the sea- 
coast of Mysore, and proviocee adjoluisg the British territories in Malabar aod 
the Carnatio, yielding 7,77,170 Pogodaa, weia reserved by the British Govern- 
ment. The districts of Oaiamkonda, Gnti (Gootyj, and others oontiguons to 
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HjdaraW, affordbg a revenne of 6,07,83i Pagodas, were assigned to tbe 
Nizam. Pro?iacee ^iotding 2,68,997 Pagodas were offered to bat rojected hj 
tbe Peahtva, and tvere aabsequently ebflred between tbe Britleb Qoveroment aad 
tbe Nium; asd tbe yoaog Mabornja was pat ia poesessioa of territory prO' 
dccing a yearly revenae of 18,74,076 Pagodae. 

Erisbua Raj Wadiar was aot a party to tbe portition treaty of Mysore 
of tbe 18tb July 1799,* otbenvise than as the notified future recipient of tbe 
liberality of the Britieb Oovernment. To give effect to it« liberal intentions 
tbe British Goveroment coneladed a subeidiary Treaty (No. CXIX) with 
him on tbe 8tL July 1799, to which tbe Nizam waa not a party. Tbe snbsi. 
diary treaty provided for the location in the Mysore territory of a British 
eabsidiary force, for which the Msbaraja was to pay seven labhe of Pagodas 
a year; reserved to the British Government tbe right to asenme the whole or 
part of the Mysore territory, if there should be cause to apprehend failure in 
the payment of the subsidy; re^oired the Maharaja to contribute, to meet the 
extraordinary expenses of war, snob a sum as sbonld be oocsideied to bear a 
just and reasonable proportion to bis revenues; and bound him to good 
government. 

Tbe descendants of Tipu were removed to Vellore in the Madias Prssi. 
dency, where they were liberally provided for. After tbe mutiny at Vellore, 
in which they were believed to be concerned, they were removed to Calcutta, 
where they continued to reside as stipendiaries ^11 1860. A large som was 
tbea capitalised as a pi’ovision for them, with a view to terminate their de- 
peudeuce on the liberality of tbe Bririsb Government and to absorb them iu 
the general mass of tbe population. 

lu December 1808 a supplementary Tieaty (No. CXX) was formed to 
effect certain exchangesf of territory withf Mysore; and in 1807 the sum

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which the Maharaja waa raquirad ta cooiribute to meet the ordinary oxpooaoo 
of war was commuted (T«Io. CXXI) to the maintenaace by the Maharaja of a 
body of horse in peace and war. 

During tba minority of the Maharaja the administration was conducted 
by an able Erabmaa minister namsd Persaiya, who was invested with foil 
powers of ad ministration. He cohtinned in office tUU 81 when he resigned the 
government into the hands of the Maharaja, leasing in the treasury a sum ex* 
eeedisg two crores of rupees. By a continued course of misgoTsniment the 
Maharaja drove the greater part of hU enbjeote into rebeUioo, which was a 
danger to the peace of the neighbouring British districts, and in 1881 it became 
necessary for the B ritish Oovernmeot to in terfsre. The Maharaja bad dissipated 
all the treasure acquired by the Diwan Purnaiya, and bad involved himself 
deeply in debt. NotwitbeUndiog premises to put restraint on bis reckless ex* 
pendihirs, be continued to alienate reveouee and sell privileges and State ofBoes 
to raise funds for hia ertravaganos. The pay of bis troops fell into arrears. 
Extortions and oroeltUs were practised; and there was no hops of redress. 
The rsiyats combined in resistance, and at last rebellion broke out, esklling 
for the active exertions of a large British force in addition to the whole 
military power of the Maharaja So gross was the mismanagement and mal> 
administrattou that it was deemad Deceseary for the British Government, 
under the provisioue of the treaty of 1790, to assume the direct management 
of the State, snbjeot to the claim of tbs Maharaja, reserved by tbs treaty, to 
a provision of one lakh of Star Pagodas per annum and one-fifth of the net re- 
venae realised from tbe territory, until arrangements for the good government 
of tbe country should be so firmly esUblisbed as to securs it from future dis¬ 
turbance. 

In 1834 tbe Governor General (Lord W. Bsntiock) visited Mysore. Soon 
afterwards it was proposed that the Maharaja should cede the districts of Kagar, 
Chitaldrug, and Baogabre, with as much territory as, after paying the ex* 
penses of znecagsment, wonid yield a revenue equal to the claims of the Gov* 
erementof India on tbs Maharaja, whioh amounted to about thirteen lakhs of 
Pagodas a year; and that tbe remaining districts of the province should be 
restored to tbe Maharaja under securities for good government. But it was 
finally dedded not to restore any portion of the territory nndl the admini^ 
iration bad been established on a sound footing. Tbe government was accord* 
ingly carried on by British "Commissioners for tbe government of the terri¬ 
tories of Mysore,” At first there was a Board of two Commisdoners, with a 
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Beudeat attached as lefora to the Coart of the Maharaja. It rras, bo«dver, 
almost immediately fouod neceesary to subedtute for (be Board a nogle Com” 
misflioner; aod id 18^ du post of lUsideot was abolished. 

At different tames the Maharaja made appUcatloae for tbs restoration of 
bie StatOi The application made in ?ebraery 1861 wae rejected by Lord Can¬ 
ning io March 1862, because the improvement which bad been efieclad in the 
admioistratioa had been effeoted in spite of opposition on (he part of the 
Maharaja and his partisans; because the grant of territoriee (o the Uahar^a, 
under the subsidisry treaty of Mysore, was made eolely in virtxie of powers 
acquired by the Britieh Crovernment by conquest, aod not of any hereditary 
lights of the Maharaja; because the conditioDs of the graot had been for 
tweoty years flagraubly and habitually violated before the British Ooveroment 
interfered to enforce'the remedy pronded by the subsidiary treaty; because no 
cxpectatioo, direct or indirect, had been held out that the Maharaja's authority 
would be restored in his lifetime under its former oonditione, although language 
bad been used consistent with a purpose, at some future time aod under condi¬ 
tions left undefined, to restore a Native government, but not specifically that of 
the Maharaja; because the provision seoored by treaty to the Maharaja in the 
event of the resumption of his terrltorisa, which provision wae a personal and 
not a& hereditary one, bad been fally secured to aod enjoyed by him; because tbs 
obligations of the British Government to the people of Mysore were as sacred 
*3 its obligations to the M^amja; and, fioally, because there was do security 
agfunst a relapse into misgoveroment If tiie Maharaja's authority should be 
restored. 

In spite of this refusal the Maharaja continued bo press his claims, and in 
1362 he appealed to Her Majesty's Ooversment. After careful consideration of 
the argumente brought forward by the Maharaja, Her Majesty's Government 
decided that the aeanmption of the administration of tbe Mysore territories 
was in accordance with the previsions of the enbsidiary treaty, aod that tbe 
Maharaja could notes of right claim its restoration; further that the rein* 
statement of the Maharaja in tbe odministratioD of tbe eoantry was incompati¬ 
ble with tbe true mtereste of the people of Mysore. 

On tbia fioal decision being communicated in February 1864 to the 
Maharaja be snbmttted a stutemeot of requests, of whiob the most important 
was that be ehculd be permitted to adopt a eon and heir to inherit bis country 
and bold it as a Native State. Tbe Government of India, while recognieiug 
tbe Baja’s right to adopt so far ashia private property was coooemed, inform- 
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him ID March 1864 tbat no aathoritj to adopt a agcoeasor to tho State 
of Mysore hnd ever been gWw him, ood that do such power could now be 
oottcedod. The decision was upheld bj Kor Majesty's GoverDment. About 
the same time the Goverament of India compromUed for aboot 30 lakhs the 
private debts of ths Chief> which amounted to upwards of 63 lakbs of rupees. 

la June 1865, aotwitbstaudiog the earlier decision of the Goverament, 
the Maharaja adopted Chamrajeodra Wadiar Bahador, a child 2^ years of age, 
and a member of the Bettada Eot4 branch of the ruling family, as anccessor 
to all his rights end'prvilegss. The Government of India declined to recog¬ 
nise the bdoptioQ or to accord to the Maharaja’s adopted son the hooonrs 
and privileges due to the heir to the State of Mysore. 

In the following year the .Maharaja agaio urged the question of the 
recognition of his adopted son, and io .4pril 1867 bis requests met with a 
favourabld response. Without enteriog into any minute esaminatioo of the 
terms of the treaty of I7if9, Her M^ssty's Government recognised in the 
policy which dictated that settlement a desire to provide for the maintenaooe 
of sn Indian dynasty in hlyeore upon terms which shonid at once afford a 
guarantee for the good government of the people and for the security of 
British rights and interests. Havbg regard to the antiquity of the Maha¬ 
raja’s family, its long connee^ao with Mysore, and the personal loyalty and 
attachment to the British Government which the Mahersja had manifested, 
the British Goveromsnt desired to muntaio that family on the gad* in the 
person of t^e Maharaja’s adopted son, upon terms corresponding with those 
made in 1799, so far as the altered circumstances of the time would allow. 
But before replacing the people of Mysore, io whose welfare the British 
Government felt peculiar intsrest owing to their having so loog been under 
British administration, under the role of a Native inler, it woe held that it 
would be necessary both to give the young Chief an edocation cslcnlated to 
prepare him for the doties of administration, nnd also to enter into an agree¬ 
ment with him as to the priociplss upon whioh he should rale the conniry. 
If at the demise of the Mahaiaja the young prince should not have attained 
bis majority, the Mysore territory should, it was decided, continue to be 
governed in his name upon the same principles and nnder the same regulatiooe 
as might be then in force. 

Maharaja Krishna Raj Wadiar, who bad been appointed to be a Knight 
Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, survived 
only a year after the comp!eticu of this arrangement, and died on the 87tb 
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March 1868, at the age of eeveaty.four. A Proclamation (No. CXXII) was 
^ed acioowledging theanoceaeioD of Cbaauajeiidra Wadiar.ood rtating that 
dDriag.hismiDoi'ity thoMysow territoiy would be administered in hie uameby 
^ British Qovernmont; ud that if on his attaining the age o£ eighteen yeaw 
he should be found qualified for the discharge of the dutioe of bis positioD, the 
government of the country would be entrusted to him, subject to soch eoudi. 
tione as might be determined at that time. The Mahiraja was scoordiugly 
pnblioly installed by the Commissioner of Mysore oa the £8rd September 
1868. 

Between the date of the settlement of his debts in 1864 aad the time of his 
death in 18$8 Maharaja Krishna Eaj Wadiar had contracted farther liabili. 
ties to the amount of 13 lakhs of rupees. These were liquidated from the sur¬ 
plus revennes of Mysore. It had been intended to set aport this surplus as a 
fund forthe support of the relatives and dependents of Maharaja Krishna Raj 
Wadiar afier hie death, but this was rendered unnecessary by the oontinnauoe 
of the ruling family in the person of the Maharaja’s adopted eon. 

The account of (he one*fifth of the net revenues of Mysore, which had 
been paid to Maharaja Krishna Eaj Wadiar during hie lifeHme under article 5 
of the treaty of 179?, sod which had for several years averaged 18 lathe of 
rupees per annnm, waa closed at hie death. All the reveuuea of Mysore were 
thereafter administered in trust by tbe British (dovemnent, a separate account 
being kept of the provisiod made for the support of the Maharaja, his family 
and dependents, aud the unappropriated balances bang accnmulated for the 
benefit of the Maharaja and tbe State of Mysore. 

Tbe opportunity alToided by Maharaja Krishna Raj Wadiar’e death was 
taken to revise tbe overgrown pal see establiahmente, the cost of which was 
reduced to nearly half its amount. One of the principal itena of palace 
expenditure still consists of the allowances which are paid to the family con- 
neetjone of the Chief. Of these there are three classes, tbe Arsoa or Raj- 
bondhus, who claim a common descent with tbe ruling familyj the Kumars 
or illegitimate deaoendante of the Mysore Chiefs; and tbs Sivachars or blood 
relations of those with whom illegitimate connections were formed. The 
stipends of the grandaons and male Areas are bereditsry and amount to 
Rupees 1,18,000 per annua: the coatiouasce or lapse of the stipends enjoyed 
by ths others is regulated by a code of rules snnetioned by the Government of 
India.

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la 1877 it arranged thattbe lands in the Mysore State occupied hy 
the Madtw railway should be held to have been traneferred with full jutisdio- 
tiod, short of aovereigaty rights, to the British GoTeniment. 

Oathe 6th March lS81,the Maharaja Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur ^ 

attained the ag© of 18 years j and on the 25th of the eatne month the readi. 
feon of Mysore to calbe rule was effected hy the iastallatiou of the yoong 
Chief as Maharaja of Mysore under the following Brodacdatioc (No. CXXIII) 
pf the Viceroy and GoTemor-General of India io Council j— 

TThereas in the year 1868 the Viceroy and Qowrnor.General of India 
in Cooncil annonnced, by proclaraatioa to the Chiefs and people in Mysore, 
that His Highness ChsmrnjcQdra Wadlar Bahador, (he adopted eon of the 
late Maharaja Krishna Eaj Wadiar Behador, had been acknowledged hy the ^ 

Goremmenl of India as sacceeor to Mabaraja Kiiehna Raj Wadiar and as 
Mahawja of the Mysore territories, and declared that when Hie Highness 
should attain the age ^f eighteen years, the goverament of the country would 
be entrusted to bin, subject to sneh conditio os as might be determined at the 
tine; 

“ Now, therefore, His Excelleocy (be Viceroy and GoTeroor-Geaeral of 
India iit Cooncil announces to the Chiefs and people of Mysore, by command 
of Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland aud Eapress of India, 
that His Highness Chamrajendra Wadiar Bahadur is hereby placed in fos- 
seswo of the territories of Mysore, and invesUd with the administration of ^ 

the Mysore State. 

“And His Bjujellency the Viceroy and Governor*General in Couucd 
declares fnrthec to the Chiefe and people of Mysore that the administration of 
the aforesaid*territories by the British Goverament bos on this day ceased and 
determined.’' 

The Maharaja at the sane time signed a Sanad or Instrument of 
Transfer (No. CXXIV) deectibing io twenty-four aiiicles the conditions upon 
which the adniuistration of the Mysore State was transferred to him by the 
British Government. By the 6fth article che subsidy of twenty •five lakhs of j 

rupees a year hitherto paid to the British Government by Mysore was 
enhanced to thirty»five lakbe. 

On the 5th of April 1881, the Maharaja signed n Deed of Assignment 
(No. eXXV), making over (with effect from the dale of hie accession, Ws., the 
aSlh March 1881) free of charge, to the exclusive management of the British 
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for &be porpoaes stated m artiolo 9 of tlie losCromeatof Tr&nafer, 
&J] l&oda forming: tLa CirK &Dd Military Station of BnogaJoro, and certain 
adjacent Tillages, as deeeribed in the acbedule attoobed to tie Deed of 
Assignment. Tbe M&baroja renounced all juriadlctioc in the lands so ae> 
signed. Tbeir area is abont 12^ eqna's miles, with a population, oceordiog to 
tbs census o£ lb91, of 100,081. The Island of Seringapatam, trbieh hitherto 
bad formed a part of Biitiah India, though leased to tbe Government of 
Myeois siueo I8U for Rupeee 60,000 a year, nae at the save time made 
over to Mysore by free grant. 

In 1881 tbe Government of India, in considemtioa of the fioaocial posi* 
tioQ uf the Myeors State, remitted for a period of Uve years, ij., till the 1st 
April 1886, the enhanced subsidy due under tbe Instrament of Transfer. Tbe 
remission was afterwards extended for a further period of tea years, that is, till 
the Ist April 1896. In 1885 thdOoreromeut of India relicquished, on similar 
grounds, tbeir cloiois to lbs accumulated surplus revenuaB of tbe Bangalore 
Assigned Tract, which were then deposited in tbe treasury. 

From tbe date of tbe rendition the Chief Commisuoner of Mysore became 
Resident in Mysore and Chief Commissioner of Coorg [$$« Coorg). He is io* 
vested with tbe powers of a Local Ooveroment and of a High Court In respaot 
of tbe Baugaloi’o Assigned TiTict. 

The dret Diwao of Mysore was Rangaobarulu, who bad previonsly been 
a Secretary to the Chief CommiseioDer. He instituted in the Slate tbe Repre¬ 
sentative Assembly, which met for the first time ia 1881. 16 is composed of 
raiyats, merchacts, planters and others seleoted by tbe local officers of tbe gov¬ 
ernment as .ropreeeDtaCives of tbeir classes. Tbe assembly consists approzi- 
mately of S50 members who meet annually at Mysore on tbe occoeion of the 
Doeabara, whea tbe proceedings of tbe (ioveroment and tbe progress of the 
Slate during tbe past year are reviewed by the Dlwan in an address resem¬ 
bling the annual administration report of a British Indian province. 

Biwao Rangnobamln died in January 1888, and was succeeded as Dlwon 
by Enmamparam Sbesbadri Aiyor, the present Diwan, who is a Companion 
of the Order of the Star of India. 

Tbe Maharaja's eldest son, EriehoaRaj Wadiar (Turnraja Bahadur),wos 
bom in June 1884. He boa besides six other children—one eon, named 
Narsimba Rnj Wadiar, born in tbe year 2888, two sons bom lq lb90 aud 
1892, respectively, and three danghters. 
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Duxiog* tbd fami 04 which visited the conotiy from 1877 to 1S79 the 
Oovemment of India edvanoed to the MTsore Qovernment a sum of SO lakh a 
of rapees to bo expended on famine relief. The loan bore inierest at b per 
cent.j but the Government of India agreed to credit I per cent, of the intereet 
to a Bioking fund wbioh would Uqoidate the loan in 28 years. 

In 1S82« with the sanction of the Ooverament of India, the Darbar raised 
in India a loan of 20 lakhe of rnpees for nuiway purpoaaa. 

In iSSi tbe Darbar asked the Government of India to fissiet them in 
extending the Mysore State Railway from Gubbi to Haribnr, to join the 
Sonthern Mahratia line. It nas estimated that the cost of the extension would 
require a capital of SO lakhs, and as the Darbar represented that the dnancee 
of the State did not admit of the nork being carried out without extraneous aid, 
the Government of India were asked to postpone the payment of the subsidy 
as enhanced by the 5tb article of the Instrument of Transfer till after the 
liquidation of the debt due by the State. 

The Government of India agreed, as has l>een stated,to forego for a further 
period of ten years, is., till the Ist Apiil l89S,the enhancement of the subsidy 
from 25 to 35 lakhs, and sn^^ested for the Darbar's aeceptauoe a scheme for tbs 
hypotheoation of the Mysore State Railway to the Sonthern Mabratta Railway 
Company. The proposals were eventually accepted by the Darbar, and on the 
let April 2886 the Mysore State Railway was transferred for a term of 50 
years to the Company, being however redeemable by the Mysore State at 
certain periods during the onrrehey of the contiact. In consideration of the 
transfer the Southern MabratU Railway Company paid to Mysore, through 
tbe Secretary of State, a sum of Rupees 68,60,508, which represented the 
capital cost of the Mysore line then open. This som was credited to Mysore 
in reduction of the famine loan of SO lakhs, wbieb was thus fulty paid c3 in 
Jaouary 1889. The extension of the Railway to Harihar woe carried ont, and 
the railway line declared open by tbe M^^araja in person on the &th August 
1889. A line from Mysore to Naojangod wss completed In 1391, and 
another from Bangalore to Eindupur, which will meet a branch of the 
Sonthern Mahiatta eystem from the north, is at present under constructioo. 
The Government of India have also sanctioned the constmotion of a line from 
the Solar Road Station on the Madras Railway to tbe Rolar Gold Mines. 

The Imperial postal department took ebatge of all postal arraogsraenta in 
tbe State on the 1st April 1889. Tbe result bos been a substantial fiaaooial 
gain to Myron. 
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MysoT 4 j iitcIa$iT 4 of tbe Bangalore Aseigoed Trao^ bas aD area of 
S7,9S6i square miles, with a population (accordiog to the ceoBiie of iSdl) of 
4,943,604. For the ^eor 1801*9f the gross revenoe of the State exclusive 
of the Assigned Tract was estimated at Rupees 1,49,19,038. Up to 1691 the 
Mahavaja'a avll Hat amounted to 13 lakhs of rupees annuaII 7 . In tint year 
this sum was increased to 14 lakhs, and further relief was afforded to Hia 
Highness's private iricoae hj the transfer from the civil list to SUte rcTenuee 
of car bain charges aggregating Rupees 88,000 a year. 

At the rendition of the State the Mysore allitary force consisted of 
three regiments of (Silabdar) horee of a total strength of 1 , 000 , and three 
regiments of (Bbit) infuntry aggregatlog 2,OOUmaa. In 1691 the strength 
of the force wae sbowo as 2,180 cavalry and S,350 infantry, with 10 guns 
and 26 artillerymen. Of ^leee forces, the Darbarhas placed two regiments 
of Silabdar cavalry, each 600 strong, at the disposal of the Government of 
India for Imperial Service.

become the aggi^on against either of them ; bnt if they are aggressors they 
are not to be assisted by cither party. 

Aeticlb i. 

That in case cither of the cootractang parties shall be attacked, they 
eball, from their respecUve countries, mutnslly assist each other to drive 
the enemy out* The psy of such assistance of tronpe, from one party to 
another, to bo after the following rates, vis., to every soldier and borsemaa 
fifteen Ropeea per month, and every sepoy seven and a half Eapees per 
month : the pay of the Sirdars and Commandants to be as it shall be agreed 
on at the time.

Bfthsdoor, nor make war niwa bis friends or Allies; and the Nawab Tippoo 
Sultan Bfthadoor will not direetly or indirec^y assist the enemies, nor make 
war upon the friends or allies of the English.

Immediately after a^ing and sealing tbe Treaty by the Nawab Tippoo 
Snttsn Bsbadoor and the three English Oommissionue, the said Nawab

Tiie friendship subaistiog between tbe H<»noiirable CoEDpeny sod the 
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Ci rears of Tippoo Sultao, agreeaUj U fonner Traatiaa, tba first vith tho !ate 
Na«ab Hydar Ali Kbatij beand? date 8th Angust I770> and the other leith 
Tiupoo SaUaQ>,of the lltb of Xareh 1784, ia hereby confirmed aod increased, 
aoa the ArUelee of the two former Treaties are to remain in full, ezeeptiog 
such of them as by the present eo^gieD^^i^t are otbertvioe adjaeted: aad the 
eighth Article of the second above-meationed Treaty, dated the lltb March 
ITSi, correepondiag with the iHtb of the month Eubbae-aUeanee, 1198 
HeglrSk, 000 firming all the piivilegcs and immooi^ee of trade which tbe de¬ 
ceased Nawah Hydcr AU Kbao granted to tbe aud Company by the Treaty 
entered into in the year 1770, ie also, by yirbnc of tbe present Treaty, renewed 
and confirmed. 


AflitoLS 2. 

In tbe fourth Ar^e of the preliminary Treaty eotered into between tbs 
allied powers and the said Tippoo Snltao, dated tbe 27nd Febmary 1798, 
correepcoding with tba88tb^ the month Jammadee-ul-sAnee 1806 Hegira, 
it ia written, ‘'until the due performance of the three foregoing Articles " (the 
first Article stipula^ng tbe cession of half tbe country; tbe second, the imme¬ 
diate payment of half the enm of mosey agreed to be paid, aod tbe remaioder 
is specie only, at three ioetalmente, not exceeding foot months each ioetaU 
ment; and t^ third eogagiug for the release of prisoners] “two of the eons 
of the said Tippoo Soltau shall be detained as hostess/’ wbii^ Articles are 
confirmed by tbe present insimment; accordingly tbe said Tippoo Saltan sball 
divide tbe snm agreed to he paid at three inetalmente aho^mentioned Inb) 
three equal parts, and shall pay to the eaid three powers their respective shares, 
at tbe eachange affixed for the amount, to be paid ten mediately, at such places 
00 the bonndaries of the allies sn shsll be deterznlned on by them; and after 
tbe performance of the remalsiog two Articles abovementioned, that is to say, 
the cession of one*half of tbe country and the release of tbe prisoners, in case 
tbe amount of tbe jostalcnents be paid by Tippoo Snlfaii to tbe three powers 
prior to tbe expiration of the period shpnlat^ for itj the said sons of Tippoo 
Sultan shall be immediately dismissed, and all peenniery demande between the 
contracting parties shall cease and be at an end. 

ABTJOns 3. 

By the first Artiole of tbs preliminary Treaty it is agreed that ooe*half 
of tbe dominioos which were in the possession of the said Tippoo Sultan at 
tbe commencement of tbe war, shall be ceded to tbe allies adjacent to tbeir 
reepeotive boundaries, and subject to their selection accordingly. Tbe geoeral 
abstract of countries, composing half tho dominions of Tippoo Sultan, to be 
ceded to the allies agreeably to their respecUve shares, is herecuto sab joined 
and the detail of them is inserted in & sepante Schedule hearing the seal and 
e^oeture of Tippoo Sultan.

On the ratification and motnal exchange of this definite Treaty, euoh 
districts and forts as are to be ceded by Tippoo Sultan shall be delive^ up 
without any cavil or demaod for oatstanding baUnoes: aud such talooks and 
forts as are to be reliuqnished by the three powers to Tippoo Snltan shall, in 
tbe same maDuer.be delivered up ; and ordsrs to this effect, addressed to the 
anmils and commanders of forte, shall be immediately prepared and delivered 
to each respectively of the coniractiDg parties. On the receipt of which orders, 
the discharge of the money stipalated to be paid immediately, aud the release 
of prison ere on all sides (of which the oontreotiog parties, oonsidering God as 
lireeeut and a witoess, ehall release without cavil all that are iu existence, and 
ehall not detain a single person], the armies of the allied powers ehall march 
from Seringapataok. Soch forlo and places, nevertheless, as shall be in the 
possession of tbe said Compaoy, and on the road by which the said armies are 
to march, shall oot be given up nn^ tbs said armies shall have removed tbe 
atores, gioin, etc., and sick which are in them, and shall have passed them on 
tb^r return. As far as possible, no delay shall be allowed to occur in tbe 
sud stores, etc., being removed. 

AxncLE 6. 

Whatever guns and shot shall be left by Tippoo SuUaa iu the torts which 
the said Tippoo Sniton has agreed to cede to the allied powers, an equal 
number of guns and shot shall be left in the forts which the allied powers 
have agreed to restore to Tippoo Sultan. 

Abtiole 7. 

The contracting parties agree that semindars and anmildars, being jq 
balance to either party, and repairing to tbe country of either party, pro¬ 
tection shall not he given them, and they sball he restored. If hereafter it 
sboold happen that soy disputes arise on tbe boondaries of the allies and the 
said Tippoo Sultan, such disputes shall, be adjusted with the knowledge and 
spprobatioD of all parties. 

Aettcui S. 

The polygare and semindars of this country, who in the course of the 
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pr«$eDt war have atUched themselves and been serviceable to the allies, sbsU 
not on ^ab accooatj in aoj shape or manoer, be injured or molested h^r Tipiwo 
Soltap. 

TPbeoever three copies of this Treaty, coosisting of eight Articles, shall 
be delivered by Tippoo Sol^u, bearing bis seal and signature, aceompanied by 
three Sebedniee, also under the seal and sigoature of the said Tippoo Sultan, 
specifying the detail of the onuotries ceded to the three ponera, one to the 
said Company with the Schednle, one to the said f^awab Ausnpb dab Baba- 
door witb the Sobednle, and one to the said Rao Pandit Prodhaa Babadoor 
with the Sobednle, three eoooterparts thereof and of the Schedule shall be 
delivered to tbe said Tippoo Saltan by the allies, that is to eay, ooa coanter* 
part witb tbe Schednle on tbe part of tbe said Compsny, bearing the seal and 
sigoatore of the said Bari Corawsllis; one with the Schedule oq tbe part of 
tbe said Nawab Ausuph Jah Babsdoor,bearipg tbe seal and sfgnatnre of tbe 
said Nawab and of Azim-ool*Oomrab Bahadoor; and one with tbs Schednle 
on the part of tbe aaid Kao Pundit Prodban Babadoor, bearing tbe seal of 
tbe said Hao Pandit Prudhan Babadoor and tbe eigoainre of tbe said Hurry 
Ram Pandit Tantea Babadoor.

TsB iDhabitanta o! Coorg Are 8&id to b« a branch of the Nayw bribe. 
Haidar AU, when ruler of Mysore, loBj eodcovoared in Tain to eubdoe the 
conntryj bub by taking adTantage of a dispute between two brotherthe at 
laet effected hie purpose, destroyed the family of the oMer brother, and made 
the younger, Vita Raja, a prisoner. Vira Raja escaped in 17«8. He ws® 
joined by bis clansmen iu great numbers and soon cleared bis oonctry of the 
invaders. Previous to tbs war with TIpn Saltan ia 1790, Vim Baja applied 
to the Bririeh Govern meat for Msietance, which oould nob at tbe time be 
granted. Bub as eoon as tb© war broke oat be offered bis services and sent 
a lorg© supply of bullocks for tbe use of the British army. An Engagement 
(No. CXXVI) was made wibh bi» by which he agreed to oo»operate with the 
British army e gainst Tlpu} the indepeodene© of hie country was guaranUed; 
and it was etipnlated that in any peace made with Tipu tbe interests of the 
Raja would be faithfully ooo suited. 

Coorg was part of the territory which Tipu woa reqnired to resign by the 
treaity of 1792. This demand was unexpected, and Tipu complained of it 
as a viota^n of tbe prelimioery agreement, which required that the territories 
bo be ceded should lie adjacent to tbe posseeaons of the allies. It was only 
when preparations were made lo recommence hostilities that Tipo Sultan 
yielded. It was arranged (No. CXXVll) that the annual tribute of Ropees 
24,000, which Tipu had exacted from Coorg,' should be transferred to the 
British Government in oonslderation of its friendship and protection. This 
arraDgement was dietaateful to the Raja, who denied that be bad ever paid 
tribute to Mysore. 

Vita Raja again rendered valuable esiTioe in the second war with Tipu 
Sultan, in consideration of which bis annual tribute was remitted in 1799 
(No. CX XVIII), and he was required only to send so elephant every year,u 
an acknowledgment of feudal aubordinatioo. Towards tbe end of hie rule hia 
character underwent a great change. H© became suspicions and erne!, and was 
subject to temporary fite of insanity. He died in June 1809; at hie request 
Devammaji was acknowledged as Rani of Coorg, but after a few months ahe 
was deposed by Linga Raja, the sorviving brother of VIrs Raja. 

Lioga Baja died in 1820, after a rule remarkable for nothing bat ttvag© 
cruelty, and was succeeded by Vira Rajendra Wadiar, the last of the Coorg 

S n 
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Btjas. The orimee perpetrated by this mati were bo revoUiQ^ that i& t$$S ho 
W&3 directed to report all oaptal puQiebneDte to the Madras Goveroment 
. Maoy of his aearest relatives were pot to death by his owq baud, His sister 
aod her husband, whom he bod threatened with death, fled from the country 
and took refu^ with the Resident at Mysore. A British offioer was sent to 
Coorg to bring about a better state of things by negotiation) but the mission 
failed. A native agent, who was sent to prepare the way for another mission, 
was detained ae a prisoner. At tbe same time the Raja addressed lettera of the 
most insultiog Und to the British Oovernment, audit was accordingly resolved 
to treat him as a pnhiio enemy. 

A Proclamation (No. CXXIl) was issoed in 1834, setting forth the 
objects of the war and declaring Vira Rojendra Wadiar to ba no longer Eaja 
of Coorg. After a short oampaign the Raja eurrsndered. A coneideral;le 
number of the ishalitanta having expressed a desire to become snbjecte of 
the British Government, the conntry was annexed in 1834, and the people 
were assnrsd (No. CXXX) that they would not again be subjeoled to 
native mle; that their oivil rights and religions usages would be respected; 
and that every effort would be mads by the British Ooverameat to augment 
their eecoritj, eomfort, and happiness. 

Tbs Baja and his family were pensioned and removed to Beoares. He 
afterwarda went to England, where he died in 1869. 

The area of Coorg is rooghly computed at 1,683 square miles, the popula¬ 
tion, according to the census of 1891, at 178,«)55, and the gross revenues at 
about Rupees 8,50,000. The British Resident in Mysore ia Chief Commis¬ 
sioner of Coorg and also Jodldal Commissioner, and there U a CoznmUsioner 
whose head-quartere are at Mcrcoia.

The condoot of tbe Rajah of Coorg has for a long time past been of such 
a natoie ae to render him unworthy of the friend^ip and protection of tbe 
British Government 

XJnmindful of bis duty ae a ruler, and regardless of his obligations as a 
dep«nd«t ally of the East India Company, he hae been guilty of the greatest 
oppression and crnelty towards the people subjsot to his Government, and he 
has evinced the mort wanton disrespect of the authority of, and the most 
hostile disposition towards, tbe former, from whom he and hie anceetors have 
jnvariaUy received every degree of kindneee aud protection. 
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It will b« o<edl9aB tp BDomprate tbe MTeral lOBtaDcee of bid mUoooduct; 
hot it i« SQfficleot to state that, in cooeei^tience of &q asjlom having beta 
afforded in the Brltieb territories to bis onn ei filer Devamajee aud her hua* 
band Chenoa Basavappa, who to preeerve their Uvee bad fied from hie oppree* 
eioo, tbe Rajab hae preeumed to adtlrese letters replete with tbe moat in suit* 
iog expreaaioDs, to tbe Goreroor of Fort St. George and tbe Ogvenior- 
Genera] of India; that he hae assumed an at^tode of hostility and dedaoce 
towards the British Government; that he has received sod encouraged tbe 
proclaimed enemies of that Governme&t; aod that be has unjustibabW placed 
Qnder restraint an old aod faithful servant of tbe Compaoj, uamed Ealpntty 
Earoikara Manooot who bad been formally deputed by the British represent 
ative for the purpose of opening a friendly negotintioo, thus committing a 

S rofis outrage, not only cpon tbe authority by whom the above-named indivi* 
ual was deputed, but upon the established rules of all civilised nations, by 
wbocB the persons of accredited ^eots are invariably held ssored. 

The andent alliance and tbe ffrm friendship which bad so happily sob- 
aisled between tbe predecessors of the present Eajah and tbe Hononi^able 
Company bavo caus^ bis errors to be treated uniformly with Indulgence. 
The moat earnest remoostraoces have been in vsdn tried to bring him to a 
sense of bis obligations, and it is not nntil fnrtber forbearance would be eul* 
pable that His Bxcellency ibe Right Honourable the Governor-General, at 
tbe suggestion and with tbe coDOurrenceof tbe lUgbt Hooonrable tbe Governor 
in Oonocil of Fort St George, bae resolved on employing tbe only means left 
of vindicating tbe dignity of tbe sovereign State, and of seenring to tbe 
inbabitants of Coorg the blessings of a just and eqoitable Government. 

It ie acc^rdlugly bereW notified that a British army is about to invade 
tbe Coorg territory; that virarajendra Wodyar is no longer to he considered 
SB Rajah of Co^^xg; that the persons and property of all th^ who conduct 
tbeoselves peaceably or in of the opeiations of the British troops shall 
be respected; and that soeh a system of government shall be established as 
may seem h^ calcnlated to secure the happiness of the people. 

Itisalvo hereby made known to ell Btitieh subjects who nay have 
entered ihe service of Virarajendra Wodyar, that tbe^ are required to place 
tbemselvea onder tbe protection of the British aotliorities, by whom tliey will 
be kindly received, and their rigbie and privileges respected; and ihat suoh 
of them as may in any way render aseisfance to tbe enemy will be conaidertsd 
as traitors and ponlshed accordingly. 

Tbia proclamation will be carefolly made known in Chittl^roog> 
R^droog, Mysore, BeUary, Malabar, Caaara, in order ihat the r^Uves of 
such persons as have taken service in Coorg from those places or adjoining 
dlstTicta may adopt tbe earliest means of commuoicating its purport to the 
parties in w^ose safety they are interested.

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TREATIES. ENGAGEMENTS AND SANADS 

ftSLllDtO TO tBB 

CENTRAL PROVINCES. 


I.-NAGPUE. 

The early history oi the ruUog faeoily of Nagpnr is somewhat obscure, 
bul its impoTUnce ia lodiao history may be «id io date from Ragboji, who 
as a leader li predatory expeditioofi, had, at the time of his death ia 1755, 
eatablisUed the Mabratta supremacy oeer the country betweea the Nerbudda 
(Karbada) and the Godarati, from tbe Ajaata bills eastward to the sea. Raghuji 
left four BOU9, Jaooji, Saba^i/Madhoji’ and BimbajI, and was succeeded by 
J 800 jl,tbe eldest, who died in 1772, after baving, with the conoarrenoe of the 
P»h wa, adopted hie nephew Raghuji, son of Madhoji, as bis heir. The goTem- 
ment, howerer, was, on Jaooji’s death, seiaed by SaUji, who held it through 
much opposition till 1776, when he was slain in battle by hie brotlier, and was 
succeeded by Ragboji, a minor, under the regency of Madhoji. 

Advances had been made by the Bengai Government during the rule of 
Janoji with a view to obuin possession of Cnttock (Katak), but without success. 
An nneuccesaful attempt was also made by Warren Hastiuge to rent a tract of 
coontry on tbe Cuttack coast from Madhoji. In 1779 Madhoji sent a force 
to invade Bengal in pursuaoce of a confederacy between the Mahrattss, the 
Nizam, and Haidar Ali, for the overthrow of tb© British power. Madhoji wae 
at heart friendly to tbe British Government, and, being disgoetod at tbe refusal 
of the Peahwa to admit his claims to Garba Mandla, he undertook this expedi¬ 
tion with much relactaoce. The British Government, who had despatched a 
force to tbe Carnatic by the coast route, under Colonel Pearaa, to co-operate 
with tbe Madras army agsinet Hwdar Ali, found therefore little difficulty in 
concluding a Treaty (No. CXXXI) on the 6th April 1761, by whioh the army 
of Madhoji was bought off from its invasion of Orissa, and a promise was obtain¬ 
ed from him of oaaisUnce against Haidar All. 

S a 
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On the death of Madhoji in 17£8 he was eooceeded hj Bagbuji^ who 
.wae then twentj-eight years o£ age. Wheo the triple alliaace wae formed 
between the British (^ofernmenV the Kizaro and the Peebwa, for the 
orertbrow of Tipu Sultan, negotiatioQS were opened with a view to include 
Raghoji in the confederacy, hat Seriogapatam fell before they were brought to 
a close. Bngbnji wae too jealous of the increased ascendancy acquired by the 
British Ooveroznent on the fall of Tlpu to be isdnced to enter into an 
allianoe to check the growing power of Siodhia. He even exerted bis 
isflnence, althongb without success, to pnt a stop to the cooteet between 
Sindbia and Holkai with a view to a onion against tbe English; and after the 
treaty of Basseio he joined Sindbia in tbe war which followed to defeat tbe 
objects of that treaty. Tbs power of Sindbia and fiegbnji in tbe Deccan was 
broken in tbe battles of Aasaye and Argaum. Tbe ruin of Raghujt was com¬ 
pleted by the fall of GawUgarb, and, on the I7tb Dscember J 80S, he signed the 
Treaty of Deogson (No. CXSXII). By this treaty the Baja was deprived of 
the province of Cuttack and of the country to tbe west of the TVardba and 
south of tbe Narnala and Gawilgeih hills. This treaty was confirmed by the 
treaty of 1804 with the Feshwa. Its effect wss to reduce tbe revenues of the 
Berar State from about one crore to sixty lakbs of rupees. 

In 1806 the territory of Sambalpcr and Patna was restored (No, OXXXIII) 
to tbe[&ajagTat\utooaly,in coDsideratioD of the great loss to which he had been 
snbjeoted by tbe transfer of tbe tribute and allegiance of the Chiefs of those 
districts to the Bri^sh Government. But the Baja steadily rejected repented 
advances towards closer relations, and resisted all efiorts made to induce him 
to sabeidise a British force. 

Rngbuji died in 1816 and was socceedsd by his only son Parsoji, Tbis 
Chief being iooapacitated for gOTcrnment, a regency was formed under 
Madhoji Bbonsla, better known asApa Sahib, Parsoji's cousin. Apa Sabib, 
however, was by no means eecnre iu power, and to strengthen himself he nego- 
tUted aTreaty (No. CXXXIV) with tbe British Government in May 1816. In 
ibis he agreed to subsidise a British force, costing Rupees 7,60,000 a year, and 
to mainUin a force of not less than 8,000 cavalry and 2,000 infantry, with the 
necessary squipment of guns and warlike stores. 

In 1817 Parsoji died suddenly, haviog been murdered, os wee afterwards 
discovered, by Apa Sahib. Soon after his accession, Apa Sabib made com¬ 
mon cause with the Peshwa, who was then inciting all the MabietUs to unite 
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against tba Eoglisli. Ha fail upon the Baflldaocf vilb aa OTemUelmieg 
force, bat wm repulsed, aod wae eonipelled on tbe 6tb Januarj 1818 io ngn a 
proTisioDal Agreement (Ho^CXXXV), ceding lands in lien of tbeeubeidf and 
oontingeDt, and engaging that the goTernment of the conntr; should be Genduct> 
ed according to the ad/ice of the Uendent. Apa Sabib, however, persevered io 
bis intrigues against tbs British Government. Be was arrested, but effected 
his escape, and found refuge among tbe Oonds. After an unsuccessful attempt 
to legun bis hold of Nagpnr be fled to Hindustan in February 1819. He died 
at Jodhpur In Hajpntana in 1840. 

On the deposition of Apa Sabib, a bod of flagbuji's daughter traa 
placed in power on tbs Sfltli Jnue 1818. HeASSiroed the same of lUgbuji 
in honour of bis grandfather. During the minority of tbe new Raja the 
pur territory was under the mao^gsmeDt of the Resident, aotlog ia the name 
of tbe Raja. Id 1826, when bha Kaja attained his majority and wm entrusted 
with theadmi&istration,aTieat 7 (No. CXXXVl) was made with bim, by whioH 
he ceded territories to cover tbe cost of the subsidiary force, aod 
assigned lands as a guarantee for tbe payment of the troops which be nnder* 
took to maintuD, and which were theoceforth to be nnder control of the Bri^h 
GoverDmsDt. The Raja also bound Lienee If to main tain good goveroment 
under tbe enpervision of the Resident. Tbe provisions of this treaty, however, 
were acknowledged to press heavily on the Raja's resonress, and to be incon* 
sistent with the declared wish and intention of tbe BridshGovernment to restore 
tbe Bhonsla family,to tbe rank and poeitioa of one of tbe sabstantlve powers of 
India. Ia 1829 therefore tbe treaty woe modified (N o. CXXXVII); the assigoed 
districts wars restored to Nagpur; a subsidy of eight lakhs a year was taken 
instead; tbe auxiliary fores was disbanded; and tbe Raja was reqnired to keep 
up a force of his own sufficient to preserve the ioterael tranquillity of the 
country. Tbe Raja was at tbe same time releosed to some extent from bis 
oomplete snbjectiop to the Resident in the administration of affairs. At the 
request of the Baja in 1830 article 8 of the treaty of 1SS6, relating to au 
ezebange of lands, was cancelled. 

Ragbuji retained tbe administrntion till bis death, oo tbe 11 th December 
1853. He died without a soo, oatural or adopted, and without leaviog auy 
heir. The Nagpur State was then annexed to British India. It hud b^en for¬ 
feited in 1813 tbongb tbe treachery and hostility of Apa Sahib, and hod been 
declared to beloDg by right of couquest to the British Goverumeot, who 
had cooferred it as u free gift ou Ragbuji u&der the treaty of 1828. 
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Id 1 S5& the BiUTirio^ widows of tbo last Baja adopted ae tl)eir eon and 
heir Jasoji Bbooela, a oollateral relation of the Baja in the female Hoe. In 
oonsiderDtion of the loyalty of the family daring the rebellion of 1857, the 
title of Baja Bahador of Beor, and the lands of Beor, in the district of 
Satam, vere conferred ia perpetuity os Janojl and his heirs, whether by 
blood or by adoption. 

Rnja Janoji died on the 5th December 18S1, leaving three widowa, two 
minor sons (Eagbnji Rao and Lacbhman Rao) and three danghters, to whom 
Stipends aggregating Rs. 90,000 per annom were granted. The stipend 
enjoyed by lUja Janoji at the time of bis death was Rs. 1,20,000 par annum. 
On his death the esU^ of the family, pending the majority of the heir, was 
taken, and still 0^^^) oontinues, under the Court of Wards. 

In November 1801 Nagpur and ite dependeuoies and the Saugor and 
Netbidda territories were formed into a separate administration under a Chief 
Commissionsr, and to these ners added In April 1^62 Sambalpur, Fatns, and 
their dependencies, which had till then been under the control of the Oovern* 
ment of Bengal. I^imar whs added eubeequcntly, as naiTated in the following 
j>arugrapK. 'rheseterritoiias are now known as the Chief Commistionership of 
the Ceotral ProviDces. 

The history of Nioar may he sammansed as follows :*»Iq May 1804 the 
British portion of Ninsr was transferred from the Central India Agency to the 
Central Provinces. The tracts forming this district hsd come under British 
administration at dillerent times. Those lying on the banks of the Nerbudda 
be^me British territory in 1818, and in 1828 the gi'eater part of Sindbia’s 
poesessious in Nimar came under British management. In I860 certain terri* 
tonal exchangee were effected with Siudbia, by which the sovereignty of the 
British Government io Sindhia's Nimar was conliimsd, and Burhanpur and 
2aioab»d were also ceded by him (S« Gwalior, Vol, IV). Some parte of Nimar 
also beloBged to Holkar, while ootlyiog portions of the British districts were 
surrounded by his territory. As this gave rise to inconvenience, it was re- 
enlved to exchange the detached districts held by the Bntish Government in 
the wesUro portion of Mimar for Hdkav'e possessions in the Deccan. The 
sxch&nge was fioally completed in 1887. The patganas of Bnrwai, Dhargeoo, 
and Mandleear, north cf the Nerbudda, and of Ensrawad, iucluding the lapsed 
jagir of Chhota Kaerawad, south of that river, of an aggregate aonnal value 
of Rs. 45,500, were accordingly made over to Eolkar. The tiansfer of 
Barwai was accompanied by tba condition that Bolkar shonld abolish his 
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transit duties on tie line between Indore end the Great Indian PeninaoU 
Railway in Nimw (5« Indore, Vol ^IV). In 1866 San add were iwued to 
oerbain Und'holders of the Kimar dietrict, conferriDg on then: grants of lands 
or money in compensation for the lose of the emoluments attached to eertaia 
hereditary offices, the duties of which they fotroerly discha^. Forma of 
these Saoads are given as Nos. CXXXVIll and CXXXIX. 

II.—CHIEF9HIPS AND ZAMIOTAEIS of the CENTRAL PRO¬ 
VINCES tip to the date of their classiAcatlon as Feudatories 
and ordinary British Subjects. 

In 1868 a report was euhmitted to the GovemWent of lodia by the 
84 Chief Coomissiooer, Sir Richard Temple, on

—- h od been granted or confirmed by the Mahrat- 

tas to Gond or Rajpnt families, as rewards for 
eervtce or to ensure their assistance in maintaining order in what was then a 
very nneettUd country. The samindars were hound Co famish a certain 
number of armed men to assist the Government in police doties, snd paid a 
rent always liehle to eoharcemcDt. No written CDgagsments under the treaty 
of 1829 were formed with them by the British Government 

The Chbattisgarh zemiudHris were held in anoieut times by tbe Chhattls- 
garb Rajas of the Haibaibansi dynasty of Rataupur on a teoorc of miliUiy 
service, which tbe Mabrattas changed to a tribute vaiying in amount with tbe 
power of the government to exact ii 

The Chanda tenures were of a similar description to those of tbe Wain- 
gangi group and subject ae a mle to tbs payment of tribute. 

Tbe Cbbindwara jagirdarahad always been in a kind of feudal subjection, 
firet to tbe Gond Rajas and subsequently to lh« Mobrattasi but tbe natural 
strength of their country preesrved them from entire subjection to the latter, 
'whose policy, therefore, it was to support one of the most powerful of them in 
order that he might keep tbe others in check. 

In 13L9 the stains of these dependent Chieftains was enquired into by 
tbe MahratU Government tbrongh the British officeis, who were then aanag*

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io^ tbe coDotrf in tbe oaxae ot the Raja. The poe?en of the Chiefs were 
restriotdd by new eDga^emante t biading theca not to infliot capital punieh* 
meat, to refer their disputes to the arbitration of the Mabratta CoTerament, 
and generally to be loyal and obedient. They reaoanced is theee eng^^e* 
monte the right whioh some of them bad ueorped of levying transit dutiee; 
some of them ^ere also required to f aroieh a epeoided nomber of men when 
exiled QpOQ by tbe Mabratta (ioveniment to do so; but ae it was ao ol^ect to 
treat thecn liberally their tributes were not as a rale enhaoced. 

By article i of tbe treaty of 181S Engagements (Ko. CXL) wei'O 
concladed with tbe Good aod other tribnt&ry Cbiofs and zamindareby British 
effioere ia tbe sacoe of the Raja. Tbe engagements concladed with the 
Samiodare of Chhattisgarb, Chanda, rnd Deogarb or Chbiodwora were gua» 
raateed by article ^ of the treaty of 

Id 16bb, after the lapse of the Nagpur State to the British Government, 
eoqniiiee into these tenorea were made, and ia acme oases the old snnade 
were informally renewed ; bat the only material cbaage effected io the position 
of the aacnindars was the gradual restriction of their Judioial powers.

The Sambalpur and Pa.t tta> or Owbjat, Chiefa irere at fret iodepeadent 
but were eabsequentlj held :a aubordinatieo to the Maharaja of Pataa, the 
moat powerfol of tbeir cumber. ]o later times be was compelled to ah are 
ibis supremacj with the Maharaja of Sambalpur. The Chieftainabipa which 
formerlj owed allegiance to Sambalpur and Patna were, iaclnding those two, 
dgbteen in number, and the conutry was known as the Alhara (18) Garb, 
just as that to the west was and still la called the Chbattie (36) Garb : hence 
it has been conjectured that the Haihaibansi djnastj, whose capital was 
Ghbatiegarb, ruled also orer the Samt^lpur and Patna Garbjats. 

In 1755 these territories fell under the dominion of the Mahrattas, but 
were oeded to the British Goremcnent bj the Treaty of 18C3 with Bagbuji 
Bhoosla (No. CXSXIl). 'With the exception of B^garb, the Chief of which 
Slate was, as a reward for bis fidelity and gerricee, declared to be under the 
special protection of the British Government, all these States were restored to 
the Mahrattas in 1606. But in 1818 they reverted to the British Government, 
and were finally ceded by the Treaty of 1626 (No. CXXZVI). Advantage was 
taken of the circumstances in which Sambalpur, Patna, and tbeir dependencies 
Wei'S fonnd on their cessicn to annul the dependency of the other samiodais 
on these two Chiefs, and in 1861 separate sanads were gronted by Govern- 
ment to each zamindar, and separate engagements were taken. 

The GoTSToment from the first declined to issue sny definite rules for the 
guidance of the Chiefs. The general line of policy to be adopted was alone 
indicated. Tbs ascert^ed and generally admitted rights of the Baja and the 
varions classes of his sabjecta, and all oustcms of the coontry that were not 
incompatible with the neages of civilised nalioos, were to be oaiutained. In 
regard to tribute it was determined to adopt generally a lower scale than that 
which bad been levied nnder the Mabratta Government. Bxoept with Kaigarh, 
with which a final Settlement (No. CXLI) was made in 1819, the settle¬ 
ments were ell made for a limited peziod. They were renewed in 1867, 
hut though the engagements entered into in that year were oomiually for 
five years only, they were not renewed at the expiration of that period. One 
cf these eogagements is given (No. CXLll). Separate engagements of which 
cae ie given (No. CXLlII), were at the same time taken from each Chief, 
binding him to use rightly the judicial and police powers entrusted to him. In 
practice the powers of the Cbiets in crimioal cases were limited to the infiio* 
tion of sevec years' imprisoniaent.

Rai- 
garh evn Bargarb. On the formaUon of the Central Provinces Adminirtra- 
tion the Slates of Qaogpur and Bonai, of the Patna group, remained as before 
attached to the Chntia Nagpor divieion of Bengal. 

In 18 diaturbagoos ocenrred In the Sambalpur district, caused by the 
iotrignee of Snrendra Sah, a relative of the last Maharaja of Sambalpur. 
Tble man had sncoeesfully stirred ap a rebellion in the Sambalpur district in 
1867 and sabe^ueDt years, hot surrendered on condidons, and was permitted 
to reside under suivellUnce at Sarabalpnr. Soon afterwards, with the idea of 

poase^ng himself of tbe cbief power in Sambalpur, he organised marauding 

bands, which committed great atrocities in the Sambalpur district. - For these 
offences he was detmned as a political prisoner in the fort of Asirgarh, where

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AoknowledfuaenUoi fealty (No. CXLV) were taken from all tbe fenda- 
toriea of the Na^ur group eK«pt Karond, aod from MaVrai and Stkti. To 
Karond, Saraogarh, Eaigarb, Barova, Eairakhol and Sonpur (which, with 
Patna, were attached to ibe Sambelpur diatriot), Sanada (No. CXLVI) were 
granted containing cooditiona similar to those cootoined in (be acknowledg¬ 
ment of fealty (No. CXLV). A aaoad wae propared for delivery to PMna, 
blit was not actually delirewd, owing apparently to tronblee in tbe Stale 
which resulted in ite being taken under GoTemmenl raanagement. 

Ad 7 aotage was taken of the enquiry into and defioitlon of tbe elatna of 
the Pendatory Chiefe to declare the intention to reviae from time to time the 
trilmtee (tokoHs) payable by them. Such revisloo is expressly profidedfor 
in tbe Aeknowledgmenta of fealty and in the Sanada by which the status of 
the Chiefs is regulated (Nos. CXLV and CXLVI). Accoriingly, the tributes 
cf all the Fendatory States except Kanker (which was for special reasons 
exempted from the payment of tribute) and Makrai (which has ne^ex paid 
any tribute) were revised for a period of ^0 years commencing from lb67^ 

Siooe lb67 there has been nremorkabls increase in the reTenne of the 
Feudatory States, from ths opening out and general progress of the country, 
and a still further augmentation of tbmr resources may be expected f/om the 
eitonaion of the milway. When, therefore, the period embraced in tlie settle¬ 
ment of that year was about to expire, the Chief Commissioner proposed a 
general eahaucement of the tributes to tbs point of malting them substantial 
contributions to the Suzerain State. ‘J'he increased rates received the 
sanction of tbe GoTernment of Indio in February lb88. For special reasona 
Kankar had been exempted in 1S67 from the paymeut of tribute, iod it was 
deeded in 1888 that the exemption should continue until the next sDccession. 
The reviwoo of the tribute of Baatar wae, in view of the remote ness and otbei 
peculiar cooditions of too Sute, also deferred for the lifetime of the then 
Chief. It has recently been fixed by Cbo Goveromeol of India at Rnpaes 
17 000 a year, being 10 per cent, on the estimated gross revenne.

Subject to tlie politionl oontrol of tbe Chief Commissioner and bie sab- 
ordioste olHoerSj tbe Feodatory Chiefs eiei^oiso fuU oiril aod reTeoae powers 
io their Stotee; in oriminal cases senUncea of capital puuishiDent (and 
in the case of Feudatories from whom an aoknowledgment of fealty in form 
No. CXLV has been taken, sentences of imprisonmeDt exceeding seven years) 
cannot be carried into effect notil confirmed by a Britieb Officer. Under tbe 
ezecntive orders of tbe Central Provioco Administration, all sentencee of 
death are sabmitted, throngh the Commissioner of the DiviaioD, to tbe Chief 
CommlsaioDer for confiriDatioo. Tbe Fecdatory Chiefs and their subjeota are 
sot amenable to British laws for acts done or property possessed in their 
Statea 

Until tbe year ISSit the administration of all these Chiefs was superTiscd by 
tbe CommisaioDers of the Divisions and tbe Deputy Commissioners of the 
Districts to which tbe several States were attached. In that year, however 
distorbaoces having broken out id Ealahandi—one of tbe States in the 
Chhattisgarb was placed under tbe management of a PoUtioal 

Agent. Sevei’al other States in this Divieioo bad at the same time to be taken 
under direct maoagemeDt, end it wss foond tbat it was impossible for Deputy 
Commissioners to supervise tbe work in them efficiently in addition to tbeir 
ordiD&ry duties. Wbeu order had been restored in Salabandi, it was pro-* 
posed that tbe Political Agent in that Stale shoald he appoioted Political 
Assistant to the CoiDmiasioner of tbe Chhattisgarb Division, This was 
sanctioned, and all the Feudatory States in tbe Chhattisgarb Division are now 
(1898) under tbe charge of tbe Political Agent for tbe Chhattisgarb Feada- 
toriee, who has bis brod-qusrten at Raipur and works under tbe general 
control of the Commisrionei’of tbe Division, The Political Agent enei'oises 
tbe powers of a Political Agent, under eliapters lY and V of the Foi'eign 
Jorisdiction and Extradition Act, XXI of 1879, for tbe Feudatory States of 
which be holds charge. 

Makru launder tbe charge of tbe Depoty Commissioner of Hcsbaogabad 
Distiict, sulgect to tbe control of tbe Commlssiouer of tbe Nerbudda Divieion. 

The rules regulating the payment of Nexarana In cases of sucoession to 
the Cbiefsbips are geneislly a[»plicable to the Feudatory States of the Centinl 
Provinces,

None of tbe Chiefs bare any military force in the real sense of the tem« 

(1) KHAIRAGARH. 

The family of the Shairegarb Chief is a branch 0 ! the old Gond dynasty 
of Maodla In 1765 theMshiattas levied atiibute of 1,500 Kagpnr rupees^ 
and this amonnt rvaa at Trrons times raised till, on the lapse of the Nagpnr 
State to the British QoTerameot in 1854, it stood at nearly 29,000 Com* 
pany'a ropees. In 1867 the tribnte was again revised aod fixed at Rs. 47,000 
per aoDum for a period of twenty years. It now stands at Rs. 70,000. 

In 1H70, owing to bis tyranny aod opprwaion, the ruling Chief, Lai Fateh 
Singh, was deprived of civil and oriminal jurisdiction. In 1878 bia indebted¬ 
ness aod continued maladministration compelled the Government of India to 
deprive him of the fiscal management also, and to nssume the entire adminis¬ 
tration of the State. Lai Fateh Singh died in 1874, and the State remained 
tinder direct management till 1683 when it was reatored to his eldest son, 
X>al Umrao Singh, alUt Kanhaya Lai. Eanhaya Lai died towards the close 
of 1890, aod was succeeded by bis son Samal Narayan Singh, who was horn 
in 1880. His succeesion was recognised by the Govemment of India in 
February 1801. 

In 1865 the Chief of this Stale received an adoption Sannd (No. CXLTV}, 
and he euhsequently execnted an Acknowledgment of fealty (No. CXLV). 
Three Deeds (Nos. CXIiVII to CXIjIX) making over railway lands, with 
the jurisdictioa therein, were executed by the Chief, IaI Umreo Singh. The 
first, exeonted on the 21st August 1883, referred to land required for the 
Nagpur ond Chhattisgarh State Railway; and the two latter, which were 
executed on the 0th March 1690 and 27th September 1890, respectively, 
referred to the Bengal'Nagpnr Railway. 

The area of the State ie 931 square miles; and according to the census 
of 1801 its population in 181,184. The gross revenue in the year 180O-9L 
was estimated to be Re. 1,68,021, 

(2) NANDGAON. 

The country comprised in the Nandgaon Chiefship wae conferred in 1722 
by Rsgbuji BhoDsle 00 a religious devotee, named Bam Das. Celibacy being 
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ow of the observancee of the sect to wbfoli Ram Das belooged^ the enccession 
ia muotflioed hy adoption. Though betooging to the sect of Bairagifl pro* 
feedag ealibaoy, aocb profesaioo vna among tfao headmen laotoly noiQical. The 
lata Chief} Ghaai Pae, wae himself married at a eomewhat adranoed time of 
lifO} bot adopted the Hiodu ooetom of marr/ing hie eon at an aarlf 
age. On a representation made b; him in 1879 the Gorernment of India 
asnired him that marriage would not be allowed to invalid ate the aaeoeaaioQ. 

Gbaai Daa died in November 1883 and was socoeeded bj hie eon Balram 
Dae, wbo was bora in 1836. The admioistratioQ of the State, anlil Balraia 
Ihtf attained tbe age of 21, waeentruatadto hie mother aided bj a Diwan. In 
1887 the. Chief received tbe tide of Baja as a personal distinction. In 1638, 
owing to tbe lax saperviaion of tbe Pi wan, Gobind Bao, and tbe general 
remisraeae of tbe State police in properlp dealing with crime, the arrange^ 
menta senetiooed in 1684 were suspended and an officer of tbe standiug of 
an Extra AseisUnt Commlaeiooer waa appointed as Pi wan to conduct the 
administration of tbe State in tbe name of tbe young Chief, Raja Balraxn Pas, 
tiU be ebould p^ve himself capable of managing its affairs. 

In 1865 the Chief of tbia State received an adoption Sacad (CXLIV) 
and he subsei^oentl; executed an Acbnowledgmeot of fealty (No. CXLV). 

Certain lands required for tbe Ber>gal*Nagpnr Bellway were made over, 
with tbe jurisdiction therein, by the Chief under a Deed, executed on Che 
12th January 1391 (No. CL). This deed enperaedee tbe one executed by the 
Chief, Mabant Qbaal Daa, on tbe 2nd July 1883, whereby certain lands were 
provided for tbe Negpnr aod Cbbattiagarb State Railway, 

Tbe invostnie of Baja Balram Das with foil powers of adminlatration 
wae siiDctioned by tbe Government of India in August 1891. 

Tbe area of Nandgaon is 871 square miles; and Its popolaticn is 183,666 
(1691). The gross reveune of the State in tbe year t890-91 amounted to 
Be. 2,id,3lB. Tbe tribute is Be. 70,000. 

(8) KOraKA, OB CHHUIKHADAN. 

Tbis Cbiefsbip is also held by a religions family; it was conferred on 
Rup Das in 1750 by Madhoji Bbonsla. Marriage is permitted in tbe aeot to 
which this family belonga. 

The present Cbisf is Mabant Sbam Kishor Das, who was bom in 1838 
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and auoceedsd in December 1887; atter bavios been for some jears prerionelj 
the virtual ruler of tbe State. About the time of hie father's death it was 
brought to light tbst Msbaot Sham Eisbor Das bed committed a gross act 
of in justice by ihreateniog certain malgnzard with eviction from tbeir villages 
unleee tbej paid up very heavy fines, inflicted becansstbey bad brought to 
^be uoUoe of tbs autborities certain exactions oo tbe part of tbe Chief. Tbe 
men paid tbe fines in order to escape eviotion. Enquiry shoved that tl^a 
policy of intimidation was not uscocnmon in Cbbuihhadao, and the Cbief was 
aocordiugly ofliled on to make amends to thatneo be bad injorsd, to abolish 
the coanrana system, guaranteeing his gaoatiss against an warrantable eviction, 
and to appoint an approved Dlwan to assist lam in oarryiog out tbeoeose* 
sary reforms in the administration of the State, tbe affairs of which were 
found to have been grossly mismanaged. A Tahsildar of approved service 
was Appoiutsd Diwan, and was directed to carefolly examine the whole ad> 
ministrailon of tbe State, nndsr tbe supervision of the Political Agent. In 
1865 tbe Chief received an adoption Sauad (Mo. CXLIV) and aubseqaeotly 
executed an AokDOwldgrasnt of fealty (No. CXLVj, 

The area of Chhutkbsdan is 154 square mi Isa, and ita population (1891) 
is 86,288. The gross reveoue io I889*9C> was estimated to be Sa. 56,497. 
This State pays a tnbute of Bs. 15,000. 


(4) KA'WAEDHA. 

Eawardha is held by a branch of the Paodartya family, and was con* 
ferred for military services by Aagboji BhonsU. Tbe elder branch of the 
Kawsrdba family holds tbe zamindar: of Pandariya, to which tbe son by a 
senior wife encceeds to the exclnsion of his elder brother by a junior wife. By 
this custom Ram Singh, a joanger eon,bni by a senior wife, beeatne samindar 
of Pandariya. On the extioction in 1868 of the youngeror Eawardba brao^ 
of tbe family. Ram Singh's elder brother, B&badnr Singb, wae recogoised ae 
Chief of Eawardba, but died shortly afterwards, when be wae succeeded by 
Ram Singh's elder eon by a junior wife, Rajpal Singb, wbo was bora in 1849. 

In consequence of hie malodmiuistratiou the Government of India, ia 
1884, eanctioued hie removal from power for a period of five ycare, the 
arraugement being eubjeot to reconsideration at tbe expiration of that time. 
Id November 1889 tbe Ooverameot of India aanctioued tbe eootinnance of 
tbe same arrangeraeuts for a further period of fire years, the State being 
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odmjflwtared by an ofilcer of the grade of an Extra Asaistaot Cooimlasioner 
appoioUfd u Supeiio tendon t, assisted by a Taluildar. 

Thakur Raj pal SingU died on the Slat December 1891, and was eticceeded 
by bis nephew, Kritpal Singh, who is now about six years of age. 

The tribute originally died at Rs. 2,000 was subaequently more than 
qnadropled by the Bhonela family t it now eUnde at Ri. 82,000. 

In 186B the Chief of this Slate received an adoption Sanad (No. CXHV), 
and be enbeequeotly executed an Acknowledgment of fealty (No. CXLV). 

The area of Kawardba ie abont 798 aqnare miJee, and its population 
(1891) is 91,818. Ite revenue in 1890>91 was Rs, 92,986. 

(6) BASTAR. 

This femtlyie said to ha?e been driven from Warangal in tbe Deccan by 
the encroaeSmenta of the Mubatnmadan power early in the fourteenth century, 
In 1777 the Raja of Baatar was driven out of hie tcrritorie by bie brother, 
and took refoge with the neighbouring Chief of Jaipnr, in the nortbern 
Cifoare, to whom, in return for aaalstance in recovering hie territories, he ceded 
on certain conditions the pnrgi^oa of Kotipad. In 1782 boatilitiee broke out 
between the two States in conaequeuce of tbe aoofulfilment by Jaipur of the 
or^ndiboDs of the cession. The Baa tar Chief died before he could recover the 
whole pargena, and as Bastar at this time failed in ite payment of tribute to 
Nagpcr, that gcreromeot took posaeaaion of the pargaua And subeeqnently 
gi'anted it to Jaipur, subject to the obligation of furoiehing military aid 
against Baatnr when required. 

Tbe constant raids and reprUals between tbe two States of Bastar and 
Jaipur kept tbe country for many years in a etate of anarchy. loan Agree¬ 
ment (No. CLI) taken by tbe Nagpur Government from tbe Chief of 
Bastar on tbs occasion of a retiaion of the settlamert of tbe Chhattisgarh 
district, tbe latter bonnd himself to pay an aiiQual tribute of S,000 Nagpur 
rupees, subject bo a remission cf Rupees 1,000 so long as the Kotipad pargana 
should remain separated from his territories. Claims to the restoration of 
Kotipad were more than once put forward by Bastar, hot in 1868 it waa 
finally decided that tbe Brihsb Government, which bud succeeded to the 
rights of tbe Nagpur State, should receive Rupees 8,000 per annum from 
tbe Jaipur Chief, in return for which he was to retain Kotipad aud be exempt 
from tbe couditioa of military service attached to the original grant. Of 
this aum Rnpeea 2,000 were formally paid to the Raja of BasUr in money, 
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and tha pwaainder in tba form of a wntianed remiesioci af tribnte, wliicb then 
atood at Hupeea S,066* par anonm. 

A tew arrao^meat waa aanctioned in March 18?9, by which the antira 
BUm of Rupaee 8,000 payable by Jaipur was to be credited ia tba acconoU 
of tba Madras Preeldency,—Bnpeee 1,000 on account of tlia Eotipad pargana, 
and the balance as part payment of the Bastar tribute which was rednced, for 
tbo lifetima of tba late Raja Bhairam Deo, to Eupeae 2,056, the rem^uing 
EupceetO beiog recoTcred directly from tba Bastar Chief. 

The Chief of BasUr received a San ad of adoptaon io 1862 (Ho. CXLIV), 
sad sobsequeiitly executed an Acknowledgment of fealty (No. CXLV). 

The late Chief, Eaja Bhairam Deo, was born in 1889, and succeeded in 
1858. There is nothing noteworthy in the political bistoiy of Bastartill 
March 1876, when a disturhance broke out at Jsgdalpor, owing to certain acta 
of oppression and iojnstice committed on the people by the Uien Diwan, 
Goplnath Guru, and Adit Presad, who were eventoalty reraoted to Sjponcha 
in the Central Provinces. In 1881 Lai Ealandar Sbgh, a eoasio of the Raja> 
became Diwaa; but soon aflar, owing to a difference of opinion between him. 
self and the Rani, be withdrew himself from work. 

Co a visit to Bostar in 188$ the Commissioner found that niter oonfoaion 
and chaos prevailed; and the Chief Commissioner deeded that Ealandar 
Siogb shonld resome hla doties as Diwan and he luvisted by a selected ofBcer 
of OoveromeoL Tabeildar Sher Muhammad wae aceordiogly appointed Naib* 
Diwan of B&etar. Tbese arrangements were saoctiosed by the Governmeut 
of India, hut eventnally bri»ke down, owing to the incompetence ae Divran 
of Lsl Ealandar Siagh,aDd in 1886 an Extra As^tant Commissioner, selected 
by (be Chief Commissioner, was appointed by the Raja as his Diwan to 
administer the State. 

Baja Bhairam Deo died in July 1891, and the Oovemment recognised 
the sneeession of his iufant son, Endra Pratap Deo. The State is now (1892) 
managed by a Superintendent, under the control of the Political Agent, duriog 
the minority of the Chief. 

The area of Bsstar is about 18,062 square miles; and its pnpnla^on 
(1391) is 810,884. The gross roveuue in the year 18d0>91 was estimated to 
be Rupees 1,63,268. 

The tribute of the State was fixed after the last succosion atRopees 
17,000.

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(«).—KAEOND, OB EALAHANDI. 

Voder theMahratUe ibis State paid a tiibnte of Rapeea 6,S80 in Nagpur 
Qcio, boC tbs amonat waa rednoed to Eapees 4»5()0 under tbe last Eaja of 
NagpoT. Subject to Karondia the petty Chief ship of Tbuamttl held by % 
biMch of the Karcnd family. The Tboamul fatally again ie divided into an 
elder and a younger branch: tbs bead of the former anoocediog to the Chief* 
ship with tbs title of P&6 Eaja, the bead of the latter to the adminiatratioo of 
the Montry with tbetitie of Tit Raja. Tbie custom led to coustaut fends 
between the Tit and Pit Eajaa 5 diaputee also ocourred between Karond and 
Jaipur, occaaioned by claima of tbelatterto aupremacy over the pargana of 
Eaebipnr, a part of Tbuamnl. 

Tbe Nagpur Government therefore determined to separate Tbnamul from 
Karond and to leave ite administration in tbe haade of the TftC Raja. Tbeee 

ordere were confirmed by Gorernment in 1868, and tbe claime of Jaipur to 

Eaebipnr were at the aame time disallowed. In 1368, however, it was found 
that ehediapntea between the Pit and Tit Rajas still oontinued. Tbnamol 
was therefore divided between them, tiie Tit Raja retaining Kasbipur and 
paying, a proportionate ebare of tbe tribute. Tbe territory under tbe Pit Raja 
was restored to tiie jnrisdiotion of the Chief of Karond, and the remaning 
territory was given as a separate samindari to tbe Tit Raja. In 1369 tbe Tit 
Raja also was placed under the feodal control of the Earond Chief. 

Tbs late Chief of Earond, Udit Partab Deo, died in 1881, having pre- 
vionsly adopted as his heir Kagbu Keebar Deo, a hoy of tender years. He had 
st a cooaiderably earlier period adopted one Eambbadra Sal, but had cancelled 
tbe adoption in eoaseqnencs of the youth's misconduct. The daim of Eaghu 
Keabar Deo as heir waa reoogoised by tbe Government of lodia aod be suc¬ 
ceeded accordingly. There thence arose a dispute as to the succession, aod the 
opportunity was taken by tbe Ehands to prefer nnraerons complaints as to tbe 
oppression and miemansgetneot from which they bad long sofiered. Even- 
ually tbe Ehands rose in open rebell ion aud committed many excesses attended 
with bloodshed. 

The disturbance were suppressed with tbe aid of British troops; and a 
British officer waa in 1388 appointed aa Political Agent, with bead-quarters at 
Bbawani Patna to manage the Stale. In 1887 this officer was, as baa aliendy 
been mentioned, appointed Political Agent for tbs Cbbattisgarh Feudatories, 
and this State is now administered by a Superintendent under that offieer'a 
control. The present Chief, Raja Bsgbn Eesbar Deo, was boro in 187S and 
has been educated at tbe Eajkumar College) Jabalpur. 
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A Sansd ot sdoptbn (No. CXLIV) was gnoted to tlie Chief of Earood m 
19Si, and a Sanad (Ko. CZLVI) defiobg bis atatua aa a Feudatorj Chief 
wa$ granted to him subseq^ieatly. 

Tbe tribute paid hj Earond ii Ropeea l&.OOO; its area ia about 8,745 
aqaare miles; and its population in 1891 was 826,295« The gross revenoe i& 
the year 1890-91 amounted to Kupees 1,22,484. 

(7) K ANKER. 

Thie State was held bj tbe Mahrattas od the condition of rnmiebing 
60D men for the service of tbe <'iovernmcur,free of expense, whenever required 
to do 60 . In 1809 ibe then Chief was deprived of Enoker, hot was in IBIS 
restored to it niider tbe autliorit^ of the British Resideut at Naspur on paj- 
ment of an an aval tribute of Rupees 600. This was remitted in 1S2S, in 
consequence of the Oovernmeiit having resumed the sejar duties formerly 
levied by bim. The Eanker Chief tbeiefcre paye no tribute. 

Msbaraj'Adbiraj Narlxar Deo, the present Chief, was born in 1860 
and succeeded in 1863. To 15^9 tbe Haja’s mind became unhbged by 
domestic troubles, and as he ebowed no signs of recovery, it became necessary 
to Bppoist a Diwan to administer the 8tate. This wse accordingly done in 
1890, and this arrangement continnedin force np to July 1892, when it wae 
decided to take the State under tbe management of OoveroQvnt until the 
general health and mental condition of tbe Chief sbenJd improve eutEciently 
to eoable bim to resume tbe administration. Tbe State bas been placed iu 
charge of a Superintendent acting under tbe ordere aud eontrul of the 
Political Agent. 

Tbe Chief received an adoptioD Sanad io 1866 (No. CXLIV) and suLse- 
qnently er«cuted an Acknowledgment of fealty (H 0 .CZLV). 

The area of Eanker is 1,429 sqnsre miles; audits population in 1891 
was 82,379. The gross revenue in L890*9] amonoted to Kupeee 65,788. 

(8) MAEKAI. 

This petty Chiefsbip struggled with varied fortune against the Pesbwa, 
Sindbia aud the Pindaris, and was eventoslly taken under British protection. 

Id 1868 tbe Chief was plaoed nuder the control of the Commissioner, 
Jabalpur Division, with tbe Deputy Commissioner, Hoshangabad, as Political 
Agent; bs was instracUd to correapoud with the latter and attend to bis wishes 
and advice. Up to 1863 the Chief received Rs. 2,248>14.5 aunuallyaa eompen* 
aation for the loss of transit duties, the levy of whioh was sntirely abolished 
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fi^om th« lat May 1847. This payment was commuted in 1863 for tba lump 
sum of Rs. 26,000 and no payment is now mads io ]ien of transit duties. 

The Chief rsosirsd an adoption Sanad in 1862 (No. CXLIV), and subse- 
ignently executed an Aoknowledgmeot of fealty (No. CILV). He pays no 
tribute to GoTernmeot. 

The present Chief, Aaja Lacbu Sab aUat Bharat Sah, is. an adopted 
son; be sncoseded in 1866 and was born in 1846. Towards tbs end of 1880 
the Dtaoagemeot of the State was tahen out of bis bands for a period of three 
jeeTB, on account of gross miemanagemeat, and a Di wan was appointed to 
conduct the administration of tbe State under the super!ntendeoce of the 
Deputy Commissioner of Roehangabad. 

The area of Makrai is ahoot 188 square miles; its reveane is about 
Be. 88,700, and its population in 2891 was 18,547. 

(9) SAKTI. 

' TbU State was formerly held as a tributary to tbe Maharajas of Saml>aU 
pur. The Chief, Baja lUojit Singh, was born in 1886. He wna deprived 
of all power in 1878 for gross oppression and attempts to support 
rspreeentatioDS by meaos of forged doouoents; and tbe management of tbe 
State was assumed by tbe British Governinent. In February 1892 the 
Goveismcst of India sanctioned tbe insCallatioa of Eitp Narayan Siogh, elder 
SOD of the ez-Kaja, as Chief of Sakti, and tbe appointment of Tabsildar 
Ganpat Rao as Diwan of the State. The new Chief is to be guided in all 
matters by tbe advice of bis Diwan and rule the State through them. 

The Chief received an adoption Sanad in 7863 (No. CXLIV} and eubse. 
qaeotly executed an Aoknowledgmeot of fealty (No. CXLV). 

By a doeoment dated the 81st October 1899 (No. CLII), the Chief, acting 
through the Depnty Com mission sr, Bilsspor, as the then Political Agent of 
tbs Sakti State, mads over to the British Govsrumont certain laoda, with bbe 
jurisdiction therein, required for tbs BeogaUNagpar Railway Company. 

The area of Sakti is 188 square miles; and its populotioa in 1891 was 
28,874. The gross revenue in 1890-91 amouuted to He. 24,462. Tbe tnbute 
paid is Ba. 1,809. 

(10 ) sarangarh. 

In 1878 gross mismanagement was found to exist in tbts Slate. The 
ny.nts wore oppressed, tbe Rvsoues were mlsapprcpnated, fraud and iojiistico 
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prevailed in t!ie Courts, and tlie joting Chief, Baja Bbawaoi Pratsp Sing^b, 
was bein^ allowed to grnv np without eduoatioD. The temporarf zcaonge* 
meat of the State duiiog his miooiit/ was accordinglj aseamed by the 
British OovsToment. 

In 1S66 Baja Bliawani Pratop Slogh rei^aested that the fall powere of 
a Feodatorj might he conferred on bin. The loot! officers reported that the 
Chief was iMtdIy edoeatcd, inexpeiienoed, and incapable of managing the 
affairs of bis State. The RajVs request was therefore not granted, and tbe 
arrangement then in force, viz., tbe administration of the State by an officer 
of the rank of an Bstra Assistant Cornmiseioner, waa continued. 

Raja Bhawani Prat dp Singh died iq September 1889, and was socceedcd 
bj Lai Ragl^ubar Singh. This Chief died in August 1890 and was succeeded 
by bis minor son, Lai Jawabir Singb, bom in 1886, who has been recognised 
by Oorernment as the Chief. Tbe State is administered duriog the minority 
by a Native officer ae Superintendent nodertbe control of the Political Agent. 

The Chief received an adoption Sanad in 1885 (No. CXLIV), and a Sanad 
(No. CXLVI) defining bis stetoe as a Feodatoiy Chief was granted to him 
sabeequently. 

The area of Samngarh is estimated at abont 540 square miiee; and ite 
population in 1891 was K3,tl0. Tbe gross revenue in 1890*91 was estimated ' 
to be Rs. 46,968, and tbe tribute paid is Re. 3,6CfO. 

(11) RAIGARH. 

Tbe zamindariof Bargarh was in 1835 conferred on the Chief of Bel garb, 
Deonatb 8iugh, its former holder baviog been convicted of rebellion. I^eonath 
Singh rendered good, service m 1867, died in 1862, and wee snoceeded by bis 
son, Ohahabam Singb. 

Owing tc tbe Chief*8 maladministration the State was in 1886 taken 
under Govemmeot maDagement. Ghasaham Singh died in 1890, end bia son, 
Lai Bhnp Leo Singb, who was bom in 1867, wee recognised by Government 
aa bis eaoceseor, though no formal installation has as yet (1^92) taken ’ 
place. Tbe State contiones to be administered by Ocvernment through a 
Native officer as Superintendent under tbe control of the Political Agent. 

The Chief received an adoption Sanad in 1866 (No. CXLIV), and a Sanad 
(No. CLXVl) defining liia status as a Feodatery Chief waa granted to him 
anbseque&tly. 
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Bf a documaot, dated tlie I9tb September 1890, ihe Cbtef transferred to 
tbe firitiaU QovemoeDt certain landa^ with the joriediction therein, required 
for the Bengal-Nagpor Bailway Company (Note to No. CLII,) 

Tbe area of Baigarb is estimated at about 1,480 square milee; audits 
population m 1891 was 108,58b. The gross revenoe in 1890«91 amounted to 
Ks. 88,178. Tbe tribute pud is Be. 4,000. 

(It) BAMRA. 

TribbuTsn Singh, Chief of Bamra, died in May 1809, and was succeeded 
by bis nephew Baja Sudb&l Deo, tbe present Chief, who was boro in 1848. 
He was appointed to be a Companion of tbe Order of tbe Indian Bmpire in 
1889. 

The Chief rsceired anndoption Ssnad in 1805 (No. CXLIV), and a Saoad 
(No. CXLVl) defioiog bis status ss a Feudatory Chief was granted to him 
subsequently. 

By a document executed on tbe I5tb Tebmary 1891 tbe Chief made over 
to tbe British Government cerUio lands, with tbe joriediction therein, 
required for tbe Bengal-Nagpur Railway Company (Note to No. ODIl). 

Tbe area of Bamra le estimated at about 1,988 sqcare miles; nnd its 
population in 1891 was 104,307. Id 1890'91 tbe gross income was estimated 
at Ba 49,607. The tribute paid is Rs. 1,600. 

(18) EAIRAKHOL. 

Tbs Chief of this State was not at first inclnded in the list of feuda¬ 
tories on tbe ground of bis malsdniiaistratioo. This was subsequently 
ascertained to have been due to the acts of one of the Chief’s brothers who 
mansged tbe Stale for him during his illness, and, aa the Chief had shown 
eonspicuoas loyalty in 1857, he was recognised as a feudatory, and in 1860 
received a Saoad of adoption (No. CXLIV^ sceordingly. A Sanad (No. 
CSLVI) defining bis status as & Feudatory Chief wns afterwards granted to 
him. 

The present Chief of Rairahhol, Baja Blsban Cbandar Jaoamnoi, who wns 
bom in 1819, succeeded in 3885. Owing to bis blindness and advanced 
age, and tbe death of his only son, tbe finances and the affairs of the Stale gene¬ 
rally t*\\ into great disorder. A portion of tbe State had become depopulated 
in COD sequence of the oppression of the Baja’s officials, and tbe State treasury 
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nas banlrrupt. It traa therefore decidod ia 188^ that the fUja oboatd appoiat 
a eompeUat officer, with the approral of the Chief Commiooioner, as hie Diwso 
to aasUt him in the aduinistration of his S bite. Tbaso arraagemaots were sane* 
tiooedby the Goreromeat of India, and an officer of the position of a TaheUdar 
has beoD appointod by tba Baja as bis Diwaa, aod adoiitisten the State ondcr 
tbe saperrision of Ibe Politico] Agent 

The area of Eairakhol is estimated at aboat 883 sqaare roiles; aad its 
population in Iddl was £0^35. Its gross rereoue in 1890-91 was estimated 
at Ks. )4,389. The tribute paid io Ba. $00. 

(U) SONPUR. 

This family is an offshoot from the former ruling boose of Sambaipnr. 
l*he State is popnlons and the best cultivated of tbe Serabalpur States. 
H'he late Chief, Kiladbar Singb Deo, who was boro in 1889 and succeeded 
in 1840, received tbe personal title of Bahadur for services to tbe Bribisb 
Oovenment. Coostant aod woll founded complaints being made by the 
land-bolding olaosos, of harsb'acd arbitrary eviction from tbeir hereditary 
lands aod villages, aud there being uo proper tribunals or adequate 
oriaagements for tbe transaction of State affairs, the Baja was advised 
to appoint a competent officer of Ooveroinent as his Diwan. An officer 
of the rank of a Tahsildar was accordingly appointed as Diwan, to assist tbs 
Baja in the adminiscratiou of his State under the supervision of tbe PoUtnoal 
Agent. Raja Niladhar Singb died on the lltb September 1891, and was sue* 
coeded by bis eldest son* Pfatap RndraSisgh Deo, who U now (1892} 38 years 
of age. 

The Chief received an adoption Sanad in I 860 (No, OXLIY), and a Sanad 
(No. CXLVI) definiog bU sUtos as a Feudatory Chief was granted to bins 
subeequently. 

Tbe area of Soepor is estimated at about 906 square miles; aod its 
population in 1891 was 193,246. The gross raven ae in 1890-91 amoauted 
to Bs. 76,846. The tribute paid is Be. 9,0(10, 

(18) PATNA. 

Hira Vajra Deo, hCabaraja of Patna, died in Anguat 1866, and wse 
BDCceeded by Snr Pratop Deo. In 1869 the tyranny of the Chief and of 
bis brother, Lai Bisboatb Singb, caused a rising nmong the Ebaods of 
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Pa(&a. Th 67 tverd apeadilj reJaoad, but not nsUl L&1 Biehoath Siog;b and 
bis followm had cocDcaitted rosny atrocities in cold blood. For these crimes 
Xfsl Bisbnath Siogb was retnoved from Patna and an encjuirj into the causes of 
tiie outbreak led to the deposition of the Cliief and the assumption of the 
managemeutof the State by the British Oovernment. This occurred in 1371, 

Maharaja Sut Fra tap Deo, who was a Oiauhan Rajput and the 
twenty-uxtU represenUtive of the family, died in IS78, learing no male 
issue. He was succeeded by his oephew, Ramchandm Singh, born in 1$7S, 
the eon of Lai BishnatK Singh. The State s^l (LSVit) I’emaius nuder the 
mADag^ment of the British (^overnmeut; the administration is carried on hy a 
Native officer as Superintendent, under the control of the Political Agent. 
The Chief has been educated at the Rnjknmar College at Jabalpur. 

The Chief receiTed an adoption Sanad in 1885 (No CXLIV). No sanad 
iu Form CXLVl has yet been delivered to the Ciiiaf {vid6 supra). 

Tlie area c£ Patna is estimated at square miles; aad its population 
ill 1891 was 389,197. The gross revenue m 1890-91 waa estimated to be 
Bs. 91,239, The Stale now pays a tribute of Ks. 8,600. 


I7.-THB NON-FECDATOR? ZAMINDAEIS. 

The Wainganga zamindaris (43 in onmber) form portions of the Bban> 
daraand Bal^hat districts, Tbe saoiudars are now (1899) nothing more 
than la^ iMidowuersj holding their eatates ou farourable terms tn oodu- 
deration of tbe dignity enjoyed and services rendered by their families in 
former years. They have long been relieved of all police duties, and do 
longer exercise any function of (Government whatever. None of the Zamindaris 
are Scheduled diacricts (Act XIV of 1874«). 

The Chsoda zamindare (90 in number) rctaio more of their aucieat 
oharactet than the mmiudars of Bhandara and Balagbnt, and hold their 
estates under special Patent (No. CLIII). They are all Scheduled districts,

Ralfnr, Bilaspurand Sambalpur^t districts.§§ The mt^ority of them are 
Scheduled districts,

the Maharajah shall bs at liberty, with the coDBCitt of tbe British Govern- 
ment, to inarch his troops against tbe said Rajab Joojar Slug. Tbe Governor- 
General will not in asy manner encourage or afiard him protectioo. On tbe 
other band, the Maharajah aod his officers shall not, without the eonsent of 
the British GoTeronent, make war iu any manner upon Bajah Joejar Sing 
or offer any nolestetion to him. If, however. Rajah Joojar Sing shall be 
foQDd guilty of any outrages, in that ease Roygnrh ehall be separated from 
the Company’s dominione, and annexed to those of the Mahs^ajah, in the 
same manoer as Snobnlpore and Patna. 

It is hereby agreed that a copy of this Treaty, ratified by tbs Governor- 
General in Council, shall be traneroitted from Fort William in tbe space of two 
months and eleven days from this date.

declared to be vested io the Aajab.

For the moie complete end eSeotUAl fulfilment of this inbeotlnc end 
object of tibe lUh Artide of the Treetj of 27tb Mey 1810, the military force 
,of the State of Negpore, with the exception of a email body of infantry and 
horee, which may be roaintuoed with tbeennction of tbe British Government 
for tbs f^jab'e personal retinue, and the requisite 86i>Qndiee for the police and 
collection of revenue (to be subject to the same ssnctioD with regard to their 
numbers, description,and employment) ehall always remain nnder tbe autborlty 
of the British Government, and at its disposal, for Hie Hlgonses' benefit, end 
euSicisot funds shall be permanently appropriated for regular payment 
from His Highness^ resources. 


Article P . , 

Tbe disirlets of Drouhor above tbe Gbaate, Cbandah, Loajbeo, and 
Chnttsesgnrh, and tbeir dependencies, together with some additional districts, 
yielding altogether a clear netreveime of eeventeen Uhbe of rupees per annnm, 
will, for tbe present, be retained under tbe nsanegemeut of EuropexQ Snps> 
* intendeote acting for ths Ksjah, bat subject to the orders of tbs firilbli Resl- 
deot, to provide fends for tbe payment of ^e military estsbllebmenta referred 
to in the preceding Articlo, ao^ for the civil expenses of the said districts. A 
tree ud faithfol account of tbe revenue and the produce of the eaid dieCriets, 
and of the military and civil disbarsements, eball bo rendered to His iilgb- 
ness, and any surplus renainlDg after payment of the above charges shall be 
paid iato His Highness' treasary. 

Tbe lest of HU Ulgboees’ territories, including the city of Nabors, 
sh^l be repUcsd under the direct administration of Hie Highness aud hie 
Mi Bisters, the British saperlntendeuce being gmdnally withdrawn ; and it le 
heraby farther declared, that whenever the state of tbe district, retained under 
British snpenntendence under this Article, and tbe saecess of His Higbeess^ 
msDsgemsnt in the country now trauefeired bo him, shall appear to the Bri¬ 
tish Government to jastify such a meaenre, tbe distriola excepted in this 
Article sbskll also be rsetored to tbe direct management of the Bajah, His 
Highn^ appropriating sufficient funds from his leeonroes for tbe payment of 
tbe military force, and tbe British Government remaiaing iho medium of 
conducting all affairs with the .tributary Chiefs and Zemindan . of the 
country, 

Articls 10. 

In tbe Eoanagenient of the country transferred to the fiajah'e immediate 
authority by tbe piecedtng Article, anl In that of the excepted dietidcte when 
restored to Bis Highnesses control, Rajah Raghojee Bhoosfah hereby promises 
to pay at all times the utmost sttention to sucb advice as the British Govern- 
meot eball judge it neceasaiy to offer him with a view to the economy of his 
finaaoes, tbe better oollsction of bie revenue, the administration of jostice 
and pcliee,the ettenslon of oommerce, tbe enoouregement of trade, agrieul- 
tore and industry, or iny other objects connected with tbe advancement of 
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Ijis Hif^boeae's iDtemU, th« bappioeu of hia people^ aad tha mutoal welfare of 
both SUtee, always to QondDcttU afaire of bis Governmeot by the hands 
of Ministers in the ooDfidence of the British Govemmeotj aod respoasibls to 
it as well as to Hie Highasss in the exercise of their duties in every branck of 
the adEoiuistrmtion. 

His Highness sped6cally agrees to adopt saob r^olatioos and ordinances 
as may he suggested by the British GoYeiameot thiough its rspresentafcire at 
Ris Highness's Court for ensunbg order, economy, aod integrity in every 
department of his Government, and tbs engagements and settlements which 
have been or may he con eluded with the pnlels aod ryobs or others in his 
name thmugb die intervention of British Ageote shall be fai^fully main, 
tained and acted upon. The oivil establbbmeab of tbe Government, the 
appointment of parsons to fill them, and the expend!tore on account of those 
estabiiahments, as well ss of His Highness' Court and household, shall be 
fixed and continued according to the advice of fciie British GovemmeDt; aod 
the Reeident shall be at all times at Ubeity to iospect and investigate the 
aooouots of the receipts nod disbursements of the OoverDment in every 
branoU, aa well as to have access to the treasiuy, in order to be assured of tbe 
actual state of the fioancee.

If it sball be necessary for tbe protection and defence of tbe territories of 
tlie coutiaoting parties, or either of tbsm, tbat hostilities sball be undertaken 
or preparations made for commsuciog hostilities against any State or Power,
